Shri T. S, Ramaswami : The paid-up capital is only Rs. 2 lakhs 
and Government have granted a loan of Rs. 1,50,000 and over and 
above that Government have given Rs. 92 thousand odd- for the 
purchase of an enamelling furnace. ‘Were all these done after detailed 
enquiry and investigation ?- 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Yes.” As I have already 5 
stated, in the year 1948 an officer known as the Industrial Liaison — 
Officer conducted proper investigation and submitted a report to 
Government and according to his recommendations Government 


granted the financial assistance. 


Shri T. S. Ramaswami : Are the Government receiving. any 
interest for the loan ? 
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_ Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : Now neither the interest 
‘ nor the principal amount is being paid to Government and, as such, 
steps have been taken to realise the loan. 


Shri T. S. Ramaswami : Is the company functioning now ? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: The Company has 
applied to Government for a further loan in order to carry on their 
-activities and Government found, under the circumstances, that 
no loan could be given. ; 


Shri T. S. Ramaswami: What steps have Government taken 
to recover the loan already given ? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : Government are con- 
sidering the institution of a suit against the Company and proceeding: 
against them under the Revenue Recovery Act on the Sale of Assets 
of the Company or negotiating with the Board of Directors to trans- 
fer the assets of the Company in satisfaction of the outstanding loan, 

Shri T. $. Ramaswami : Who is responsible for all this ? : 

Shri. Panampilli Govinda Menon: I have stated more 
than once that in 1948 enquiries were conducted by an officer and as 
a result of that Government thought that a léan could be granted to 
the Company. , “ 

Shri T. S. Ramaswami : Will the Government take steps to 
find out whether the enquiries made were faulty ‘or were made on 
proper lines by the officer concerned ? And if it was found to be 
faulty, will the Government take steps to recover the amount from 
the officer responsible for it ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: The presumption that 
the enquiry was faulty is not correct. ‘ 

Shri T. S. Ramaswami : May I know whether the loan amount 
cannot be recovered now ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: That is a different 
matter. In 1948 the loan was granted on the bona fide recommenda-

Cash Crops. 


*s561. [19] Shri M. Vv. Cheriyan: Will the Minister 
for Finance and Civil Supplies be pleased to state the steps taken by 
this Government to raise the price of our cash crops like cocoanut 
pepper, lemon grass oil, ginger, etc.? 


Minister Ser: Finance and Civil Supplies (Shri Panampilli Govinda 
Menon) : 


Price of cocoanuts mainly depends upon the extent of imports 
of copra and cocoanut oil from outside and their price. This Govern- 
ment have more than once moved the Central Government with a 
view to impose restrictions on imports. ' 
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The prices of articles like pepper, lemon grass oil etc., exported 
from the country mainly depend upon trends in World markets. One 
of the reasons for the fall in the price of pepper is reported to be 
infestation of pepper exported from this area. To prevent this, 
fumigation plants are proposed to be installed at the exporting 
centres and export of pepper will be allowed only after fumigation, 
When the quality is guaranteed, the price will naturally rise up. 
As regards lemon grass oil, its marketing is proposed to be organised 
through a Central Co-operative Society with a number of primary 
societies in important lemon grass growing:areas. It is also proposed 
to have a quality control laboratory attached to the Central Society. 
It is expected that these measures would contribute towards enhance- 
ment of price of lemon grass oil, as adulteration and want. of proper 
marketing facilities are partly responsible for the fall in price. Further, 
the cash crops enquiry Committee of the Indian Council of Agricul- 
tural Research has also taken up this question. 

A marketing officer has been recently appointed . in the Agricul- 
ture Department. A survey on the marketing of cash crops is one 
of his main activities. On the basis of the survey, when completed, 
eny further steps found necessary will be taken.

‘Sir, for that purpose we have enacted also the Village Panchayat 

Act, giving wide powers to the Village Panchayats. These Panchayats 

are to be elected on the basis of adult franchise. And they have 

the responsibility of looking after the development of -the’ rural 

_ areas. Their sphere of activities is very wide. We have. to view 
this budget in the context of the Panchayat Act and the present 

proposal to constitute Panchayats in several parts of the country. . If I 

remember right, there are to be 550 Panchayats in the whole State,

+. ate, ‘LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS a 1978 


And they will begin to function by May or June. Elections are expected 
to be over by April and May or before the second half of this year. 
And then they will begin to function immediately. Today we have 
now nearly a 100 Panchayats in the Cochin area; and t9¢ Village: 
Unions or Village Uplift Centres in the Travancore Area. Thus 
we have only 295 local bodies or organisations that are functioning 
today, But in the course of the next six months all the newly 
proposed bodies will begin to function, We are providing for the 
functioning of these bodies now. Somehow or other there has been 
a reduction under this head for the last two or three years. We 
remember the way in which rural development activities were 
started and carried on both in Travancore and Cochin. In Travancore 
it came under the Village Panchayat scheme when rural areas were 
taken up and contributions were made from the State direct. Nearly 
Rs. 30,000 were contributed on an average to each village uplift centre. 
Sometimes the amount exceeded according to the needs of the local 
area. I know of Village Panchayat centres which have spent forty 
or fifty thousand rupees, in the Travancore area. Onamthuruth 
and Mannar are examples. They have spent nearly a lakh of rupees, 
P.W.D. Officers were working under the Department. Even before 
we started the Village Panchayats more Village Panchayats were in 
existence in the Cochin area. They have started the work in the 
villages by opening new roads and other original works and the 
‘maintenance is done by the State funds. In the Travancore area, 
the Panchayats do the work themselves. In the Cochin area there 
are 1,300 miles of Panchayat roads. The maintenance is being 
done under the Panchayat Budget. Even now, for this year the 
maintenance of the village roads in the Cochin area will have to be 
’ done from the budget provided under Demand XXII. There will 
_ be difficulty so far as the Travancore area is concerned. _ In Travancore 
contribution to Panchayats are. made on two basis. An amount 
equal to the amount that the Panchayat is able to collect is given as 
contribution. Then there is the special grant. ~This is the system 
that has been in vogue for the last two years, For 1950-51 ‘Govern- 
ment granted a special grant on the basis of two annas per head 
of the population in the Village Panchayat area. The total amount 
is equally divided between the Village Unions and Village Panchayats. 
The Central Budget is being utilised for maintenance in Cochin area, 
But this year for the maintenance of the Travancore area the Central 
Budget does not provide any amount and the conditions will become 
very difficult next year. Under the Budget the amount provides 
is only 15 lakhs of rupees. to lakhs of rupees is set apart a 
contribution to the Village Panchayats. Under this head thé-amount 
sanctioned is only so much, Rs, 5 lakhs is set apart for election? 
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Contributions will come to Rs. 2 lakls. An equal amount will be 
- the special grant. If you look into the Administration Report for 

1950-51, under contribution the amount for 137 Village’ Unions 
is Rs. 1,01,854. In Appendix V contributions to Village Unions 
and Panchayats as special grants comes to Rs.'3,17,000 both together 
4 lakhs and odd. For this year, for double the number of Parichayats . 
the amount provided is the same four lakhs. What kind of estimate 

is this ?. 1 am not ina position to understand, Sir, during 1950-51 

when we had only 295 Panchayats both the contributions and special 

grants came nearly to,four lakhs of rupees, This year we are anti- 

cipating double the number of Panchayats, But the amount provided 

is the same. Does it mean that this Government does not want 
the Panchayats to function. Or are they going to reduce the contri- 

bution to a lesser amount ? I honestly doubt why they put this - 
figure. ; 

Shri A. Eachara Menon: Will. not the Panchayats also 
increase when.the population increases ? 7 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I do not know whether the 
number will increase in the Cochin area. In Travancore it is in- - 
creasing. We are bringing in nearly 85 lakhs of people under these 
Panchayats. . 

Sir, under Works there is a provision for a lakh of rupees ‘for 
expenditure on the Cochin Panchayats, because it is a fixed charge. 
‘They have a duty and they have. been attending to the repairs and 
renovation of tanks, summer bunds and so on. They are utilising 
this fund for the above purpose. The ‘amount. provided in this 
year’s budget for Rs. one lakh is for works in Cachin. Where is 
the amount for the Travancore area? I do not grudge over this 
allotment for Cochin. They started Panchayats early and they have 
the right to get all the benefits they were enjoying. At the same 
time other parts cannot be deprived of any benefit. It -cannot be 
the policy of administration of the Travancore-Cochin State. 

Take the case.of communications. Cochin has 1,526 -miles of 
road and they have been maintained by Panchayat funds. If I am 
correct, they .have to spend Rs. 200 per mile for maintenance. — 
The amount provided is only two lakhs of rupees. , 

The Cochin Panchayats have the reputation of maintaining the 
very best roads possible in the villages. Why should that be neglect? 

_After providing even this Rs. 2 lakhs, it will be found that it will 
not be sufficient for maintaining the roads in the Cochin area, and ' 
there is no amount for any road work in the Travancore area, Did 


? 
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the officers or the authorities or the Government themselves go into 
the details of this when they put the provision in the budget ? 

Take the water-supply scheme. The provision is for Rs. 1 lakh. 
My friend Mr. Ayyappan was speaking the other day about the 
difficulties of drinking water. If there is any problem in Travancore 
which really affects the people, it is drinking water in the coastal 
areas of the country. You are creating village panchayats with all 
the responsibility and all the rights. But what is the amount pro- 
vided ? A Jakh of rupees, If you look into it carefully, we find 
that for the Vypeen water-supply scheme, the Panchayat Department 
has to pay Rs, 50,000 from this account, Yearly, that is being done. 
What is the balance you have got ? You have got Rs. 50,000. Will 
it be sufficient for the needs of the rest of the area? Not only that. 
Cochin area, has been maintaining water-sheds, for supplying water 
to people who go through the villages during summer months, 

" You have to. give a grant for that work. If these things are met from 
this amount, where is the amount for any water-supply scheme-— 
any new scheme, say, for sinking wells, to renovate old wells, or 
at least to put up some kind of slipshod arrangement to get water, 
say, even froma ditch ? Nota pie. Is it seriously being considered 
and contended by the Government that they are providing amounts 
in the Budget to meet the rural amenities? 

Then, Sir, under the item ‘‘Public Works’’, there is no amount 
provided—not a single pie. My hon, Friend, the Minister for 
Local Self Government, has solemnly moved for a grant of Rs, 23 lakhs 
and odd, requesting the House to sanction this amount to meet the 
rural development expenses of Travancore-Cochin. Is he serious ? 
There are other difficulties also. I seriously draw the attention of 
the Government to some other factors which arise out of this. Under 
the Panchayats Act we have passed and under the rules which the - 
Government have published, Rule 153—the limit of sanction for 
works is only Rs, 200 for Panchayats. For any higher amount 
than this Rs. 200, you have to go to Government. You have got 
550 Panchayats, and for any work which exceeds this amount, even 
Rs. 201, you have to go to Government. When the Government 
will sanction the scheme and when it will be received, and when 
it will be implemented, God knows. If I serve ina village panchayat 

I cannot expect any work being done—even the recommendation 
would not be sanctioned by Government—in “my life time! It 
will take such a long time to get things going. In the Travancore 

_ area, in the former days, we had power up to Rs. 10,000. For the 

execution of a work when the estimates were prepared, then under 
the rules prevalent here, they have to be examined by the Executive 

Engineer, before it is finalised. For the final measurement, if the 
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scheme exceeds Rs, 10,000, it had to be check-measured by the 
Executive Engineer, and then the payment was made. The: present 
provisions are inadequate and defective. What .we want is, work 
must be done. What I feel is, from the way in which rules are 
being made, from the way in which funds are being provided, I am 
forced against my will to come to the definite conclusion that our 
Government is not very keen—I do not say—honest—is not very 
keen in doing uplift and development work in the rural areas and giving 
the people adequate facilities. I hope, Sir, the Government will 
revise their Budget and I would request them to come with at least 
a supplementary grant for rural development as early as possible,

That is why 
I said that those types of transactions by the presence of these 
ingredients would predominantly partake of the nature of lease. 
They should be included within the purview of the Act and 
occupiers under such transactions. should be accorded protection 
under this Act. . 


Now, Sir, it has been laid down by the rulings of the various 
High Courts -right from 1925 onwards that itis not the name by 
which the document is called but the contents of it .and the 
terms that should govern in deciding whether a particular trans- 
action isalease or not. That is exactly what is contemplated 
here by the amendment proposed by the Select Committee. 

Now, Sir, what my learned friend would seem to want is 
that this direct interpretation should give way toa rather indirect 
and ingenuous interpretation which they would like to put upon. 
In fact, all transactions which partake of the nature of a lease, 
by the presence of the elements in the amending bill should be 
‘protected . . : 


Another amendment of which we have been given notice 
about which I may even now touch, is. amendment No. 6 in its 
modified form as suggested by the Minister for Legislation. Sir, 
the amendment as suggested by the Select Committee is direct 
and understandable; whereas here it is indirect and disingenuous. 
Rather than allowing us to say what isalease, here we are thrown 
into the necessity of showing what isnot a mortgage. This is 
certainly disingenuous and would involve the tenant in a great —

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deal of procedural tangles of litigation. The burden of proving 
whether a transaction evidences securing of a debt is thrown on the 
tenant himself. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: One question please. 
Does the hon. Member not know as a legal practitioner that 
even under this special legislation anybody who seeks to have 
the protection under that legislation, must prove the necessary 
ingredients? 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: That is so. The difference 
here is whereas according to the amendment of the Select Commi- 
ttee if those two ingredients are present, an engagement would 
be prima facie a lease. But under this amendment No. 6 I would. 
submit that the burden is thrown on the tenant to show that this is 
not amortgage, not that it isa lease but that it is not a mortgage. 
That is really an absurd proposition. 

We have been hearing from the hon. and learned Minister 
himself that he was going to bring forward some really pro- 
gressive land legislation which would give protection to the ryots 
at large. This we have been hearing right from the day he took 
charge atid every time we met itis being postponed to a further 
date with of course a renewed promise. Now, Sir, we are 
convinced by the storm, and tempest inside the party in power 
at such an innocuous and really harmless amendment as sugges- 
ted by the Select Committee, that nothing worth while is’ going 
to come. It does not leave any doubt in us that we need not 
expect any progressive land reform from this party so long as it is 
in power. Iwill ask the Law Minister a question. When things 
are so patent, why should he repeatedly trot out this promise of 
progressive land reform? Is it intended to deceive this House, - 

‘or is it intended to deceive the people of this land? If his hands 
are tied down. in initiating any progressive measure, let him say so | 
and get out of this Government. He will then be in good company. 

With these words, J oppose the amendment and. support 
the Bill as proposed by the Select Committee.

Mr. Speaker : If any hon. Member of this:House thinks 
that a seat in the Speaker’s gallery is more honourable than. his seat 
in the House, I cannot stand in his way: 
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Mr. Speaker: What about the amendment of the hon, 
Member ? . 


Shri. K. J. Thomas: I do not move it. 
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Mr, Speaker : We are not concerned with it now, The 
hon, Member will confine his remarks with regard to the amend- 
ment before the House. “ 
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Mr. Speaker: What has the hon. Member to say with 
regard to the amendment ? . 
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Mr. Speaker: Order, Order, We are going far away from 
the amendment. What have all these things to do with the amend- 
ment before the House ? 
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Shri P. Sadasivan Pillai: Does not the hon. Member 
think that the essential ingredients of Travancore tenures are 
periodical renewal and payment of renewal fees ? 
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Shri P. Sadasivan Pillai : Has it not been clearly laid 
down by law in Travancore by the Jenmi-kudiyan Act and by so many 
decisions of the High Court of Travancore ? 
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Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, 1 was a member of the Select 
Committee for this unfortunate Bill. If had known that this will 
be the fate of the Billi would not have accepted the membership. 
Sometimes it isan honour to be member of the Select Committee ' 
and sometimes it is possible to do some service ifon the Committee. 
Iam opposing this amendment. I suppose this amendment— 


Shri R, Kesava Pillai : Does the participation in the Select 
Committee depend upon the success of any Bill? 


Shri E, P.jVarghese : No, but I have justification for my 
feeling. When this Bill was introduced here none of us wanted 
or suggested that it should be referred to a Select Committee, It - 
-was an extension of the term for one more year and there was no 
need to refer the Bill to a Select Committee. The hon. Law Minister, 
with an apology suggested that the Bill be referred to a Select Com- 
mittee. Then it was suggested by me and the hon. Member for 
Trivandrum that the terms of reference to the Select Committee 
should be wide. It was agreed to by the hon. Minister. The hon. 
Member who has now moved this amendment did not raise any 
objection to it, nay the whole Congress Party and this House accepted 
the widening of the terms of reference. As the hon, Member: for 
‘Trichur mentioned, at the Select Committee stage there were many 
suggestions even regarding the inclusion of ‘Otties’. We considered 
for many days the various suggestions. At last we decided that 
this amendment should bring in its scope all transactions which have 
the nature of a leasehold, and should not include any transaction 
_ which creates a relationship of creditor and debtor. We wanted, 
as is contemplated in the preamble of the Bill that it should bring

in all holdings, or tenures, or all demises of land which create a 
relationship of land Jord and tenant. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair : Does the hon. Member know. 
that it applies only to Travancore and that it does not apply to 
Cochin? . 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Cochin people have been more 
progressive and we are reactionary. Cochin Act provides for many 
more things. Their Act is more progressive and more beneficial 
to the tenants. We have merged with Cochin and at the same time 
we have not advanced as the Cochin people have, in this matter. We — 
have not gone so far, All evictions as the hon. Law Minister stated 
yesterday should be brought under the scope of this Act. It is not 
achieved as the Act now stands. Hence the necessity of bringing 
in this amendment. There are a number of suits already filed in 
several courts in which it is contended that the transactions do not. 
come under the purview of the Act. So the Select Committee 
clarified the position by the amendment proposed. -We thought 
that all demise of land which created a relationship of land lord 
and’tenant should be brought under this category. We never wanted © 
. to include the mortgages or ‘Otties’, We have deliberately omitted 
that. Doubtful cases were never included. ‘Otti’ of a land is a 
-kind of anomalous mortgage. Many of the commentators’ have 
expressed that opinion, We did not want, that though our ‘Otties’ ~ 
have more of the nature of leaseholds to include this. controversial 
term also in the Bill, in spite of the fact that we included ‘Kanapattom 
which is also another kind of anomalous mortgage. I shall substan- 
tiate this. This is what is stated in Ghose on mortgages. Sir, 
Rash Behari Ghose, one. of the greatest jurists India has produced, 
says in his ‘“Tagore Law Lectures on Mortgages”? : 


The largest contribution to the class of anomalous securities is 
furnished by the various kinds of local mortgages possessing well- 
_known incidents. derived from custom. The most familiar instances 
are the ‘Otti’ and ‘Kanam’ of Malabar”? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Does the hon. Member 
-know that-the ‘Otti’. of Malabar is different from the ‘Otti’ of 
Travancore ? Ts , ; ; 

Shri E. P. Varghese: There may be differences, but they 
are not entirely different, nor all of them, Some are similar. As 
for that matter there are differences even between the ‘Otti’ 
deeds in this State. They vary from locality. to locality. The 
Rulings of Travancore High Court and of Madras High Court have 
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also held that many of the ‘Otties’ are anomalous mortgages and as 
such are akin to ‘Kanapattoms’ which are already within the definition 
of ‘holdings’ in the Act. ‘Therefore contentions are being raised 
in Courts that some of the transactions styled ‘Otties’ are of the 
nature of Kanapattom holdings. The Committee could have in- 
cluded also ‘Otties’ in the scope of the Bill as most of our Otties’ 
have many of the incidents of leases. By omitting ‘Otties’ from the 
ambit of the Bill the Committee has excluded. many transactions 
which should have come in.. But it was thought better to avoid a 
controversy although in doing so, some good was done to few while 
doing great wrong to many. Still as the term ‘Otti’ was objectiona- 
ble to some and considered to-be a-sore point it has been excluded. 
But nevertheless there will be the contention in the suits. 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Where do they arise, in the trial 
side or in the execution side ? 

Shri E. P. Varghese: They arise in the trial side. There 
will be prayer for eviction in the plaints. Therefore the contention 
is raised in the written statement that the plaint transaction is of 
the nature of a lease. Then the issue is raised on that and 
the trial side goes into the matter. Sir, let me continue the point 
I have been dealing. The Committee never contemplated any 
relationship as that of creditor and debtor to be included in this Bill. 
But at the same time we wanted that every transaction which 
partook of the nature of a lease or having any of the incidents of a 
lease where the relationship that is cxgated is that of landlord and 
tenant should not be excluded. That is why we included it. Still 
it is said that ‘‘otti?? comes within this definition. Amendment 6. 
was tabled and the hon. Law Member accepted it. But now, another 
amendment is moved negativing the whole thing. That mean 
there was no purpose in sending the Bill to the Select Committee. 
The House said it shall be considered by the Select Committee, 
but it seems as if the House did not contemplate or at least some of 
the Members did not, that when they made such a commitment, 
they would be liable to get such amendments. We have not gone 
beyond the purpose of the whole Bill, From the definition of 
holdings, it is seen that it is immovable property held under a single 
transaction in which leasehold right is created and: possession of the 
property is transferred from one person to another. .. a 

Shri R. Kesava Pillai : What about the “‘any other demise 
of immovable property by whatever name called,’’ and the subsequent 
clauses in the explanation ? . . 

Shri E. P. Varghese : We wanted to fill up the lacuna, 
There were certain documents styled other than leases and kana- 
‘pattom but having the incidents of a lease, and there is a lot of cons 


tention in Courts. The purport of the Bill was to bring in such 
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holdings also. But since the wording was ambiguous, we thought 
that we would make it clear, but we made it clear without touching 
that danger spot, “fotti.”? “As soon as “‘otti’’ is mentioned, there is a 
hue and cry. It is all a misapprehension. “Otti ’’ of our country 
partakes of the nature of an anomalous mortgage, of a lease more or’ 
less similar to kanapattom. If kanapattom can be included, otti 
could be included, but because there was a lot of, controversy and 
dissension on the matter, and also heartburhing on the question, 
and fear that it would benefit One community and do harm to another 
community, it was thought, “Jet us leave the word otti ‘carefully 
out of the question and let us not bring in anything which would have 
any incidents of on otti.’’ Otti is a sort of usufructuary mortgage, 
Usufructuary mortgages will not have any of those two incidents 
which we have mentioned in the Bill, that is, renewal on the expiry 
of any specified period or payment of customary dues. These are 
purely incidents: of leaseholds, or tenures partaking of the nature 
of a leasehold. We could safely include these and bring in those . 
tenures which stand ori the verge or stand ina doubtful position, but 
‘at the same time leave out ‘‘otti” which is a usufructuary mortgage. 
In many of the kanapattoms, we have got payment of michavaram, 
but still, it was contended by some that in certain ‘‘otties’”? which. 
partake of the nature of the usufructuary mortgage where creditor 
and debtor relationship comes in, there may be provision for payment 
of michavaram. So, we omitted that, though payment of michavaram 
generally—in 99 per cent’ of the cases-—-indicates a lease, a landlord 
and tenant relationship. Still, we excluded it. Now, when it 
has been so carefully worded, it is rather painful for me to note- that | 
even the Member for Chadayamangalam has thought that it is dangerous 
or that we have gone beyond the scope of the Bill arid that ‘the 
_ amendment of the Committee will include “‘otties’’, and many other 
similar transactions and that by amending this Bill in this way, we 
have been simply ruining the whole country. This Legislature cannot 

* enact a legislation, especiallly one which involves land and affects the 
land policy without affecting the interests of some beneficiary others 
adversely. OF course, if you want to do something, it has to affect .. 
somebody somehow. If you want to conduct a surgical operation 
you have to cut the tissues and shed blood. It cannot. be done 
without that, It is for doing a great good to the cultivators, tenants 
that we are enacting this measure. Of course it may cause some 
‘difficulty, but let us see:what harm it will do. - This is only a stay of 
execution of eviction not even affecting a substantial right but only _ - 
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a procedural one, where, by staying execution of decrees for eviction 
for one year or more on the pious wish or expression of the party 
in power, that they will bring a legislation. Ido not want to think 
that this Government will be able to do so. Other Members have 
also voiced their doubts. I do not want to question the honesty 
or bonafides of that statement of the Government. They must 
be honestly trying their best to bring ina land Bill but I have my 
doubts whether the Congress Party in’this House will survive the 
. reaction of passing such a Bill. They will be able to bring it, but 
« they will not be able to pass it, because this is an indication of all 
the troubles they will have to face in the matter. 


I am not going to express my views how far land policy should 

be progressive, but one thing: I find from the Planning Commission’s . 
report that as far as land policy is concerned, one feature should 
be that, ‘The general policy should be to enable the tenants to 
become owners.’ Jf this is to be implemented, there should be 
stay of execution for such evictions. Otherwise, they can defeat 
the purpose. When this legislation bestowing ownership on tenants 
is to be brought in, there will be no tenants in this land if there is 
no stay of execution of eviction till such a law is enacted. All will be 
evicted and properties will be in the hands of the owners. There 
will be no more tenants. That will be the result. It is after foreseeing 
that—it is to prevent such a contingency—that three or four years 
ago such an Act was passed. The party in power wanted that there 
should be some land legislation wherein at least the lessees or the 
cultivators should, to a certain extent, either be made permanent 
or they should be allowed the ownership of the land they. cultivated. 
-In order to prevent the mischief, after having announced their 
policy, they thought that there should be a stay. But we find that 
this Act has been amended several times. There have been con- 

troversies, and fears when the amendments were proposed. I - 
find that several amendments to this Bill have been still-born, and 
this too threatens to be in that group. I have with another amend- 
ment Bill which has not been the light of day, but has come only 
in the form of a gazette extraordinary, but has never been moved 
in this House. That too was aborted by some torpedo, under- 
. current, extraneous force. I know how it was done but I do not want 
to mention it. When we proposed these amendments to the present 
Bill, we did not extend the scope of the Bill, but it was only in 
clarification, it was only in furtherance of the purpose of the Bill 
that .we take this step. We are however taking only the: first 
step. If the party in power cannot stand that, how Jong and 
bow much are they going to stand in. the matter of land 
legislation 2. Even a moderate let alone a zadical, land policy 
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will be lost to us, if we accept the amendment now moved, 
We will ‘be exposing ourselves to severe criticism, and 
many of us-—mostly the Members of the -congress party—will 
be digg’ng the graves of their public life. That is what I have to 
say to the Party in power. I make an appeal to the hon. Members 
of the party in power,—because when they have decided to follow 
one course they will simply vote for it—-whether it be reacon.ble 
or not. I request the party that they should give up passion and 
sentiment and be guided by reason. Sir, lam reminded of a pessege 
in’ Gibbon’s autobiography—that great historian of the Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire. He says in his autobiography that 
he wanted to marry a particular lady whom he loved, But his father 
objected.” So, he says “‘I sighed like a lover but obeyed és a ton.” 
I can also see from the faces, the expressions end the speeches m.de 
by the hon. Members of the Congress Party that many of them cre 
in such a predicament as Gibbon. Their mind is somewhere else, 
they love the select Committee report but they are he'pless_to act 
accordingly. They are sighing like-lovers but obeying like perty- 
men. They like this amendment—many of them—but the party 
has decided otherwise. 1 would of course command their discipline, 
but at the same time not to act in such a way, not in a bad cause but 
in a good cause. So, I would appeal to the hon. Members to pass 
the Select Committee Report as it is. There is nothing dangerous. 
There is nothing underhand. I have placed all the facts, I have 
stated, and I think I have explained this, that nothing which is wi-hin 
the scope of any creditor and debtor relationship can be brought 
by eny stretch of imagination, by any stretch of argumen’, before 
a court of law as coming within the scope of the provisions of the 
Bill as reported by the Select Committee. Sir, 1 oppose this amend- 
ment, 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: 1 wish to say a few words. I wanted 


to know the attitude of the Law M nister in regard to ‘his amendment. 


But I .m disappointed. I thought he would express his views and- 
‘then give the other Members an opportunity to discuss the matter 
further. Sir, my party, from the very beg'nning, took the veiw 
that the question of the land legislation should be taken up as early 
as possible, all aspects of the matter should be adequately considered, 


and legislation should be enacted as satisfactorily as possible, But - 


the Government have been very, very léx in regard to that, It is 
no good the Treasury Benches telling us that plead guilty to the 
charge of irresponsibility and inaction, This is a very important

as they thought of stay’ng execution of decrees four years ago. 
, But they have not done it. I think their guilt is really 
intolerable. But at the same time, Sir, we should not 
lightly resor to all manner of temporary legislation like this. 
Iknow that if I say that we should at this stage be satisfied with 
prolonging the period of operation. of the already existing temporary. 
law, which has existed for full four years, and try to bring in legis- 
lation 2s soon as possible, I am likely to be misunderstood, But 
then, Sir, my party tooka definite stand in regard to this matter and 
we stand by that. That is to:ay, this kind of temporary legislation, 
without having adequate materials before us, is really dangerous. 
Simply because it is said that the proposal of the Select Committed 
is to help the tenants, one need not be daunted and agree to any 
thing that is p'aced here. T know, Sir, that and legislation in 
Travancore- Cochin is a very difficult matter. In fact, 1 was shocked 
to read the provisions of the Bill introduced by my Communist 
friend, Shri Achyutha Menon where he seeks to give fixity of 
tenure to non-guitivating middlemen lessees. No doubt that is the 
law in Cochin today. I-thought that Shri Menon’s Bil would — 
provide for something different. So I was really astonished to see 
that the old provisions are all there, whereby fixity of tenure is 
sought to be given to non- cultivating, intermediary, indolent, 
middlemen lessees. 


Shri C. Achyuta Menon : No, I want to make it clear. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I think it is so. A reading of the 
Bill will show that. I do not accuse Mr. Menon of anything. 
Legislation here is difficult in regard to land, I myself have been 
thinking of introducing a Bill, but then what is the use? Unless 
the Congress Party brings forward a bill, it will have practically 
-no chance of success at all, because a satisfactory bill will involve 
large commitments in regard to expenditure of money, investment 
of money and many other things. I suppose we should provide 
for compensation in some cases at Jeast. That means that a non- | 
official bill will have absolutely no chance. I am not accusing 
anybody at this stage. I am only grieved that this matter has been 
allowed to hang fire so Jong. I know that Shri Panampilli Govinda’ 
Menon has expressed himself to be anxious to deal with this matter 
as soon as possible, But that anxiety alone will not do. In the 
Select Committee there was a member from my party, 
Shri K. Balakrishna Menon. He clearly stated that he was against 
this kind of legislation, “I am against such temporary provisions 
like this and more so against theirperiods being extended indefinitely.” 
That is exactly the view that Itake. 
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Now, as I said, this is a very complicated matter and the position 
fs not clear. Even now many members who opposed the amendment, 
oppose it on different grounds. Mr. K. J. Thomas wants otties 
not to be redeemed. Mr. E. P. Varghese would say that there 
is no harm even in preventing otties being redeemed but the Select 
Committee’s recommendations do not go so far. How far they go 
is not clear really, Are otties alowed to be redeeined or not ? 
What is the position ? If we say that we make a provision here that 
in case a demise contains a provision for renewal, on the expiry . 
of any specified period it will cease to be an otti. Then it will 
become a transaction in the nature of a landlord-tenant relationship 
and it may not be allowed to be redeemed. But I know that in 
this country there are any number of otti documents providing 
or one renewal. Some documents say at the end of 12 years the 
land must be surrendered or a-renewal taken, That is not a tran- 
saction by a big jenmi. It is also not in respect of a jenmom land, 
Documents in respect of lands held by common people also. contain 
this provision. The Travancore courts have held that in such a 
case, only one renewal will be allowed. The property is redeemable. 
Now what is it that the Select Committee have to say in regard to _ 
that 2? When we talk of landlord and tenant, the normal idea that 
comes to the mind is a landlord like Aghora Manackal or some 
other big jenmi, or at any rate, a person owning hundreds of acres 
as jepmom and then leasing them or giving them on kanapattom. - 
The most unfortunate thing about this Bill is that it puts on the same 
footing lands held by these big jenmis and the lands held by ordinary 
holders, I-mean common people, very poor people. How can we 
prevent a poor landholder from this.? Let us ‘take a concrete 
instance. Suppose a person. in Trivandrum has a small holding, 
say one acre of land, a small house.. He is employed in the Govern- - 
ment service. Then he is transferred to. Thodupuzha. Then he © 
leases it to his next door neighbour. He calls his neighbour and 
says. ‘Well, Govindan, you take. this property on lease till I come « 
back. You may pay me Rs. 30 per year.’? That man,.after a: 
period of ten years or so returns. Now under the provisions: of » 
the Act, he cannot get it back. _ That is one difficulty, 

No doubt we must help cultivating tenants:- At the same .. 
time, however, we should also consider the conditions of people 
whom we intend: to-bring within this legislation. Now I feel that ~ 
these aspects of the matter have not been considered at all. 

Then again, we must remember, when we enact measures’ ”’ 
of this kind, when we are changing from one system to another, - 
it is a very important thing to consider whether the ‘persons who have 4 
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entered into transactions under the existing system should not be 
given some notice that if they do not change their behaviour within 
a reasonable time, say a year or six months, the whole system would 
undergo a change and their rights will be affected. I don’t mind 
taking action in respect of lands belonging to big jenmies like Aghora 
Manackal or Paliyam. But then we are also having the change-over 
affect the common people also, who have entered into transactions 
under the existing system, and who made their calculations that 
that system will continue. Should we not consider their question? 
I should not be misunderstood as being against the poor tenants. 
IT am prepared to go as full a length as anybody else in this House, 
perhaps more, because I am myself a poor man, and if at all I stand 
in need of being helped, this system would be the best. But that 
is so far as personal considerations go.’ That, however, is not the 
thing here. When we make radical changes, we must make them 
cautiously. Mention was made here that some 300 or s00 cases 
are pending in the Kanjirapally court. What is the nature of these 
cases ? If 300 persons say that they would suffer if a change is not 
made in the law, then another 300 persons would say now ‘‘You 
‘are making a radical change in the existing order of things. We 
are not big people ; our incomes are very small, may be Rs.300 
or 400 a year ; we would be hard put to it if such a drastic change 
were to be made now.’’ I am not pleading for one class or another. 
I only want equity to be done. I only want all the aspects of the 
matter to be fully considered before:-we embark upon a new legis- 
lation. Of course, | know there will be a ready answer to this ; 
that this is only a temporary measure. But even a temporary measure 
will affect everybody. If we could wait all these years, Sir, where 
‘is the hurry in regard to this proposal just now. If the proposal 
were to help really poor people in the position of tenants, we could 
have entertained it. But the proposal is to help big lessees from 
being redeemed. We must consider all aspects of the matter 
and make a legislation for this as soon as possible. But in the mean- 
time, there is no use accusing people who happen to take different 
views. If Shri Varghese and Shri K: J. Thomas have their ‘own | 
-reasons for their views, then we will also have our own views with 
full fustification. , : 


Shri E. P. Varghese : I never said anything on that matter, 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: So, Sir, let us consider this matter 
dispassionately. I know that when we talk of the poor man and the 
tenant and the cultivator, all sympathy would flow naturally to 
him. But let us also consider the other side of. the picture. 
Tam not at all concerned with some people who are said to have run 
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up to Trivandrum in order to influence the minister or ministers 
as the case may be. I know nothing of it.’ But I may say our stand 
was taken at the very start. We did not want any changes to be 
made, especially in such an important matter as this, We fully 
concede the importance of this issue from ‘the point of view of the 
tenant. At the same, however, let some consideration be given 
to the poor man who has leased or mortgaged the only piece of land 
he has. Leases are not at all affected by this. All that is covered 
’ by the existing legislation. Here some dreadful changes are sought 
to be brought in and we are not sure of the real incidence of the 
changes, In these circumstances, let us not take a leap in the 
dar. “Let the matter be settled. Let us extend the period by one 
year, but that should not mean that the law minister should sleep 
till March 1954 and then come up, plead guilty before us, and ask 
for another extension, Then some others will bring a bill and the 
Law Minister and the Ministry should have the good sense to support: 
it, But I have no such hopes. That is why my party took this 
stand from the very beginning. 


Again, nobody has told us what are the kinds of transactions 
that are sought to be incorporated. They say every transaction 
is covered by it which is of a landlord-tenant nature, which is not 
covered by the existing law. What are these ? I asked the Law 
Minister and he gave me some list. ; 

-Shri C. Achyutha Menon: Did Shri Balakrishna Menon 
xaise may objection to this ? mc ; 

- Shri A. Thanu Pillai: He has made a dissenting note in the 
Select Committee report, His minute is like this : ‘‘I am against 
such temporary provisions like this and more so against their periods ° 
being extended indefinitely, The maximum period that I. could 
agree to is six months within which time the Government could, 
if they are so inclined, introduce their land legislation.

Shri M. Gopalan Nair : | When I speak about the judiciary, 
the first thing that I wish to bring to the notice of the Government 
is the negligence of this Government: in implementing certain 
provisions of the Constitution contained in the. directive principles 
i.e., the separation of the judiciary from the executive. In a report 
that. was published immediately after the integration of the first 
year, they said that the separation of the judiciary from the executive 
is the accepted policy of Government and they said that so far as the 
Trichur District was.concerned, that has been implemented, but 

‘a so far as the other Districts are concerned, they are going to implement 
¢ it in the course of a few years. They have now published the report 
for the third year, and yet the separation of the judiciary from the 
executive has not been implemented. So far as Kottyam, Quilon 
and Trivandrum Districts are concerned, the Congress, Government 
is following a policy of discrimination. That: is the first charge | 
; that I would bring against this Government. Why this delay in 
_separating the judiciary from the éxecutive, I ask. The reasons 
“for that are not available. So far as I am concerned, that is one ofthe 
““ndamental ingrédients for’ the personal liberty of a citizen. The 
* “ndamental liberties of the citizen have to be protected and so long 
23s the judiciary is subordinate to the executive it is not possible 
to give in all matters the same treatment, the same fairness, the 
sate justice, that is expected from an independent judiciary. Separa- 
ption of the judiciary from the executive was one of the planks of 
_.agitation, one of the planks of propaganda of the Congress even before 
the attainment of independence, and we have: got it-in Art. 50 and 
the Directive Principles ; and in spite of that, this Government 
is even now not only negligent but also unwilling to implement 
that. Why? That is what I am asking. I have learned ‘from 
certain reports that in ‘regard to certain cases the Ministers have 
interfered with administration of justice, they have asked the court, 
to let the accused on bail, to transfer the cases from one court fo 
another, etc. There are such instances. Those, instances are fresh 
. in my memory. What I want to bring to the notice of this House 
is this. If the judiciary is not separated from the executive, Govern- 
ment interference with the administration of justicé is, possible,

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So,.1 say that Government have to implement that without delay, 
because this is one of the fundamental rights. We have after 150 
years secured a Constitution, which guarantees political liberty. 
Even that political liberty would be endangered if the judiciary’ 
is not separated from the executive and if an independent judiciary 
is not functioning in this State. This is the case especially in criminal 
cases, and I again emphasise this fact that the Government should 
not delay this matter any further. Any delay in this matter would 
be viewed with great concern. So far as my party is concerned, 
our policy regarding the administration of justice is that justice 
must be made cheaper and accessible to’ the poor and that the laws 
should be simplified. Of course, simplification of law is a problem. 
With our complicated Jand tenures, it is not possible to simplify 
laws—and make justice cheap. The policy is still only in the womb. 
Unless that policy is a fait accompli, there is no possibility of simpli- 
fying laws. Codification of laws and simplification of laws can be 
achieved only after this and justice can be made cheap and accessible 
to the poor only after this land policy has been settled for ever.. - 


“Another aspect of the matter is that in order to make this 
justice cheap and accessible to the poor the economic side of the 
people has to be attended to. We have attained only political 
liberty. Under the Constitution, though there are certain principles 
—the principle of equal distribution , equal opportunity for every 
citizen—these are not accomplished facts, and until these facts. are 
accomplished, justice will not be cheap, justice will not be accessible 
to all. Under this Constitution we make -certain provisions by 
which justice. can be made accessible to all people. In the last 
session we moved a Bill to have a Bench of the High Court at . 
Trivandrum and now that is before the Central Legislature, and I 
do not mean to discuss about that. But even there, I may bring 
to the notice of this House, the unfortunate fact that the wishes 
of the various Districts have not been taken into consideration 
and only the Trivandrum District is included therein. The wishes 
of the people’ of the various Districts so far as they are concerned, 
their conveniences ought to have been consulted before any Bill is 
introduced in the Central Legislature. My friend’ Mr. Warrier 
was saying that there are quite a number of lawyers who are un- 
employed. But I say people are still in the clutches of unqualified . 
lawyers and many people aré ruined on account of the advice which 
they seek from unqualified lawyers, There is still much scope 
for lawyers, 1 would advise these lawyers to go to thé countryside © 


a 
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and help the people and protect them from the ill advice of un- 
qualified lawyers. : a 

Sir, a Law College at Trivandrum is another inevitable necessity. 
Perhaps it may be argued that this is not within the purview.of this 
demand. But I would like to bring to the notice of this House 
that steps should be taken to implement that. Law education 
is already oné of the necessary ingredients of public life, and for a 
full and accomplished life, education on the fundamental principles 
of Jaw, on the fundamental principles of our Constitution, on the 
fundamental principles of Civil and Criminal Jurisprudence, some 
sort of education on these lines has to be imparted. . For that, 
separate institutions must exist. Unless that is made available 
we are not going to have cheap law.........+...0554- 


Mr. Speaker : Which is the provision in the Constitution 
where it is stated that the citizens must be given legal education ? 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: That is only my opinion. What 
the provision of the Constitution says is there should be equal 
opportunities, equal distribution of wealth ; and until that is made, 
it is not possible to make everybody equal in the eye of law. Every- 
body cannot go to the law courts. For example, a party wants 
to file a suit in the Supreme Court. He cannot directly approach 
the Supreme Court. He has to engage agents. The agents must 
draft the appeal memorandum. He must deposit the cost there. 
The minimum is Rs. 2,000. He has te deposit the cost there. 
Then only the Judges will consider the question whether the appeal 
must be heard or not. He has to engage counsels. The senior 
counsel must be paid Rs. 80 a day and juniors something less. That 
means that it will be possible only for a rich man. So far as the 
rich man is concerned, he can make the law an instrument for the 
oppression of the poor people. : That is why justice must be made 
cheap and accessible to all. It is the clear policy of our party that 
this system of justice should not goon, At least within the frame- 
work of this Constitution, it would be very desirable if these High 
Courts and District Courts were made circuiting courts, and that 
is the practice in Britain. Criminal sessions are conducted by 
circuiting courts throughout the country and cases are taken up 
and disposed of locally. Some provision has to be found by which 
this law is made easily accessible to poor people. There is another 
method by which this can be developed, i.e., the Panchayat system. ° 
There was a Bill last time. That Bill was still-born. Even now 
there is no chance of its being passed. It seems Government are 
unwilling to invest the Panchayats with great powers. The local 
people who have elected us to this august position who elected us 
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to this responsible position, should not be entrusted with the ad- 
ministration of justice of their locality. People. who know the 
ins-and-outs of every property, ins-and-outs of every person 
and transaction should be given powers to decide cases. The 
Government’s attitude has to be condemned. Local panchayats 
should be developed and they should be given powers to arbitrate 
in cases, I do not say arbitration can develop to a very large extent, 
but it will minimise litigation. That will make law accessible to 
the people. Imagine a man has to get Rs. 200 from another person 
and he does not pay it. Thén he has to file a suit. He has to file 
a list of witnesses, he has to attend the court, he has to travel all 
the way to the court and see that the witnesses are examined. Some- 
times he loses and sometimes he wins in the lower court. Even 
after the lower court has decided, sometimes he has to go to the 
appellate court to fight his opponent. That is the position. But 
by developing arbitration, all those troubles can be avoided, betause 
the local Panchayats consisting as they are of local people, will be 
able to know what is the true state of affairs in a dispute between 
two parties. They can have direct information and they will be able 
to arrive at a decision quickly, without resorting to the expensive 
procedure laid down in the Civil Procedure Code or the Criminal 
Procedure Code. _ .

Shri M. Gopalan Nair : Even in criminal cases I read recently 
in a journal that somewhere near Sholapur there was a dispute in 
a market. The person who was selling the vegetables was a women 
and the person who purchased the vegetables was a man. ‘There 
was some dispute between the buyer and the seller, the seller dealt - 
a blow to the buyer, anda complaint was made before a criminal 
court. The court was 60 miles away from the place. They bad to * 


’ 
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attend the court 25 or 30 times, a vakil had to be engaged, witnesses 
had to be examined, etc. [t was reported in the newspapers that 
certain people of the locality intervened in the affair and the whole 
matter was settled by asking the accused to pay Rs. 59 or Rs. 60 
to the complainant. In such a manner criminal cases also can be 
settled. It is not the function of the arbitrators to give legal decisions 
but to settle disputes, So, it would be better if such a policy was 
adopted by this Government. Instead of doing that, Government 
want to develop the High Court, the District Courts and Munsiffs' 
Courts, but they do not want to develop the system of investing 
the Panchayats with civil powers, and thereby try to make justice 
cheap and accessible to the poor people, 


(Hr. Deputy Speaker in the. Chair) 


Another matter I wish to bring to the notice of the House iS 
3 P.M. that corruption is rampant especially among the minis~ 
terial staff of the judiciary. They are not to be blamed 
for that. If these under paid people are corrupt, 
they are to be sympathised with. It is not their fault, It is the 
fault of the Government. No Government will be able to put a 
stop to their corruption unless living wages are paid to thm, I 
remember a statement ofan N.G,O. that either their pay should be 
increased or they should be allowed to receive bribes. There is 
the story of a jenmi who when he appointed his manager said that 
though the salary he gave was only very trivial he would get a ‘lot 
of money from the tenants and thus become a rich man in course 
of time. That was in bygone days. Corruption must be rooted 
out. That is what I have to bring to the notice of the House. , 


Another thing I have to bring to the notice of the House in this 
connection is about the staff of the High Court who are labouring 
under very difficult conditions at Ermakulam. When the High. Court 
was shifted from Trivandrum the whole staff was transferred. There 
is no living condition at Ernakulam. Their condition is worse 
than that of cattle. They are living in sheds which are not habitated 
by human beings. They are living in the office itself because they 
cannot afford other quarters. City allowance is not given to these 
peole, They are always-complaining and trying for transfer to the 
mofussil. But that is mmpossible. | 

In this connection I wish to point out that so far as the Mynsiffs 
are concerned their pay has been increased. , But _ still they are 
murmuring. They are the most heavily ‘ worked people in the 
Department.’ Caesar’s wife must be above suspicion. S-milarly 
their pay must be made adequate so that there may not,be room for 
any complaint or any necessity to become corrupt, 
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I wish to bring another matter to the notice of the House.. 
So far as the batta to be paid to witnesses in criminal cases, especially 
criminal cases in which Government are the complainants is concerned, 
there is a lot of complaints. Some notice is issued. The police 
constable goes to the village and the notice is served on: certain 
people. They come to the court and wait there from morning 
till evening. They are not provided with food. In the evening 
they go their own way. Sometimes on account of the absence of 
the Prosecutor and sometimes on account of the absence of the 
Magistrates who happened to be Tahsildar the ‘case is not taken, 
The poor witness will have to wait all the time in the court, Some 
provision must be made for the payment of batta. Something 
must be provided for at least noon meal. But nothing is paid, 
That is my information. These things must go, 


\ 


Another thing I have to mention is about buildings. So far 
as the courts of the Judicial Department are concerned, many are 
situated in rented houses. They have no accommodation or proper 
ventilation, There is no electric lighting. In Neyyattinkara there 
are two courts functioning in two houses.. There is great conjestion 
There is no arrangement for lighting or enough space. Still, all 
the clients, the Munsiff and the vakils are having their court conducted 
in this house, Something must be done to mend these things. 
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Shri Nedumangad. R. Kesavan Nair: Sir, I support the 
motion. After having heard my hon. ‘Friend, the Member for 
Chadayamangalam, I thought I should also rise to make a few obser- 
yations in this House. We have now to reéonsider a proposed 
Bil] that is now sought to be introduced in the Centre wherein 
it has been provided that a Division of the High Court is to be con 
stituted in Trivandrum with territorial jurisdiction only in the 
Trivandrum District. That, Sir, is definitely against the assurance 
given by the hon- Chief Minister. : 

Shri A. J. John: May | know what-is the assurance given 
ly the hon, Chief Minister? _ 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Sir, this is the assurance + 
jam reading from the Proceedings of the Travancore-Cochin Legis. 
tative Assembly, Vol. VI, page 527.: 

**Government however have noted the strong feeling amongst 
the people of the southern parts of the State to have at least 
a Division Bench and Single Bench of the High Court in 
Trivandrum,’”? ; a 
Shri A. J. John: The Bill also says ; - 

“Provided that such Judges of the High Court, not exceeding 
three in number, as may from time to time be nominated by - 
the Chief Justice, shall sit at’ Trivandrum, in respect of cases 

arising in the district of Trivandrum, the jurisdiction and. powers 
conferred by this Act on a single Judge or a Division Bench 
of two Judges, as the Chief Justice may determine.”’ 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: If a provision is’ 
made for a single Judge in single Bench also, then that assurance 
has been fulfilled. The matter is settled there.. But from what.1 
heard from the hon. Member for Chadayamangalam I thought that 
provision was made only for a Division Bench. ‘ . 


Then, Sir, there is another thing. The jurisdiction of this - 
single Bench has been provided as the District’ of Trivandrum only. 
As represented by the hon. Member for Chadayamangalam, I am 

- also of the opinion that the District of Quilon should also be in- 
cluded in the Trivandrum Bench. We have been noting many - 
discussions that have taken place in this House when that Bill was 
under consideration. - It was on the rst April 1952 that Shri Nataraja 
Pillai’s Bill was introduced in this House: There were so many 
objections, obstructive tactics, solemn assurances ahd promises , 
to the effect that a Bill for the same purpose would be passed by 
the Centre. Then a definite understanding or rather an assurance 
was givén as to the territorial jurisdiction, That was more ‘or lesy - 
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understood in the statement made by the Chief Justice. But nobody 
anticipated that Trivandrum alone was to be included and Quilon 
and Mavelikkara are to be left out. 


Shri O. C. Ninan: May I know whether the territorial 
jurisdiction has to be fixed by this Government, or by the Chief ’ 
Justice, or in the Bill that is to be passed by the Central Assembly ? 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Certainly in the 
_ Bill that is to be passed. ‘ 


Shri O. C. Ninan : Who fixes the extent of the jurisdiction ? 
Is it by the Minister 7 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: -Certainly, it is by 
the Centre. We have to tell’ the Central Government the desire 
of this House regarding the jurisdiction. They do not know where 
Mavelikkara, Quilon or Trivandrum is. It is for us to say that if a 
Division Bench is situated at Trivandrum possibly it would be more 
convenient for Quilon and Mavelikkara to come under its jurisdiction. 
I don’t want to go at present into further details regarding that matter. 
I do not know why some M, P.s from Travancore and Cochin are op- 
posing this proposal. Whatever it is, we are concerned here only with 
the opinion that is expressed by this House. At least the majority 
of the Members of this House stated that it is desirable to havea 
Division Bench at Trivandrum. But they have not gone into the 
details of the question. The Centre having decided the question, — 
the next thing we have to consider is to see how -best to utilise 
this to the convenience of all concerned. And, we have made a 
representation to the Centre that certain districts which happen 
to be situated near Trivandrum should be included within the 
territorial jurisdiction of the proposed Trivandrum Bench. If 
by accident or deliberate intention, matters are not properly placed 
before the Centre, it is the duty of this House to inform the Centre ~ 
that as a matter of convenience, at least two territorial divisions 
also are to be included in the proposed Division Bench at Trivandrum 
viz., Quilon and Mayelikkara, , 

Now, Sir, before closing I should like to make one more 
observation on the representation made by the hon.. Member for — 
Chadayamangalam. I am entirely at one with him when he sa 
that the system of trial: by assessors here should be com letely 
abolished. The assessors deal “only with facts. They give then 
verdict only on facts. Most of them are persons who have absolutely 
no knowledge of law and incapable of understanding English. It j 
virtually an ordeal for them to remain at work for six or seven da . 
and that too for being put a single question. Sir, a certain kno : 
ledge of law is absolutely necessary for an assessor. - Suppose 
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there is a case of murder. The accused admits the act but pleads 
extenuation of the offence. Here, the act was admitted: but not 
the offence. The assessor who may be an up-country ‘man has to 
make an invidious distinction between the admission of the act and 
the offence. When such intricate questions of law come in, 
the assessors are found to be incapable of dealing with such cases, 
But, Sir, we have to call in line with the rest of India in this respect 
also. A conctete remedy would be to ask the. Collectors and 
Tahsildars in the respective taluks to see that a person who is capable 
of understanding things may be chosen as an assessor, 

Shri O. C. Ninan : What is the method now adopted in the 
selection of assessors ? ; 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair : Any man who pays 
a certain amount of tax is appointed as an ,assessor. 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader : Sir, I support the motion moved 
by Mr. Warrier. In supporting the motion, I would like to point 
out the inordinate delays caused in the trial of cases, and it would 
be wrong to throw the entire blame on the Criminal Procedure 
Code or the Civil Procedure Code.These codes are no doubt, 
involved, complex and cumbersome.- In the courts in the Cochin 
area before the integration and in the Madras State where the same 
codes of procedure are followed, the cases used to be vety ex- 
-peditiously disposed of. if only we adopt some of the wholesome 
practices obtaining in courts in Madras State which. in no way 
militate against the provisions of the Civil Procedure Code, much 
of the avoidable delay can be prevented. For instance, the. plaintiff 
may be asked to write the process forms and submit them to court 
with the plaint. So, then much of the delay in courts in this respect 
can be done away with. So also in the case-of summoning witnesses. 
The parties could be given the processes to be served on their 
witnesses, That is the practice in other States, Madras for instance. , 
This has been a very salutary practice there to get rid of the delay in 
serving processes to the witnesses. . 


Shri A.A.D. Luiz :May I ask, why this delay ? . 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: I am sorry the hon. Member 
is so very ignorant about all these things, . . 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Ona point. of order! 
Is it parliamentary to say that the hon. Member is ignorant ? 

Mr. Deputy Speaker : It can be put in more polite terms. 

Shri. M. M. Abdul Khader : - Another thing is about the 
delay in the trial in Civil Courts. This can be very easily avoided 
by having continuous day to day trial, «It is the practice obtaining 
jo the Madras State, ; . ; .

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Shri A.A.D, Luiz : Is there any difficulty at present ? 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader : That also shows the ignorance 
of the hon. Member. I will explain that. At present the court 
examines one witness and adjourns the case for a distant date. The 
second witness is examined after a month or moré and so on and on. 


Shri O. C. Ninan : Is there any procedure at present ? 


Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: The correct procedure is 
not now being acted upon by the Courts, If the correct procedure 
has been followed and day to day trial adopted once the case comes 
on for evidence even more important cases could be disposed of 
within a week or two. 

Another point which I wish to bring to the notice of the hon. 
Minister is that law books are not being supplied to the various courts 
in the State. Copies of recent editions of text books are not supplied 
to the District Courts and to the offices of the Government Pleaders. 
There is much difficulty in getting copies of depositions and copies 
of judgments. There is much delay and expense. I know of several 
such instances in the Sessions Court at Parur where in order to get 
a-certified copy of a judgment, one has to spend not less than sixty 
or seventyfive rupees if one wants to get it in a day or two for urgent 
bail application to be made in the High Court. This is because 
of the dearth in the number of copyists. The same old complement 
of copyists are now to serve the District as well as the additional 
court, ' . 

Then again Sir, as regards the Criminal Courts. The Adminis- 
tration Reports, no doubt, show that there is delay of 56 days or.so. 
This will include uncontested cases also which would form the 
overwhelming majority. The delay is particularly inordinate in 
prosecution cases. The Inspector of Police who might have investi- 
gated the cases would have, in the meanwhile, been transferred 
to some other place. He would not bother to attend to give evidence 
and the cases go on adjourned time after time while the accused 
would be languishing in lockups. This is a matter which ought to be 
considered very seriously. . 


Another practice obtaining in the Magistrate Courts, especially 
in regard to prosecution cases is this. In non-bailable cases wherein 
bail is usually granted, if the prosecution wants to vindictively harass 
the accused by remanding the accused to custody, the Police very 
cleverly manages by asking the Public. Prosecutor to take leave, 
He will not be there for a rumber of days with the result that tle 
accused are deliberately being put into tremendous hardship. This is 
a highly reprehensible practice that should be checked. 


* 
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Sir, Perjury and false witnesses are on the increase in the State, 
This is because even in most blatant cases no action is being takeq 
by the Courts. It would be possible to avoid the delay caused by 
false oral evidence if prosecution is launched against some of the 
criminal perjurers. ; 

My friends expressed their opinion as regards the High Court, 
I for one put that the Government should not have allowed itself 
to be cowed down by some politicians in agreeing to the bifurcation 
of the High Court. But once it has been decided upon let it be 
done to the convenience of the people and let. convenience be the 
criterion, People who come under the territorial jurisdiction of 
District Courts of Mavelikkara and Quilon can more conveniently 
come to Trivandrum. The jurisdiction of these Courts may be made 
over to the Bench sitting at Trivandrum, 


So also is the matter of assessor trials. Assessors are chosen 
in such a.manner that they seem to be under the impression that 
they are thére only to say ‘‘Yes’’ to the prosecution, Even in most 
plain cases, in which from the’ evidence it is so patent that: prosecution 
cannot be sustained, every one of these assessors when questioned 
declare the accused guilty; What is the use of assessors of this kind?. 


As regards the separation of jadiciary, it must be taken up ay: 


soon as possible. Even from primitive days the very fundamental. . 
of justice has been considered to be impartiality. The Home Minister - 


may say that impartiality is a psychological condition. But before 


the psychological condition itself comes into play there should ° 


prevail certain institutional conditions. which could be brought 
about only by the separation of the. judiciary from the executive 
so that all our magistracy and all our Judges would feel that they 
are subject only to the legal doctrines and the legislative enactments 
and dispense justice without fear or favour of the bureaucratic 
executive. ;

The Travancore-Cochin Trade Unions of Municipal Workers presented a 
memorandum to the Government containing certain demands for the improvement 
of the conditions of service of the employees under the Municipalities in the State. 
A Tripartite Conference of representatives of the Municipal Councils, Workers 
and the Government was held on 16-4-1951 to consider the demands. The 
grievances of the Municipal Workers were classified into three categories viz., 


(1) Wages and allowances * 
(2) Leave facilities 
(3) Welfare amenities. 

(1) Wages and allowances. 

Government have already issued orders in official memorandum LS3-230| stl 
EHLSG. dated 16th July 1951 that those Municipal Councils which are agreeable, 
are free to raise the minimum wage to Rs. 20-+20 per mensem in the case of 
scavengers as recommended by the Conference. 

Regarding the fixing of the minimum basic pay for all Municipal Workers, 
orders'have been issued for the constitution of a Wage Board under. Section 5 (1) 
(a) of the Minimum Wages Act XI of 1948.. The members of the Wage Board 
will be the same as those who represented the parties in the Sub-Committee 
constituted by the Tripartite Conference to consider questions ‘relating to leave 
and welfare amenities. They are:— - 

(1) Sri. P. K. Padmanabhan, President, Alleppey Municipal Workers Union- 

(2) Sri. K, Ramakrishna Pillai, President, City Corporation Workers Union. 

(3) The Chairman, Municipal Council, Quilon. 

(4) The Commissioner, Corporation of Trivandrum. ; 

(sg) The Bxamitier of Local Fund Accounts, (Chairman of the Board) 

(6) The Labour Commissioner. _ . . 


The Board will submit their recommendations to Government before 31st 
‘March 1952. 

The recommendations of the Sub-Committee regarding leave facilities and 
Welfare amenities are as follows:— 


Leave. (2) Leave on full pay and allowances should be granted for 15 days 
inayear, This leave privilege will lapse by the end of the year, 
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_Gi) Leave on half pay and allowances should be granted for a period not 
exceeding one month, subject to the production of a certificate granted by the 
medical attendant of the employee. Thé above leave will be granted for one 
month for a completed active service of eleven months. In the case of employees 
with less than 11 months service, proportionate leave should be granted. The 
sick leave will lapse at the close of the year. 

(iii) “Women employees shall be granted maternity leave on full pay and 
allowances for a period not exceeding two months in respect of each confinement. 

(iv) Any leave privilege now existing in the municipalities in excess of 
what is specified above should continue. . 

Government have accepted the above recommendations subject to the general 
principle enunciated in Article 137 (a) Travancore Service Regulations, that 
leave of absence cannot be claimed as of right and the authorities concerned have 
power to refuse or revoke leave of absence at any time according to the exigencies 
of service. : 

Welfare amenities. (t) " Provident Fund. The Sub.Committee recommended, 
that instructions may be given to the Municipalities to give effect to the Provident 
Fund Scheme in respect of the contingent employees also. 

(2) Gratuity, The Sub-Committee recommended that the contingent 
employees in the municipalities who have put in a minimum of three ” years’ 
continuous service should be paid gratuity equal to one month’s pay for each 
completed year of service subject to a maximum of 12 months’ pay. Gratuity 
should be paid only on retirement, death or retrenchment. In the case of persons 
dying while in service, the benefit of the gratuity will be extended to the members 
of the family of the employee as defined in Appendix XII of the T. S. R. 


Government have accepted the above recommendations regarding Provident 
Fund and Gratuity. - 

4. Housing, The Conimittee has recommended that Government may 
instruct the Municipal Councils to ear-mark a reasonable percentage of not less 
than ten per cent of their allotments for public works for construction of quarters 
for municipal contingent employees. Besides the funds available by setting 
apart sums from the Municipal budget as recommended above, funds from the 
Government Industrial Housing Scheme also be made available to the munici- 
palities and the Trivandrum Corporation so as to complete the housing programme 
within a time-limit of 5 years. Government have accepted the above recome . 
mendation with the modification that the share of the allotment for Public Works 
in the budget of the Municipal Councils to be set apart for this purpose is fixed 
as not, exceeding to per cent. . 

Uniform for Workers. The Committee has recommended that a uniform 
consisting of two half shirts and two sets of shorts should be supplied annually 
to the workers in the night-soil depots, night-soil lorries and Mosquito control 
work. One set of shorts and a half shirt should be provided annually to’ all 
scavengers and cart-men in the major municipalities and the Trivandrum City 
Corporation. The women employees of the above category should be given suita- 
ble alternate dress. Government have approved the above proposals. 

Implements for work. The Committee has recommended that the workers 
should be provided with implements for work, The scavengers should be 
supplied with buckets and mammatties and sweepers with brooms. The number 
and nature of thé implements to be supplied will be decided by each municipality 
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Government have appraved the above recommendations, 


Washing facilities. The Committee has recommended that the scavengers 
and workers working in the night-soil depots and night-soil lorries and cart-men 
should be supplied with half a bottle of lotion and four ounces of washing soap 
per month. The workers engaged in the mosquito control work should be given 
4.078, of cocoanut oil and 4 ozs. of washing soap per month. 


Government have approved the recommendation. 


Medical Aid and Educational concessions, Government accept the recom- 
mendation of the Committee that the Municipalities should pay adequate attention 
for giving medical aid to the municipal employees and that the municipalities 
as far as their fmances permit, should extend all support to such endeavours — 
initiated by Trade Unions and other Organisations, for the promotion of cultural 
and educational standards of municipal employees. 


Government trust that the Municipal Councils will be able to implement 
the above proposals which will go a long way to redress the grievances of the 
municipal workers and to create a contented and efficient municipal service in 
the State. They, however wish to make it. clear that any additional expenditure 
which may have to be incurred for implementing the above recommendations 
will be bore by the Municipalities themselves and that Government will not 


bear any fimancial responsibility on this account.

Mr. Speaker: I do not find any such item. 
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Mr. Speaker: Irrigation under Capital Revenue and irriga- 
tion under charged revenue were discussed here under the demand . 
for irrigation. 
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Shri L. M. Pylee: Sir, I have tabled several cut motions 
relating to the Municipal town of Mattancherry. I wish to speak 
chiefly on one of them namely Motion No. 58, i. e. ‘“to press upon 
the Government the urgent necessity to relieve immediately the 
distress caused by the acute scarcity of Alwaye water in the Municipal 
. town of Mattancherry by immediately repairing the filter beds at 
Chowara Water Works and by installing booster pumps at Perumanoor 

pumping station and by laying a 12 inches main pipe line over the 
bridges linking Mattancherry with Ernakulam.” 


Sir, it is well-known that Mattancherry is commercially the 
most important town in our State. It is also the most thickly 
populated town in the State. Yet, it is here that the scarcity of 
fresh water is most acute. Possibly there are other places. in our 
State, where also. there is acute scarcity. But, I think, Sir, that - 
there is no other place in the State where the scarcity is so great. 
and the distress so acute.as in Mattancherry. The inhabitants are 
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confronted with a serious situation. At this very moment when 
] am speaking here, there are hundreds and hundreds of women. 
waiting with their vessels at the various water-taps in that place. , 


This acute need for fresh drinking water has been going on 
for several years now. The reason is this, namely, that the water- 
works machinery at Chowara was installed several decades ago to 
supply Alwaye water to the population of the town of Ernakulam 
of. those days.’ Since then the supply has been expanded. Water 
is now supplied to Willingdon Island, to Mattancherry, to Fort 
Cochin, which is outside our State, to littoral tracts like Chellanom, 
southern portions of Vypeen Island, etc. The present installation 
at Chowara is quite inadequate for the purpose. Unless this is 
suitably expanded and pipes of larger capacity are laid, the problem, 
Sir, cannot be solved. , 


In this matter,. therefore, firstly measures for immediate relief 
of the distress have to be adopted and secondly permanent arrange- 
ments will have to be ‘made to ensure a sufficient supply. If, monetary’ 
resources are lacking, the proper course would be to move the 
Central Government for a substantial contribution, in as much as . 
a large part of the supply is being utilised for the needs of the naval 

_ base and other establishments in Willingdon Island. 


I may mention, Sir, the precarious situation in which the people 
of Mattancherry now live. At present the water ‘is conveyed to ‘that 
_town by means of a submerged pipe-line. It was laid a long time 
ago. Nobody knows in what condition that sub-merged pipe-line 
is now. The water works engineers are afraid to examine it, lest 
any investigation should cause a leakage of the pipe and lead to 
absolute :break-down of the supply. in Mattancherry.. The right 
course, therefore, would be to lay a suitable pipe along the two 
bridges in, Willingdon Island, connecting Ernakulam with Mattan- 
cherry. ; 

' Sir, there are two large hospitals in Mattancherry, one a Women’s 
Hospital and the other a General Hospital. Last.year, during this 
time, ‘there was ho ‘water even to wash the patients after operations, 
after delivery cases etc. This reveals the extent of the scarcity. 
Government must, therefore, take, urgent steps to remedy. the 
Situation, 


There are also certain other matters which I wish to bring to’ 
the notice of the Government. Some years ago, Sir, the erstwhile 
Cochin Government launched a scheme for the improvement of 
Mattancherry town. ‘The- slums wete to be cleated, new roads 
and canals were to be opened and vatious other amenities were ts - 
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be provided. The scheme was. even started to be implemented, 
But with the integration of Cochin with Travancore, the scheme 
was dropped, and nothing further has been done. Mattancherry 
is an eye-sore in the State. The conditions there are such that 
this town, through which so much of international trade flows, is 
a veritable disgrace to the State. It is a part of the port, commercially 
the. most important part. Hence I would request the Government 
to revive and execute the old scheme. If funds are lacking, a loan 
may be floated for the purpose. It will not be difficult to float such 
a loan in Mattancherry. Or, a Town Improvement Trust may be 
formed. By these means, Sir, Mattancherry can be considerably 
improved. | oo 

With regard to the roads in the town, something has recently 
been done by the Government. But there is still more to be done, 
and I hope that Government will give their attention to this matter 
also. . . 

Sir, I would press, therefore, these various needs on the attention 
of the Government, particularly the need for immediate as well as 
for permanent measures for the relief of fresh-water scarcity. Sir, 
I conclude. 7 " 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I would heartily support the 
motion moved by the hon. Member for Mattancherry. I think he 
was very right when he said that this Government are unpardonably 
ignoring the needs of cities. Sir, if a.town like Mattancherry is 
not supplied with water, the acute distress of that town can be 
imagined, There must be a change in the attitude of the Govern 
ment when they allocate funds for the necessities of the towns and 
yural areas, For the development of a country, rural development 
is very necessary to a certain extent. But if you neglect the town 
you neglect the whole country, My. first complaint is that the Civil 
Works Department neglects this aspect of the matter. I am prompt- 
ed to make that remark because of the neglect of the drainage works 
in this City, For 1950-51 we had an allotment of Rs. 4.77 lakhs. 
The head of account continues in the Budget; but there is absolutely 
no amount provided for 52-53. It does not find a place in the 
estimate for 53-54. Sir, it is a fact that this Government invested. 
a few lakhs of rupees on drainage in the Trivandrum City. A few 
lakhs of drainage pipes were placed in certain parts of the City. They 
were fast completed. If I am correctly aware of the fact, work 
in a part of the city has been completed. Division A has been completed 
B and C- divisions are only partially completed. We have a Drainage 
Division in the Budget and establishment charges are being provided.. 
But there is no amount provided in the Budget for works, If the 
scheme is not completed, it is a complete waste. We, have already © 
spent some lakhs of rupees and we are meeting the establishment. 
charges also. Provision of further funds is very necessary to complete 
the scheme. Neglecting the actual needs of the city is very un- 

pardonable. | 

7 Then Sir, there was an idea of improving the city of Trivandrum. 
-In the light of the remarks made by my hon. Friend from Mattan- 
cherry I need not say anything about the necessity of providing funds 
for the public works in the City. Accounts for rgs0-51 show that . 
there was more than a lakh of rupees provided for implementing 
works in the city. For. 1951-52 the allotted amount is Rs. 50,000. 

_ It is gradually decreasing and in the next year it came to Rs. 24,000. ~ 
Perhaps for 1954-55 it will end in nil. If this is the way of providing 
funds for Civil Works it is dangerous. Is it proper on the part of 
Government ? Or are’ the authorities coming to the concluson 
that there is no necessity to improve the cities? If the countryis 
to be developed the cities should be first improved. The amount 
thus provided is for the whole country, = .

Sir, the best of the next generation have to come to the city to 
complete their education. When they come they should not live 
under insanitary conditions, If they contact diseases they become 
unfit to serve the country. It is the responsibility of our Goverm- 
ment to arrange for the welfare of the coming generation. Govern. 
ment must provide them with the best possible educational residential 
conveniences. Major part of our population is compelled to come 
to city. At the same time the Government are unwilling to provide - 
the necessary facilities in the towns and cities. Life in the city is 
becoming dangerous. 


Sir, industrialisation also depends upon the sanitary conditions 
of a-place to’a certain extent. Take the case of coir. From where 
do the raw materials come? How are they taken to various places? 
1 would request ‘any hon. Member of this House to visit the canal 
at Chakai or Vallakadavu. “Then only one will be convinced about 
the condition in which the canal and the surrounding - places are 

kept. Great difficulty is being experienced by the people. The 
road itself is neglected. The canals need much care and attention, 
These canals are the arteries of water transport in the State. By_ 
roads in the city are also neglected and almost all of them have to 
be improved. . 

Very often there is the complaint that there is no adequate 
‘residential facility in the city. Unfortunately our University has 
not undertaken to provide residential facilities for all the students 
who undergo training in the colleges: 90 per cent of the students 
depend on private dwelling houses during their college course. 
Accommodation is almost unfit in several cases. If the students 
‘are to complete their courses within their means we. must be able 
to see that they get accommodation at reasonable rates. It is im- 
possible to get accommodation ‘at reasonable rates. The lanes are 
“yery narrow. They have not been improved for the last s0 years, 
They have been neglected. What is Government: doing? Is it not 
‘the duty of Government to improve them? 


At the same time we hear complaints from the Corporation 
that Government grants are not at all sufficient. Certain roads 
have been handed over to them for maintenance. They are entrusted 
with the maintenance of certain drains and roads. They say that 
it is not possible for them to maintain them at the rate of allowance 
which they are given at present. For the past three years Govern- 
nient have not. made any grant to the Corporation. How can they 
maintain the roads and drains? It is very callous on the part of 
Government. The necessities of the cities are unnecessarily 


wee 
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neglected. The primary duty of a State is to look after the necessities 
of its cities. It is suicidal to neglect the water works and drainage 
‘of the city. It is one of the most important functions of the State. 
There is great complaint. that in several places in our State that 
there is no pure water to drink. Several places are suffering a lot on 
account of this water scarcity. I think Government will be very 
‘earnest: in making useful arrangements so that Cape Comorin will 
no more suffer from the lack of drinking water. 
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Mr. Speaker : One Member has put a question. The 
_ Minister must be given an opportunity to.answer that. If Member 
after Member accumulates questions, who is to janswer ? The 
Minister will proceed. ’

to our people. For the first time during the last several years ‘food’ 
ceased to be a.matter of complaint among the people.” 
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Mr. Speaker : Where please? 
Shri T. K. Krishnan : In my constituency. | 
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‘The restoration of a free market would tend to _ bring 
down black market prices but it is by no means certain 
that the consumers of foodgrains in this free market 
will, on the whole, spend less on foodgrains than 
before. Moreover, if past experience is any guide, 
it is clear that where the controls are efficiently mana- 
ged, the prices in the rationed and non-rationed areas 
fairly close. On the other hand, in the cage of States 
which gave up procurement and rationing in . favour of 
free movement and distribution through trade channels 
prices rose to levels higher than in deficit States where 
the control system was comparatively more efficient. 
Any step in the direction of decontrol is under 
present conditions certain to raise prices and is likely 
to jeopardise the entire system of food control which 
has been built up in the country ‘with considerable 
effort.. The consequences of complete decontrol, 


it is hardly necessary to say , Would be even more . 


dangerous. 


Apart ‘from the high prices of foodgrains which could be 
imported from abroad, there are other difficulties 
in view of which it is desirable to depend on imported 
foodgrains only to the minimuin extent necessary. 

_ Under a system of partial or complete decontrol,. 
- if expectations of increased availability that it raises 
are falsified and prices ‘rise, no stocks would -be left 
with Government to pour into the areas of high 
‘ prices and shortages. Since internal procurement 
_ would already have been given up or greatly reduced, 
this would make the economy highly unstable and 
vulnerable. It is, therefore, necessary to continue 
internal: procurement until thé marketable surplus 


increases sufficiently either through increased | 


production or through assured availability of imports.” ; 
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Shri M. Gopalan Nair: The first thing that I want to bring 

to the notice of the House so far as’ the food problem is 

4p. m. concerned is that Government have not made a realistic 

approach to this question. In the Budget Speech the hon. 

Finance Minister has said that food has ceased to be a problem. 
I challenge that statement. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Where is it stated? 


-Shri M. Gopalan Nair: In the Finance Minister’s speech 
introducing the budget. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: No, it is not there. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: I have not got a copy with me now, 
Otherwise I would have quoted the passage. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: No, there is no such 
statement. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: It is said that food has ceased to 
be a complaint. But I say that the complaint is there. In the 
reply of the Finance Minister to the general discussion also he said 
that food has ceased to be a matter of complaint because there are 
other food stuffs, and he referred to tapioca. My submission 
is that tapioca is not a substitute, It is only a supplement to food 
throughout the world. Wherever it is cultivated it has never been 
heard of as a substitute for food. It is’ not a staple food. In the 
Report of the Nutrition Committee of the F. A. O. 1948 it is stated: 


“The extended cultivation of tapioca and sweet potato 
in a number of tropical, countries has helped to 
prevent starvation during the recent period of serious 
food shortage. From the Industrial standpoint, however 
such starchy foods are not a satisfactory substitute for 
rice. While extension of the cultivation of tapioca and 
other starchy foods is justified as a temporary measure 
in times of emergency, it is undesirable in the long 
run. Careful attention should be drawn to this 

question.” 


‘Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: From -where is the 
extract that the member is reading? 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: It is an extract from the Report 
of the F. A. O. 1948. Unfortunately a copy is not available in our 
Library. Wherever tapioca is cultivated, it is not used as a substi- 
tute for food, It is only a supplement to food, 
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; So far as tapioca is concerned, it is considered to be a very 
bad diet if taken alone. But if it is taken in proper proportion 

with other millets, then it will be a supplemental food. This is 

what Mr. K. G. Sivaswamy says in his Report ‘‘Famine, Rationing 


? 


and Food Policy in Cochin’’, page 45: 


‘Tapioca has one very serious disadvantage. It is a very poor 
source of protein, poorer than other roots and tubers 
in general. If it is taken in relatively small quantities 
as part of diet which otherwise contains sufficient 
protein, no harm will result. A diety consisting, 
of one part of tapioca to three parts of rice,and contain. 
ing other foods such as pulses or fish which are rich 
in protein, would not be seriously deficient in this 
essential factor; but if these proportions of tapioca 
and rice are reversed, and other protein-rich foods 
are not available, protein shortage is likely to result 
and have ill effects on health and physical develop- 
ment,” 


I do not know on what basis our Government have said that 
tapioca is a substitute for food. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: They did not say that 
tapioca is a substitute for food, but that it is a food, 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Again ; punnac and groundnut are 
used as food. But it will. cause ill-health. 


Sbri M. V. Cheriyan: What do you say about using tapioca 
- with fish? a 
-* Shri M, Gopalan ‘Nair: I was only reading out extracts 
from a Report in which it is said that tapioca should be used with 
some millets. 


With regard to the supply of synthetic rice to Travancore- 
Cochin, the Central Government have failed. There is no response 
so far as the people of Travancore-Cochin are concerned. In 
Travancore-Cochin groundnut is not available. Here it is used as 
manure and food. for cattle. In this’ attempt Travancore-Cochin 
‘has failed. I read reports in the papers that certain people 
_ have been deputed to London and Geneva for arranging for 
the import of machinery for the production of synthetic rice. 
The Central Government want to impose this synthetic rice upon 
us, We must resist it with all our might.. The statement of the 
Finance Minister that we are tapioca eating people will only help 
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the Central Government to impose it upon us. That attempt of 
the Central Government is a sheer idiocy. There is an advertise- 
ment in ‘Kerala Kaumudi’ dated. the 23rd January 1953 “@:§0l 
onl dancem who Feb, 5-ce elcionChief Propaganda Officer’, That 
shows the failure of the Central Government to impose synthetic 
rice upon Travancore-Cochin, No body is going in for this ‘@gql’. 
Tapioca has been in existence from time immemorial. When the food 
problem was not so very acute, we were getting down rice from 
Burma and other places. To say that tapioca is a substitute for food is 
atraversty of truth. There is one thing which this House has to 
remember, But for tapioca, Travancore also would have experienced 
starvation. What Mr. Munshi said in the Central Assembly in r9s0 
was that rice produced in the world is so short that we have to put 
up with certain privation. But what Mr. Kidwai now says is that he 
is prepared to give rice to any province that asks for it. So far as 
Travancore-Cochin is concerned he is prepared to give whatever 
they want. About a month ago he made another statement that rice 
has ceased to be a problem. Now I ask why not. approach the 
Central Government and say that we are not tapioca eaters, let us 
have some more rice. ‘Let us have atleast 10 ozs. of rice. Let us 
like other parts of the Indian Union, like Madras and Bihar and 
Bengal have 12 ozs. ox at least ro ozs, rice. So far as Madras and 
Bihar are concerned, the deficit is only 10 per cent whereas our deficit, 
is 60 per cent. We have to make up 6 ozs. to 12 ozs. What can 
we do with this ration? Price is the real question. Can we purchase 
rice from outside. Now what is the policy laid down by the 
Government of India? They have said that so far as prices are conce- 
rned it must be passed on to the consumer. The amount which 
cannot be passed on to the consumer will be distributed equally 
between the Provincial and Central Governments. Now what 
is our real position ?. We . want to increase our ration from 6 ozs. 
to 10 or 12 ozs, We are not in a position to pay for it. Did our 
* Government say so to the Government of.India. Did our Ministers 
say to Mr. Kidwai that we are not tapioca eaters, that rice is 
our staple food, that we are suffering from mal-nutrition and so he 
must increase our rice quota? He must make a difference se far as _ 
Travancore-Cochin is concerned. . 


In this connection I wish to bring another important matter 

to the notice of the House. So far as Travancore-Cochin is 

_concerned we are not accustomed to eating jowar or bajra or any 
other millet. Rice is our most important item of food and so we 

must have enough rice. Instead of the 6 Ozs. ration, 12 ozs, 

_ ration should be introduced. The Government must not leave 


i * 
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any stone unturned to achieve this end. We are entitled to get it, 
and the Central Government is entitled to give it to us. Now 
what is the good of keeping up. this indifference? We should say 
“we are starving, please give. us sufficient rice.’ That is 
what I want to bring to the notice of the Food Minister. Let us be 
honest. Let us say that we are poor. Why should we play the 
policy of hide’and seek? Let the Government say that we are not in 
' a position to get along, Give us some help. Has this Government 
courage enough to undertake that? If not they have no right to sit 
there. They must resign and seck re-election. This is all what I 
have to say with regard to the Food policy of the Government. 
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Mr. Speaker: Order, order. The House will now adjourn 
and meet again at r1 0’ clock tomorrow.

Myr, Speaker : The time for interpellation is over. I have. 
- received "notice of a motion for the adjournment of the busincess 
_. of the. House regarding the difficulties experienced in the exchange 
of coins. Have you got anything to say, Mr. Govinda Menon ? 


- Minister for Finance and civil Supplies (Shri Panampilli 
Govinda Menon): The motion given notice of by the hon. - 


\ 
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Member for Nemom is regarding the difficulties experienced by 
certain people in getting Travancore coins exchanged for Indian 
coins in some of the treasuries here. “As the House knows, by 
the acceptance of the. Constitution, three years ago, it has become 
necessary to demonetize the coins of Travancore and the date fixed 
for demonctization was adjourned: from time to time, and 
Government have notified that the final date for demone- 
. ization will be 31st March 19%3. The House knowy that 
wide publicity was given to this final date for demonetization of 
Travancore coins. But for some reason, which I cannot explain 
or I do not understand, there was a rush yesterday in one or ‘two 
treasuries outside Trivandrum and complaints were received even 
before yesterday evening tat’ the people are experiencing some 
difficulty in the matter of getting the coins exchanged, ‘The 
difficulty was on account of the rush. I also received notice of this 
motion from the hon. Member for Nemon yesterday late in the 
_night.. Even before that Government were apprised of the diffi- 
culty. Therefore, this morning I coritacted the Second Member 
of the Board of Revenue. and also the. District Collector of 
Trivandrum and instructions have been given to these officers to 
provide some additional temporary staff for the next three or four 
days in all these treasuries so that they may cope with the situation, 
and the Collector of Trivandrum and the Second Member of the 
Board of Revenue have been asked to go to these treasuries, contact 
the Tahsildars and also ask the Tahsildars, if necessary, to depute — 
two or three members of the staff as the case may be.in order to 
receive all the coins produced and give Indian coins in exchange, 
I have received report from the Collector already that he chas left 
the station for doing this kind of work, The Second Member of the 
Board of Revenue has assured me that: “I shall keep myself in 
touch with all the treasuries. and see that every coin presented 
will be accepted and Indian. coin given in exchange. It is 
‘true that there -has been some dislocation yesterday on account 
of the large quantities of coins-.which- came in. That was unusual 
and unprecedented.’’ “The hon. Member in the notice that he 
gave me has stated that there are not enough. Indian coins in the 
treasuries to be given in exchange for the Travancore.coins presented, 
That is not correct. There is enough and more of Indiati coins in 
all the treasuries for being given in exchange for Travancore coins. 
The Second Member of the Board of Revenue who is the Head of 
‘the Department in this matter and the Collector of Trivandrum 
have taken every step to see that there will be enough staff in each 
treasury to cope with the situation... That is how the matter stands, 
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. Mr. Speaker: It is only for payment of tax. That is done 

only periodically. 
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Mr. Speaker: I think the Member is more or less satisfied 
- with the statement of facts, and the motion is not pressed, I suppose. 
Shri M. Gopalan Nair : I do not press it.

Shri A, Thanu Pillai : © Sir, I wish to say a word or two about 
this subject. A good deal of irresponsibility has. been displayed 
in presenting this Community Development Projects) Budget in 
this form, It is a fairly big amount of Rs. 45 lakhs that we find in 
this Budget and this House is asked to vote this large amount without 
being supplied with the necessary particulars. .1-do not know, 
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Sir, why the Finance Department has taken this view in regard tq. 
this budget. Mr. Chandrasekhara Pillai, a Member of the 
Advisory Board, told us that the budget has not been approved by © 
the Government of India. I do not know the facts about that, 
Whatever that be, Sir, we expect more information when we are : 
asked to vote funds particularly to the tune of half a crore of rupees, 
J wish to get an explanation from the Government Benches as to 
why this course is adopted. 

Now, they have divided this into a number of heads and this is 
how: it is made— 

"Agriculture and Animal Husbandry; Rs,6,00,000 


Irrigation 99 5,20,000 
Reclamation Works 43. 3)00,000 
Health and Sanitation ; +) 500,000 
Education 1 1,60,000 
Social Education +, 1,10,000 
Communications 3» 6,10,000 
Rural Arts, Crafts and Industries 33 12,00,000 


Then some sub-heads are also given. But what amounts will 
come under these sub-heads nobody knows. Take for instance 
Agriculture, The sub-heads given are Tractor Centres, Contin- 
gencies, Paddy: Cultivation, Cocoanut and Arecanut cultivation, 
Market Centres and so on. But then what amount.are to be spent 
under these different sub-heads there is no knowing. So it is really 
difficult for any responsible Member of this Legislature to agree to 
the sanctioning of this amount. 


‘Then, Sir, the main point about this Community Development 
Projects. is that these projects, it is agreed, can be worked satis- 
factorily only if there is-adequate co-operation from the public. 
It was with an admission of that fact that the project itself was placed 
before the country by the Central Government. Now, here, 
I find from the Members of the Advisory Board that they are purely 
nominal bodies and that they are not taken into confidence, even 
the Budget was not shown to them. If such large amounts are 
to be for the good of the people of the locality and if the people 
of the locality are to co-operate in this endeavour, what good is 
there if this budget is not shown to the members of the Advisory 
Board. ? Then what is that they have to advise? Is it not for them to 
say ‘we must spend such and such an amount. on tanks; such-and such 
an amount on roadmaking and so on’ If Members of the Advisory. 
Board are not consulted, and if the Government at the Secretariat 


' 
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fixes the amount, it will merely be a mockery, I can understand 
their opinions would not be fully accepted; but should they not be 
consulted ? More than one member told me something of this 
kind. Sir, it is no wonder that public cooperation is not coming 
forward in full measure. 


Sir, a word in regard to expenditure. The point was raised 
here that the salary of the officers fixed is too high. I wish to make 
one observation with regard to that. 1 am not concerned with | 
personalities at all. I find that the pay of the officer at the head- 
quarters is Rs, 18,500. I wonder whether they are going to get 
the services of a specialist in Social Service from outside the State. 
I can understand if they are going to get the services of a specialist _ 
on such a large salary from outside Travancore or Cochin. But 
if they are going to be satisfied with the services of an ordinary man 
available inside the State, how can we justify this Rs. 18,000 per 
year ? In any case that is not a remuneration which we can afford 
to give for a man from inside the State. ‘We must consider the 
general level of salary in our State. The Chief Engineer who spends 
2 to 3 crores of rupees per year gets Rs. 450-—Rs. 750. The 
Director of Public Instruction who spends Rs. 4 crores per year 
is getting Rs..450—Rs. 750. Again the Surgeon-General is. on 
the same level. Why should. this officer alone be on this high 
grade ? I urge the necessity for lowering the higher scales as far 
as possible and raising the lower scales as high as possible. Of 
course, this may be a work for three or four years. It may be 
a temporary provision, But that is no justification for raising the 
pay to this abnormal level. I hope Government will take note of that 
fact. I do not know what the present arrangement is. This officer 
is one of the Secretaries to Government. Then later on he was 
put in charge of other work on a higher salary. If this work is to 
be done properly there must be a full time officer so that necessary 
sanction may be given as and when required, . But that does not 
justify this abnormal pay. It is abnormal so far as the conditions 
that exist in our country are concerned, Again we should not 
create discontent among the officers working here by giving preferen- 
tial treatment like this. 1 think the way in which LA.S. selection 
was made was objectionable. But in this matter I request Government, 


not. to make. mistakes, 


Now we have got the Village Panchayats: There will be about 
35 to 40 Village Panchayats in the State, and about 20 Panchayats - 
in thé Community Project area with a population of three lakhs 
of people. “How. is the work of the Village Patichayats to be co- 
ordinated with that of the Community Projects’? - Is there any scheme 
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for it? Or is the Village Panchayat workers and the Community 
Project workers each to go their own way ? There must be some 
co-ordination. I do not want to take more time of the House, 
I want the Government to consider these things. Unless a satisfactory 
explanation is given, I for myself am not prepared to support the 
Budget proposal. They must bring forward a budget with all the 
necessary details, They must also use the Advisory Board to the 
fullest extent possible and take them into their confidence, Even 
these amounts must be fixed in consultation with the Advisory 
Board. There must be an officer who will be always available 
to issue necessary instructions and sanction must be given from. time 
to time. If the Government of India are idle in the matter, then 
this Government should say that they are not prepared to co-operate. 
The Central Government must be — sufficiently helpful. If any 
sanction is required they must get it in time. There must be 
co-operation from the people. They began the Scheme with that plea. 
Everything necessary should be done to secure that co-operation, 
. The money is partly American and partly Indian but largely our 
own. There should not be the misunderstanding that those officers 
who are able to influence the Ministers are helped. The idea under- 
lying Community Projects is that there must be service and not 
exploitation. The workers must have a sense of service, They 
must approach the problem from that view point. With these 
words, I oppose the Demand. ,

I wish to -lay before the House one or two facts concerning 

the origin of the Department itself. You may remember in 11173 
when the then Travancore Government and its'executive authority 
decided on a scheme to nationalise a portion of the transport service 
in the country, a section of public opinion including you, Sir, sounded. 
a note of warning that such nationalisation should not end in State 
capitalism. Sir, if an industry is to be nationalised, it mist be 
in the interest of the public as well as the industry concerned, 
It should not become a State monopoly or State capitalism as it is 
called. That was the note of warning sounded, even at the time of 
inception of the State Transport scheme by you, Sir, and your friends 
in the then Assembly. What do we find today? We have invested 
to the tune of nearly Rs. 85 lakhs in this Transport service. Year 
after year the net profits are also shown as receipts in the State 
accounts. In an essential service-as the Transport, if it is nationalised, 
it should not be a source of revenue and not so administered as a 
capitalistic organisation. The question of administration should be 
approached from the standpoint of nationalising the industry in 
the interests of the society, What are the tests by which we can 
judge the State managed industry as having been hationalised in 
the interests of the people? Firstly, it should be run on efficient 
lines and there should be the satisfaction that it is being run to the 
benefit of the public at large. Secondly, the running of the organisation 
should be such as to generate satisfaction and interest for the industry 
in the minds of the workers engaged in the industry. Taking these 
two aspects of the thing, let us see the facts. Does the present 
working of the State Transport give satisfaction to the travelling 
public? I need not hesitate to answer that in the negative. There 
is overload in buses even according to the Member in charge of the 
Department up to the tune of s0 per cent over and above its normal 
capacity. Not only*that.,. There is another indication. Its earning 
per mile is the surest indication to say whether there is over crowding 
or not. The Minister was saying that there has been trouble on 
‘many occasions and as a consequence poor service at some times, 
He added that this kindof trouble was not so prevalent now as 
‘before. - Anyhow, the figures published by the department does not 

-. indicate any clue with regard to this. In the year 1123, the earnin 
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capacity per mile was shown as 29.7 chuckrams which is nearly: ° 
46.6 annas. Jn 1950 it was shown as 16,9 annas and in roi, the 
figure is 17.4 annas. That is the rate at which the department ° 
earns per mile, This is a sure index of the overcrowding, By 
increasing the number of passengers, the rate per mile also increases, 
What I therefore wish to point out is, the figures so far published - 
does not go to show that there was a substantial reduction in over- 
crowding. T agree to a certain extent that during the recent past 
there was a little easing in the situation, There was some hettering 
in the condition of the services, At the same time during the past 
3 or 4 wecks that thing worsened, The breakdown of services , 
during those period is greater. There is overcrowding in the buses, 
The carelessness of the staff is also more patent. Truc there was 
a toning up during the past two or three months; but during the 
past 2 or 3 wecks things had gone wrong. From -that what I say 
is,there is a discontent in the services, This is an essential service 
and Government have monopolised and nationalised it, Unless 
they give the fullest satisfaction to the travelling public and manage 
it in such a way as to give the greatest benefit to the society, this 
activity need not be of Government. Government is not a capitalist 
concern, .When once Government enters into the field of private 
enterprise it should be for the purpose of giving maximum benefit 
to the society as a whole. The concern is not to be worked as a 
source of revenue, That is wrong in principle. ” The society is 
entitled to enjoy the benefit and the receipts got therefrom can 40 
into the State exchequer. Not that I object to. the prot .s such, 
b t to earn profit, by neglectin the interest of the ublic is ce:ta tly 
to b: blkemed. Th» is my stan in :espcct of this matter. Judging 
irom the statistics so far available, my friends can rest whether 
th State Tr.np rts rvice hw been giving till oday the best s -v.ce 
to hv travelling publ c as is expected of it. Tak» the case of the 
workers in that lire. They are very dissatisfied. Wlatever it 
may le, t cir dissatisfction is a bane that ou ht to be avoided. May 
Task, what steps have G verrmcnt taken to satisfy the interest of the 

workers? 
Sir, in that connection, I would like to place some facts for 
the consideration of my. friends here. Sir, -the cost of 
' Administration and Control was Rs. 1.9 lakhs in 1113; when 
you reach 1953-54, itis 4. lakhs & more. It has doubled’ 
itself. The increase of emoluments is for the Controlling 
authorities. The revision of pay is for the Controlling officers. 
. There is nothing for the workers. Why I say so is, Sir, even in 
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. 1113, when they first started the Department, the motor drivers 
started on the basic pay of Rs. 30 P. M. After a lapse of 15 years, 
when cost of living has gone up by 400 per cent. that basic pay 
remains there still. But I find the basic pay of the Inspector, 
and of the Clerks, and of the Manager and of the District officers 
have been revised, even doubled. Not that I grudge it, but I cer- 
tainly object to the approach to the workers in that matter, 
Who is the backbone of the service? The driver certainly. But 
what is the approach that the authorities are making towards him? 
They do not think it is necessary to revise his basic pay. Perhaps 
my hon. Friend in charge of the portfolio, with his usual 
ingenuity may say that a Rs. 30-75 scale has been introduced, and 
thereby the maximum has been raised. But I am questioning 
about the minimum. Has the minimum been revised. That-shows 
the attitude taken towards the driver. That has not been changed. 
As long as the approach to the problem is a capitalistic approach, 
we cannot expect this problem to be solved. The efficiency of ser- 
vices cannot be secured. The result which we anticipate and 
visualise cannot be attained. We can get it, the State can get, 
the people can get it only ifa radical change in the approach is 
made. The industry must be run as a nationalised industry in the 
interests of the public by the State. The feeling must be generated 
in the minds of labour that they have equal interest in the welfare 
of the Concern. What is the State, Sir. (President’s Bell) 

" {don’t see that harmonious relationship which we expect to see ina 
nationalised industry in a democratic . state. Wrangling ‘for pay, 
differences in the division of net profits, all these can arise only. 

in. a capitalistic concern. ~But this is a concern run by the people 
where the interests of the people and of the Government and of the — 
worker is one. Unless.a promise is made at and an approach to effect it 
is made by the authorities who control it, I will not - improve. 

It will be doing an injustice to the future of the State in a national 
democracy, as envisaged by the Congress | they, expect to build up 
hationalised industries in the interests of the State. If this Govern- 

ment. which calls itself.a Congress-Government is going to nationalise 
industries and conduct them as a capitalistic concern, the future of © 

: nationalisation will be in danger. Therefore, I plead before ‘the 
Government that they must revise their method of approach and 
build up a spirit of co-operation between the: workers and - the 
management. Unless this is done, we may be sure that troyble 

" will.come. Even ti the matter of promotions in the Department, 
we heard that even attenders who acted for several months as conduc- 
tors are’ not appointed as conductors. Even, in such cases, 
Government are sticking to the rule that only P. S.C. recruits will 
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be appointed as conductors, ignoring the claims of these people, 
On grounds of equity and efficiency these people who have alread 
gained experience in the line ought to be preterred. But that has 
not been done. Why? Because the Government is behaving like 
a capitalist employer in this matter. But [ would like to warm 
that if they proceed so, it will be a danger, and 1 would plead to 
the Government that they should change their attitude. I, for one, 
was expecting a change for the last one year or more and that my 
friend in charge of the portfolio now would effect a better condition 
of things. With these words, I close. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Is that report the last work 
on the subject? Is it the Bible of the Transport Department? 
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“T still feel that this was the best advice I could give you 
since - standardization of any particular vehicle must 
depend onso many factors which an outside adviser 
finds. it difficult toassess. In the first place » you 

'. have to make a primary decision yourself with regard 
to your purchase policy. It is: necessary. to decide 
either to purchase vehicles whose first cost is low 
and to scrap them after a comparatively. short period 
of service or to purchase vihicles. whose first 
cost is greater with a correspondingly. long life 
for depreciation purposes. My own view is 
‘that in the long rm it is economical to 
purchase: the heavier duty, expensive type of  chas- 

- sis and retain them in service for at least 10 years but 
this would involve your Government in the necessity 
to sanction fairly considerable sums of money to meet 
such purchases. If your Government are not prépared 
.to sanction expenditure of the order I have in mind, 
even though they are advised in the longyun it would 
be economical to do so, then you must standardize such 
vehicles as lie within the limit of your financial resour- 
ces, ; 
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I think you should in the first place, decide whether you 


are going to standardize vehicles in the heavy class 

such as Leyland ‘Tigers’ Albion ‘Venturers’ 

Daimlers, etc., the medium class such as Leyland 

‘Comet, ‘Guy Otters’ Seddons Thornycrofts, etc., 

or light class such as. Dodge, Morris, ‘Commercial’, 

Chevrolet, Austin etc. I think the important deci- 

sion is the one as to which class of vehicle you propose 

to standardize rather than the particluar make since 

all vehicles from reputable manufacturers can be 

expected to give good service if due allowance is 

made for the duty for which the vehicle is designed.”’

I was saying that clause 28, sub-clause (1) provides for a local 
supervising authority and sub-clause (2) provides for a chief super- 
vising authority to exercise control over the local supervising autho- 
rity. Whether there is necessity for constituting such an agency to 
supervise the work of the registered nurses and midwives is highly _ 
problematical. To my mind, I think it is absolutely unnecessary 
to have such an agency. After all, there is a central agency which 
we have provided for registering. There is also a registration fee and . 
we have prescribed the necessary qualifications for any one who 
decides to enter upon the duties of a nurse or a midwife. After 
having provided for all these things and after having provided for a 
Council, to exercise a general control, there need be only an exe- 
~ cutive authority under the Council. 

Sub-section (2) .of Clause 29-says: ‘“‘Every such nurse or 
midwife shall give notice of any change of address to the local super- 
vising authority to whom he has notified commencement of practice 
under sub-section (1) and also to the Registrar.’’ That, I think, is 
an unnecessary festriction on their rights to. practise anywhere. 
Why should a midwife be called upon to practise only in‘one locality, 
and be asked to give her change of address to the local supervising 
authority ?

The 
proviso says that ‘in the case of an illegitimate cuild, it shall in 
the first instance be the duty of the mother of such child. to give 
information under this Act,’ Nobody else can easily give informa- 
tion about the birth of an illegitimate child, because generally 
illegitimate births are not public. Therefore it is that the respon- 
sibility is vested on the mother. Suppose somebody else is 
empowered to give the information in these cases, there is room 
for fear that may abuse that power. If some body has a grudge 
against some lady, he might give information against that lady, 
So only the mother can give the information, 


Regarding the information about the birth of an illegitimate 
child is concerned, my friend held that the provision is very un- 
_ practical and absurd. Nobody would easily own the parentage of an 
‘illegitimate child. But when a person is forthcoming, it is necessary 
that such owning of parentage should be made in the presence of 
the mother and should be signed by the person. It is a good safeguard. 
If 'the mother is empowered to give the name alone, she may say 
that ‘So-and-so’ is the father of child, and that person may, after all, 
be innocent of it. There is that danger. Therefore we must avoid 
it. As regards the illegitimate child, this is the only provision | 
that can be made consistent with the necessary. safeguards against 
the.possibilities of abuse. ; 
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_, Shri M. M, Abdul Khader : Sir, ‘I support. the amendment. 
In the case of an_ illegitimate child, it is not, as Shri Varghese | 
would put it, the mother alone who ‘would be in a position to give: 

. the information about the birth of the child. At least the inmates 
of the House who would be aware of the physical changes in ‘the’ 
woman would certainly be able to lodge th2 necessary information | 
and that being so, to ask the mother, solely because she happens to 

_ become the mother of an illegitimate child, to give the information 

herself, within say, 14 days, would certainly be very cruel. ,

Shri. M. Gopalan Nair : In Munsiffs’ Courts when plaints - 
are sent to Madras, Bombay or Singapore, it is the plaintiff that is 
asked to pay for the copy translated. Difficulty sometimes arises 
_ in this way. Suppose the clerk makes a mistake in translation who 

_ will be responsible ? But when the translation is filed by the plaintiff. 
himself, he is responsible. So the court must direct the translation 
to be supplied by the plaintiff. The amendment must be framed 
in that way. The court may make such order as it thinks fit in respect 
of the payment: of cost of the translation, The: plaintiff has to pay 
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the cost of the translation. What I suggest is that it is not usually 
done.

Now, if the decree is passed in one language specified here, one of 
- the parties may not be conversant with that language. So the may 
put in a petition to get a translated copy of the decree in the language 
he knows and which may be either of the three languages. So my. 
suggestion is that there must be a provision somewhere to get the . 
copy in all the three languages. I do not know Sir, whether I had 

made it clear, Each party is entitled to receive a copy of the decree 

in the language he knows, The Malayalam knowing plaintiff may ask 

for a decree in Malayalam. The Judge might have written the decree 

- in Tamil. ‘Should not the. plaintiff read and satisfy hinself with a 

fundamental document ? The necessity is all the more great as this 

House has conceded the position that any party to a suit can claim 

to have the fundamental document of the suit in the language with 

which he is conversant. The same consequential effect will follow 

in the case of the decree which lie is entitled to get in a language he 

is conversant with. The party must be given the option of applying 

for a‘copy of the decree in the language he wants. I think it is a 

natural consequential to the first amendment we have accepted. | 
And, this is amatter which ought to receive some consideration from 

the official benches. . 


Shri T. M. Varghese : But there is one difficulty; the 
amendment that I have suggested relates to sub-clause (1). Sub- 
clause (1) says that “‘ the decree shall be in the language of the village 
or Malayalam and shall contain the number of the suit, the name of 
the parties, the particulars of the claim,’’ and so‘on. ‘But there 
we have changed it that it “* shall be in English, Malayalam or Tamil.’’ 
. There is no difficulty on that score. Jn sub-clause (4) it is stated that - 
** Each party, upon application, shall be entitled to receive a copy 
of the decree,’’ That means he will get a copy of the decree either: 
in English.or Malayalam-or Tamil.’ But if he applies for a copy of 
the decree in the language which is known to him and in which the 
decree. is. not written he won’t get it, What I say is that in sub- 
clause (1) the amendment is necessary. . , 

.” Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: With your permission I. beg - 
_ to make a few observations.. This. clause was drafted as a conse- 

. quential clause to Clause 41.. The real difficulty which has now | 
atisen is that we did not think of this amendment because the more 
_- comprehensive expression ‘‘ language of the village ’’ was there. 

‘So far as this Bill is concerned, the language of the village is 
. very important, I for one, could not understand why this House 
adopted. the present: wording, . We have: already. enumerated the 
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languages’ in which decree should be written. The relevancy. of 
my amendment for sub-clause 1 is this. We are considering the | 
whole clause. This amendment is. given for sub-clause 1. Sub- 
clause 4 is a very relevant one. It has its effect on the other sub- 
clauses. I-am within the bounds of relevancy when I point out this 
. difficulty. There is also necessity to amend sub-clause 4, The 
House may consider Clause 45 as a whole. No amendment is ready 
for sub-clause 4 today. It may be brought forward tomorrow. 
Real difficulties may arise and it will be inconsistent with the other 
' clauses.” Therefore 1 earnestly request that a kind of concession may 
_ be shown to those who really need it. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: For Clause 21 there is the amend- 
‘ment ; for the words “‘ in the language of the village or in Malayalam’’ 
the words ‘‘ in English, Malayalam or Tamil ”’ shall be substituted 
and the following proviso shall be added at the end, namely— 


‘* Provided that where the Court or the defendant is unacquaint- 
ed with the language in which the plaint is written, the Court may 
direct that the plaint be translated into one or both of the other two 
languages specified above and the Court may make such order as it 
thinks fit in respect of the payment of cost of such. translation.’’ 
There should have been another proviso also in the’ Bill by which 
a translated copy may be ordered. That does not find a place in 
Clause 45. When once they want to amend the clause there must 
be provision to prepare the copy in one of the languages known to _ 
the Court.or in both the languages. Or the Court can direct to 

‘translate a copy. If amendment 11 alone is accepted it will not 
serve the purpose. Then the Court will not have the power to issue 
a translated copy. But very often the’ parties may know either of 
the languages. “When amendments are made one must be ‘very 
cautious. Amendments should substantially provide for every 
contingency. Under Section 21 the Court is given power to trans- 
late a decree. So far as this clause is concerned the Court may give 
a translated copy on the application of the party. 


The hon. Minister has stated that it may be issued in the language 
.. which is known to the party, He has introduced only an amend- 
ment to sub-clause 1 by which it is incomplete. With these obser- 
vations I support the motion moved by Mr. P. S, Nataraja Pillai. 


Shri T. M. Varghese: This is an. amendment to sub+ 
clause x. Two courses are open. In sub-clause 1 ‘‘ English , 
Malayalam and Tamil ’’ shall be substituted, It may or may not be 
- accepted. It may be argued on the merits. Then I shall submit my 

argumerit for or against it. The hon. Member for Trivandrum hag -

This’ 
amendment is a quite reasonable one even if the supposed amendment 
to sub-clause 4 is moved or not.

any judgment. Section 44 says that once the evidence and hearing 
are over, the decree may be passed and signed by the judges, but no 
provision for any judgment to be passed and-signed by them is made, 
So, the question of judgment does not arise in this case, 


Shri T. M. Varghese : As far as the usual practice in civil 
courts goes, the decree is in a language different from that of the 
judgment. The judgment may be in English, and the decree in 
Malayalam. , . 

- Shri N. Raghava Kurup: Is there a provision for a judg.. 
-ment’ here ? ; ' yo 
’ ~Shri T. M. Varghese : A judgment, in the strict sense of. 
the term, is not necessary here, for the purpose of disposing of a case 

_ contemplated in the Village Panchayats Act. The case is disposed 
of bya decree. In regard to the copy, the question has arisen not on, 
sub-section (4) ,but even by the amendments suggested by me for. 
sub-clause (1). There seems to be some practical difficulty pointed: 
out by the Member for Alangad and the Member for Nedumangad,

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_ Shri N. Raghava Kurup : If it is to be amended as “‘ as 
directed. by the court,’’ will it not be abusing the functions or privil- 
eges of the court, because, though it is a clerk who ordinarily prepares 
a decree, the clerk does it always under the direction of the court. 
The court has the power to direct the clerk to prepare a particular 
decree in a ‘particular language. 
_ Shri T. M. Varghese’: In Clause 44, there is a provision 
which is useful in this context: ‘‘ The Bench which heard the 
argument shall ; after the arguments are closed, prepare and sign the 
decree to be passed in the case as shall appear to it to be just and. 
equitable, Such decree shall"be pronounced in open Court by the 
Bench which drew up the decree or by any other Bench at the next 
sitting of the Court and where there is no quorum for that sitting by 
. any one or more of the Judges present on that day, the Bench or Judge 
‘pronouncing the decree shall sign the decree. The decree shall 
bear the date on which it is pronounced and the period of limitation 
for all purposes in respect of the decree shall be computed from. the 
date on which it was so pronounced.”’ So here there is a less cumber- - 
some and easier procedure than in civil courts prescribed by Section 
44. So, the difficulties pointed out by the hon. Members stand 
obviated. The Judge prepares the decree pronounces and signs it. 
Therefore, a judgment as such is not contemplated but only a decree.

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is there not a 
Judgment of a civil court contemplated here ?

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : I confess I am not a good 
draftsman; It is just my idea which may be incorporated appro- 
priately in the clause by the draftsman. I have already told the 
House and the Chair that we may take some time to have it drafted 
in a more refined and suitable legal phraseology. I have expressed my 
idea. The difficulty is, Sir, we have accepted Clause 21 in which 
the right of getting the copy of the plaint in the language in which 
the party wants is conceded. When a decree is passed, the party 
should have the right to get the decree in the language in which he 
wants it. That is a fundamental right. 


Shri P. Ramaswami Pillai: Does your amendment cover 
this point ?

Article 335 of the Constitution) have been receiving the anxious consideration of 
Government for.some time. A Committee was constituted to study and submit 
proposals on the questions and they have submitted a report to Government specify= 
ing the communities that should come under ‘Backward Classes’ and the percentage 
of recruitment that should be reserved for ‘Backward Classes’, ‘Scheduled Castes” 
and ‘Scheduled Tribes’, Government have carefully gone through the report and 
al’ connected papers and they are pleased to issue the following orders on the subject— 

I. For the purpose of Articles 16 (4) and 335 of the Constitution of India, 
Public Service in the State will be divided into 3 divisions, viz. (i) Higher Division, 
(ii) , Intermediate Division, and (iii) Lower Division, as indicated below:— -

Onan 
area of about ro sq. miles these communities have a total population of about 12,000 
and have approximately 400 fishing boats,

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(i) to the extent feasible present- fishing, boats will be supplied with suitable 
motors for which repair facilities will be provided, and new types of nets, fishing 
crafts and shore installations. for handling boats and nets. will be introduced. The

(ii) improvement in the handling and distribution of fresh fish will be ir.- 
troduced by providing one or more plants for producing ice, insulated sheds for 
short-term storage of ice, and insulated vans-and, if desirable, motor crafts for 
transporting fresh fish. Efforts will be made to organize’ the distribution of fresh 
fish increasingly by fishermen’s co-operative organisations which will be assisted 
in such manner as may be necessary. Equipment will be introduced for the extrac- 
tion of fish oil, and the possibilities of improving curing methods and producing - 
fish meal from waste products will be examined, and . 


(iii) improvement of environmental sanitation will be carried ont, with 
the main stress on the supply of safe drinking water, construction of latrines anc 
disposal of sewage, A small Health Unit will be established including a dispensary 
with a small number of beds, and contributions will be made to the running of suck 
a unit by providing a certain amount of equipment, medicines, etc. Emphasis will 
be placed on preventive work and health education. ‘ 


In order to ensure effective use of equipment and gear and continuity in the 
health and sanitary services, technical personnel as may be requested will be provided 
for demonstration, operation, and maintenance of the various. parts of the project 
‘and for the training of fishermen and of local personnel. 

Medical assistance from Norway may. include equipment and medicines needed 
for the tackling of health problems which may not be of major importance within 
the area selected, but which exist along the coastal areas of Travancore-Cochin, 
like filariasis. i ; : ‘ ; 

In view of the importance of marine fisheries research, equipment for work at 
sea will be provided for the use of the Marine Biological Laboratories of the Univer- 
sity. at Trivandrum, ;

Supplies be pleased to state : 
(a) how mich tapioca has been exported from our State 
during the year 1952 ; and 


(b) to which place this is being exported ? 


Minister for Finance and Civil Supplies (Shri Panampilli Govinda 
Menon) : 


(a) Unrestricted export of tapioca in any form was allowed 
during the period from 10-4-1952 to 1-6-1952. Again unrestricted 
‘export of finished products of tapioca was allowed trom 21-10-1952 
and this relaxation is still in force. Hence accurate figures in regard 
to the total quantity exported outside the State are not available, 
But when the ban was in force, permits have been issued for export _ 
of about 144 tons of tapioca starch and by-products. | 


(b) As there was no permit system when the relaxations 
were made, it is not possible to state the destination to which the 
tapioca: was being exported, The quantity of 144 tons referred to 
above was exported to Bombay and Madras States. 

Shri K. Bhanu : Has it come to the notice of Government 
that because of the export of tapioca to outside places, there is acute 
shortage of tapioca for food purposes in the coastal regions particularly 
Karthikapalli and Karunagapalli taluks of this State. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : Export of tapioca ag” 
_such is not allowed now, as I stated in the answer, in order to provide 
for industries in the State, Conversion of tapioca into. starch is 
allowed in the State and export of converted products is also allowed. 
It has come to the notice of Government that there is shortage of 
tapioca: supply in certain taluks in the State and Government are 
taking steps to relieve the consequent distress. 


Shri'K. Bhanu: Do the Government realise’ that, as a 
result of that, price of that food articles has gone up ? - 


‘Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : _ Government know 
that prices have slightly gone up, 

Shri K. Bhanu : May I know the measures proposed by 
Government to meet the shortage situation ? Also for the rise in 
prices ? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : They are under | con- 
sideration. of the Government.

- in the different parts of the State ? * 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Government are not 
in possession of information regarding the prices of tapioca prevailing 
from time to time in each of the taluks, 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Do the Government realise 
that because of the prevailing low prices for tapioca it is not profit

“Shri -P..S.  Nataraja Pillai : Sir, I second the resolution, 
Sir, the ‘purpose of this resolution as the mover told the House is 
to. include the dearness allowance granted to the Government 
servants in-their basic pay. Sir, we know the fate.of the low-paid 
Government servants. We know also the present cost of living, 
The present cost of living has increased by 400 per cent, and taking 
any view of the matter there is-no possibility of the cost of living 
coming down to the level prevailing in 1939. And, I hope ‘this 
House will be unanimous in agreeing that Rs.¢o/- a month will 
not be sufficient to keep the body and soul together in an ordinary 
family in this country. We heard even early during this session 
that a portion of the dearness allowance has been added to their 
substantive pay. What I say is, Sir, that the relationship of the 
Government with the employees should be maintained ‘not on 
-monetary basis. Government is not a capitalist concern which 
can extract work to the maximum extent possible by the minimum 
of expenditure.

Sir, the 
relationship betweeh the Government and their employees should 
not be controlled or exercised as between the capitalist and the 
labour. It is something more. The administration of the country 
is carried on in the interest of the people by these Government 
‘servants who are doing the duties’ of the State.Even if he be a peon 
he is also doing the duties of the State in the interest of the people. ° 
Therefore, a living wage for these Government servants is absolutely 
necessary, And ;, there must be no difficulty in agreeing to the 
proposition and Rs. so is an inadequate amount and no man will be 
able to live in this country with a monthly income of Rs. so. If that 
is so, the only alternative is to raise his dearness allowance. Heré, 

. Government has given the dearness allowance in appreciation of 
the fact that the cost of living has increased. The dearness allowance is 
based upon the fact that their: basic pay is not sufficient to live. 
Now the question is whether it should be added on to the basic pay. 
The implementation of that will enable him to get.an additional 
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amount during his life after retirement. A man, who has served 
cour State for 25 years or more if he is to be paid a pittance which 
will not be sufficient for a single meal a day, is it a matter for 
congratulation or satisfaction for the Government? It must really 
give us sleepless nights to think of the thousands of the low-paid 
Government servants. After giving the best period of life for service 
under the Government, is it possible for them to do manual labour 
in their old age. After giving the best period of their life, should 
* ¢hege old men starve for the rest of their life ? Is it a matter which 
we can view with indifference? It is not only injustice, but it is 
something inhuman if the Government is to view this with in 
difference. For the sake of saving two lakhs of rupees, Govern- 
ment are not prepared to consider the conditions of these retired 
members of the menial service. My friend has very correctly 
apprised the situation in the country and approached this House to 
provide the means by which they can carry on their’ existence at 
least with a meal a day. If the dearness allowance now granted 
are added on to their pay, they will be getting a higher pension 
* when they retire. As a matter of fact, a minimum wage of Rs. 50 
is itself yery low in our country. An ordinary man will not be able 
' to live with Rs. 50 in this country. I am not in a position to 
say with what amount they can carry on normal existence. I do 
not believe that any member of this House will say that under the 
existing circumstances a man with a family will be able tq live on 
- Rs. so a month. Jt will be difficult even for a single man. We - 
do not €xpect people to remain single without any commitments, | 
Therefore this is inescapable and the Goyernment have to see that 
their hardship’ is relieved to the extent possible. The resolution 
envisages a modest request. It does not seek to add the dearness 
allowance to the basic pay in the case of all Government servants, 
but only in the case of those whose pay is below Rs. fo. Though the ° 
Committée. constituted by the Central Government to go into the 
question of dearness allowance recommended. to Government 
that so per cent of the allowance should be added to the basic pay 
our Government have come to the conclusion that only ro per- 
-cent need be added, even though there is no provision in the Budget. 
J don’t know under what reason our Government have come to the 
conclusion that we need only 10 per cent while the rest of India 
are giving one half of their allowance also as basic pay. I think 
this is not based upon any fact’ or reason. If the Finance Minister 
can say that only: this much is possible in the present financial 
circumstances, [ don’t complain... But now [ ask. whether it is 
just or reasonable to make this arrangement, All the other States

including the Centre are adding s0 per cent of the dearness 
allowance to the basic pay.[ do not know the reason why our 
Government are going to add only ten percent, 

Shri A. A. D. Luiz: = May I know the percentage all the 


other neighbouring places allow ? 


Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai: The recommendation of the 
Central Government is that so per cent of the dearness allowance 
should be added to the basic pay. J do not know whether it was 
taken up by any particular State Government. The Central 
Government has already intimated the fact. But I am not in a 
position to give the details. Tt is known to the best of my knowledge 
that the Cent ral Government have already given go per cent of the 
dearness allowance to those who are in the Central Service. 
Their recommendation is to add 50 per cent of the allowance to 
the basic pay. 

Shri A. A. D. Luiz: Have they actually paid ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: [ am not. a+ Government: 
Officer to say that. But I know that our Government are going 
to reduce the percentage to ten. So far as I know no other 
Government -has gone to that extent. The Committee appointed 
for the purpose, after due deliberations, made the recommendation 
that 50, per cent of the dearness allowance should be added to 
the pay. Without “enquiry, without adequate facts, our Govern- 
ment have reduced it to ten per cent. May. I ask the Treasury 

- Benches whether it is a matter for congratulation. As far as I am 
concerned, it is not at all creditable and the people of the country 
will not be satisfied. , 

Sir, the question is this;. whether the Government should 
not reconsider the whole position and accept the proposition now 
_placed before this House by my friend Dr.’ N. S. Pillai, that it 

will be justice to add the existing dearness allowance up to Rs. 50 
with the basic pay. I hope the Treasury Benches will be kind 
-enough to accept the Resolution moved by my friend. 
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The resolution was put and lost.

Mr. Speaker : We will now take up the Travancore-Cochin 
Village Courts Bill, We were at clause 45. For that clause, the 
hon. Member for Trivandrum has tabled an amendment. Me. 
Nataraja Pillai, do you move that amendment ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes, Sir. 


I move the following amendment : “‘In clause 45, sub-clause 
(4), add at the end ‘in any one of the languages mentioned in sub- 
clause (1)’.”” ' 

Sir, sub-clause (1), as amended by the hon. Minister the other 
day, reads like this, :-— 

* The decree shall be in English, Malayalam or Tamil and shall 
contain, etc.”” 

Now, sub-clause.(4) as amended will read :— 


‘* Each party, upon application, shall be entitled to receive a 
copy of the decree in any one of the languages mentioned in sub- 
clause..(1)’’. It makes it definite. My proposition is only this : 
the applicant, will be entitled to yet the decree in the language in 
which he has entered his pleadings or in the language in which he 
wants the decree, Now, we have by a previous clause—clatise 21—~ 
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accepted that the plaint shall be in English, Malayalam or Tamil and 
the written statement shall be in English, Malayalam or Tamil. We 
have also*provided that the decree shall also be in English, Malayalam 
or Tamil. My amendment is a consequential amendment in which 
it is provided that a party will be entitled to get a decree in English, 
Malayalam or Tamil. That is all what ‘my améndment seeks to 
provide. ; 

Minister for Home Affairs (Shri T. M. Varghese): Sir, I 
oppose this amendment for the reason that it is not necessary that 
an amendment of this kind should be introduced in sub-clause (4) 
of clause 45. “Clause 44 reads like this : 

“The Bench which heard the argument shall, after the argu- 
ments are closed, prepare and sign the decree to ‘be 
passed in the case as shall appear to it to be just and equit- 
able. Such decree shall be pronounced in open Court 
by. the Bench which drew up the decree or by any other 
Bench at the next sitting of the Court and where there 
is no quorum for that sitting by any one or more of the 

. Judges present...........00.05 » 

Sub-clause (1) of clause 45 says :-— a 

“* The decree shall’ be’ in English, Malayalam or Tamil and 
‘shall contain the number of the suit ’’ and so on, ; 


Sub-clause (4) reads “‘ Each party, upon application, shall be 
entitled to receive a copy of the decree’’.; This is what the section 
as originally worded contains. With the amendment it will read ° 
‘Each party, upon application, shall be entitled to receive a copy 
of the decree in any one of the languages mentioned in sub-clause 
(1). My first objection to the amendment is this: the Judges 
are given the liberty of having the decree prepared either in English, 
or in Malayalam or in Tamil. . If it is a decree in Tamil, a copy 
- applied for will be given in Tamil. Itsis practically a document of 
title which the decree-holder may keep with him to be utilised 
whenever he finds it necessary, either for the purpose of having it 
exempted or for any other purpose. For his own purpose he can 
‘get it translated into a language known to. himself . No authenti- 
cation or authority by the court is necessary for that purpose, 

Shri N. Raghava Kurup: Can a copy of the translation 
of a document be called a copy of the original document ? 

_ Shri T. M. Varghese ¢ No. That is one of my objections. 
If. what the.hon, Member suggests is to be accepted, in the case of a 
decree in Tamil, if the. party asks for a true rendering of it in Malaya- 
larn, it will be only a translation and not be acopy. If the decree is

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in Tamil, the copy will necessarily be in Tamil. So, to satisfy the 
purpose of the hon. Member, the amendment should be worded— 
** Each party, upon application, shall be entitled to get either a copy 
or a translation’’, That is not practicable. That is not necessary 
either. In the case of the plaint it was to be either in the language 
_of the court or some other language known to the defendant because 
that was a document given to him to enable him to give his answer 
thereto as provided by law. The decree is a document just as any 
other document of which any applicant can get a copy. He can get 
it translated for his own purposes, and nobody is Interested in 
questioning its correctness. It is for him to act upon. That need 
not be brought into sub-clause (4), for the reason already mentioned 
by me. . 

Mr. Speaker : Mr. Nataraja Pillai, are you pressing your 
amendment ? ;

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, f move: ‘‘Omit clause 
4.’ This clause provides criminal jurisdiction’ for the Village 
Courts. 

Sir, I, for one, think that it is not in the interests of the country 
to provide these Village Courts with criminal jurisdiction, A 
summary trial is provided and if you go through the Clauses you 
will find that no regular procedure has been prescribed but the 
Village Court judges are to cxercise their jurisdiction in criminal 
cases which’ invelve imprisonment and fine, That, I think, is not 
advisable in the present condition in this country. Moreover, 

“it is a serious matter when criminal jurisdiction is vested with a 
body which is not accustomed to the administration of justice. 
They have neither training for it nor have they the qualification 
and temperament to do it, Very often in villages we get factions 
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and in that atmosphere a group of people sitting and administering 
criminal justice will very often do great harm to the people who 
are hauled up before them for any alleged crime. Already, this 
House has consented to the provision bestowing civil jurisdiction 
on these Courts, Justice in civil cases could be done by arbitra- 
tion or something like that. But when people are hauled up in a 
-village court where there are factions, very often justice will ba 
misdirected in the matter of criminal cases. Further, we have 
provided jurisdiction for cight or nine sections of the Penal Code. 
These are all matters which ought to be gone into by properly 
trained, duly qualified Magistrates than to be left to the discretioa 
of a Village Court composed of four or five men selected at random 
and asked to administer justice. As longas we have not pres- 
cribed clear procedure to be followed, it will not be advisable to 
entrust them with this jurisdiction. Therefore, I think that this 
Clause should not be included and should be omitted. These 
Village Courts should not be vested with criminal jurisdiction, 
With these words } move this amendment for the acceptance 
of the House. 


Mr. Speaker : Amendment Nos, 25 to 27 are similar to 
this and those who want to speak on the amendment can do so now,. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Sir, I support the amendment, My 
view is that it is not time for us to invest Village Courts in our State 
with criminal jurisdiction. We have already given them civil 
jurisdiction. But we are now going. to invest them with criminal 
jurisdiction, We must be very reluctant to do that. We must 
see. how the Village Courts are able to administer justice in civil 
matters. So far as criminal matters are concerned, it is not an 
easy affair. This is a place where a lot of vendetta based upon 
local fictions is practised and it will not be in the best interest of 
administration that we invest these courts with criminal, jurisdi- 
ction, After having had sufficient discussion last time when the 
Bill was introduced here, I thought Government will not’ press 
for the inclusion of this Clause. Let us see how the Village 
Panchayat Courts work so far as the administration of justice with 
regard to civil jurisdiction is concerned. It is not a thing which 
should be taken lightly. It is a provision in which the honour and 
liberty of the people are at’ stake. We must be very reluctant 
in conferring jurisdiction on Village Courts especially in the matter 
of criminal jurisdiction. I am in good company with the Chief 
Justice of India who, in one of his addresses at Gwalior, said that it is 
not conducive to the best interests of the country to invest the 
Village Courts with the administration of justice, We cannot go. 
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back to the olden days when the law was simple. Now the law is 


complex, Most of the judges in these Village Courts will not be- 


well versed in law. They may not know even the elementary 
principles of law. So it is that the Chief Justice of India sounded 
. a note of warning. Justice Somasundaram of the Madras High Court 
allowing a criminal revision appeal setting aside the fine imposed 
by ‘the Ethapur Panchayat Court, Salem District, observed that 
the judges of the Village Courts were apt to be carried away by’ 
‘local politics and ‘personal feelings |. He said it is not prudent 
it is not time for'us to invest the “Panchayat Courts with criminal 
jurisdiction. It is a pronouncement of one who is competent to 
express opinion in such matters. In one of the cases in a Panchayat 
Court in the Salem District, the Judge fined a man Rs. 5 because he 
. refused to answer a question put to him. He filed an appeal and 
finally the case came in revision before the High Court. ’ The 
Judge observed that here is an instance in which the Village Court 
Judges. are likely to abuse the power given to them. According to 
criminal law the accused was not bound to answer the question put 
to him. Failing to answer the question put to him, the Judge 
fined him Rs. 5. It may be said that the sentence is very simple 
and that the party cai-very well pay it, and so it does not matter. 


But it is a question which touches the character, the honour of a ; 


person. Suppose a person is convicted by a Village Panchayat 
Judge. It will affect his honour and prestige. The persons who 
preside over these Courts very often do not know even the elements 
of law. 


Shri O. C. Ninan : Is the Member aware that the Panchayat 
Courts and Bench Magistrates’ Courts in the towns and city are 
working satisfactorily ? 


Shri E. P. Varghese : My opinion is that they are not 
working satisfactorily. I have not appeared before a Panchayat 
Court or Bench Magistrate. But many of my friends have appeared. 
They and the clients are not satisfied with the justice that they get. 


{ have dealt at length on this ,matter when the question of civil ° 
jurisdiction of the Panchayat Courts was discussed in this House. : 


I am even against giving civil jurisdiction to these: Judges. There 
are Munsiffs’ Courts in our country. Why not a few more 
Munsiffs be appointed ? For the sake of progress we should not

play with justice: Administration of justice should not be - 


meddled with for the sake of progress. 


Shri O. C. Ninan : Is it the opinion of the Member that the 
_ existing Bench Magistrates’ Courts should be abolished ? , 
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Shri, E..P. Varghese : Yes. All Courts of justice must be 
vegularly constituted and persons who know the law should preside 
over them and the administration of justice shall be uniform, 
There shall not be a short cut in the matter as is proposed by this 
Bill. That is my view. | .

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Life has become so very complex. In olden days the Karna- 
vans of big families, and the Jenmies sat in their houses and 
common people came and settled their disputes.. But those 
_ days are gone. Life has become very complex and, people are very 
pwticular and conscious about their rights. I have already 
observed that I am in good company with the Judge of the Madras 
High Court who has experience of the administration of justice 
in the country, The Chief Justice of India also has warned us © 
that we should not, if possible, invest these courts with powers of 
administering justice in these days. We can do it" Jater on. 
There is no harm in waiting for two or three years. Let us see 
how they work in the administration of civil jurisdiction. Then 
it will be time for us to think of investing them with criminal juris- 
' diction.. That is my view. : - _— ‘ 
Shri O. C. Ninan : Does not the Member know that it is not 
obligatory on the part'of the Government: even after passing 
this Bill to invest these courts with criminal jurisdiction ? 
_ Shri £. P. Varghese : I understand all that. The Legis- 
‘lature is there. We are all available. When we feel that there is 
necessity to invest the Panchayat Courts with criminal jurisdiction 
we can do it by an amendment to the Bill. We do not enact a law 
-simply to keep it in abeyance, especially when we find that time 
is not ripe for such enactment. © It should be left to the _Legis- 
lature to dicide whether the time has come for legislation, We 
should not leave it to the executive. 
Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: We are at a very 
imperfect stage so far as knowledge in criminal matters is concerned. 
To invest Village Courts with criminal jurisdiction would possibly 
work hardship to the people at large. There is difference bétween 
an error of judgment in a civil case. and a criminal case. It is 

quite possible that the Village Court Judges might err in civil 
‘cases. But the consequence to the people may not be as disastrous ' 
as it would be iri criminal matters. As long as we have not prescri- 
bed any qualification for the Judges of the Village Courts, it is 4 


\ 
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matter of doubt as to how efficiently these courts are going to 
function, So far as pecuniary interests of the people ‘are con- 
cerned it may not be sodangerous to invest the Judges with’ civil 
jurisdiction because they can go in revision cand if the order is 
wrong, set it.aside and try the case. But in criminal cases when 
punishment has been actually inflicted, no amount of compensation 
would be panacea for the evil that has been done. As suggested 
by the hon. Member for Alangad, in Village Courts the Judges 
might get themselves entangled in party politics and be influenced 
by particular sections. In any case they might not have that amount 
of absolute impartiality as is expected of a Judge. We have to be 
doubly careful when we legislate on a matter which affects the 
liberty of the subjects, more so when this law is not quite sure as 
to the remedies available to a person who is aggrieved by an order 
of the: Court. So far as appeals are concerned, it appears they 
are allowed only under certain circumstances. These circum- 
stances, more or less, are on a par with the revisionary powers of 
a criminal Court. Sub-section (7) of Section 94 of the Bill says: 


‘‘No appeal shall lie against any sentence or order passed by a 
Village Court under this Section, but the District Magistrate may 
‘set aside any conviction on the ground of corruption, partiality or 
maisconduct on the part of the court, or on the ground that there 
has been a miscarriage of justice.’’? My view is that it is very difficult 
to prove these grounds. The first ground is corruption. It ‘is 
absolutely impossible for a person to prove corruption on the part 
of a Judge because we find in our every day life partiality. To prove 
that, is difficult. ‘Misconduct’ on the part of the Judge. I do not 


know what that term means. That also is very difficult to prove. , 


Then there is miscarriage of justice. These are the only remedies 
for an aggrieved subject. So we have to be. doubly careful when 
we think of conferring power on persons about whose capacity we 
are not sanguine. There is a lot of difference between conferring 
civil jurisdiction and criminal jurisdiction. Nothing is lost so far as 
civil jurisdiction is concerned, because the people involved are 
not so much’ harassed. But if a person is imprisoned, whether it 
be for one or two days, he is doomed with a stigma for the rest of 
his life, True it may be set aside in appeal. But that one day’s 
imprisonment mars his future. So we have to be very careful in 
criminal matters. So my firm view is that ‘these Village Courts 
should be completely divested of criminal jurisdiction. There 
have been cases where justice has been denied to several persons 
by our Bench Magistrates. I do not want to mention instances. 
They have come for criticism in the High Court. There are several 


< 
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cases in which it has been found that Bench Magistrates in towns 
are not exactly what they should be. In any case, nothing is lost 
by our waiting for some time and see how ‘the Village Courts are 
‘functioning in several other matters. If they show that they are 
above-board and if it is found to be a success, we can eventually 
give them pecuniary jurisdiction. There must be proper adminis- 
tration of justice and that should be above-board, I for my part 
think that it will be dangerous to entrust Village Courts, with 
criminal jurisdiction, 7 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I also feel that it. will be better in 
the present condition. of our society that the Village Courts which 
are in contemplation should not be ‘invested with criminal jurisdic- 
tion. Arguments, in the main have already been stated by hon. 
Members. Sir, Clause 5 lays down what is likely to be the composi- 
tion of a Village Court. There can be a Village Court for any village 
or a group of villages put together and Government shall nominate 
the President or the senior Judges as the case may be. To me it 
appears that it would really be unwise to give criminal jurisdiction 
to these courts that are likely to be constituted. Mention has been 
made about the existence of Panchayat Courts and Bench Magis- 
trates’ Courts. We all know that these courts, in fact, are not func- 
tioning quite satisfactorily. But even the safeguards that are avail- 


able in respect of the Bench Magistrates’ Courts and the Panchayat. 


Courts.will not be available in respect of the Village Courts that are 
in contemplation now, which are to be established throughout the 
State. In the Munsiffs’ Courts functioning in the towns we have 
got lawyers and other persons who have experience. In several 
Bench Magistrates’ Courts you will find a fair proportion of lawyers 
functioning as Judges. Naturally in the villages, persons will be 
.selected on the recommendation of the party. It is not at all likely 
that these persons will possess the qualifications of lawyers. If we are 
investing these Village Courts with criminal jurisdiction we cannot 


expect to get pursons possessing all‘these elements.: These elements. 


will be wanting in them. In the case of the Bench Magistrates and 
Panchayat Judges in the. town, at least the Tahsildars have direct 
knowledge of the persons recommended to be made Judges. . But 
here, in the case of Village Courts Government will have to rely on 
the recommendation of the Proverthicars. Otherwise, how can 
we take a selection ? Even the Tahsildars may not know, the occu- 
pants of the villages and naturally the Proverthicars will be the 
authority to select the Judges.. We can more or less understand that 
the nominations will be based on partiality, personal influence, 


and so on, . 8

{Shri A, Thanu pillai] ; 


Another thing has been pointed out by previous speakers that 
there are factions in the village. We cannot easily get persons who 
can be expected to rise above party cliques and factions in the villages 
to become Judges. In the first place there will be want of knowledge, 
Second thing is the factious spirit. Look at the number of persons 
- who have been made Judges. How can we judge a person whether 
“he has the requisite equipment and character along with the pre- 

paredness to spare the necessaty time. A Judge should have all these 
qualities combined together. The Judges should have the, requisite 
knowledge and character. Added to that they should be prepared to: 
spend the requisite time. In the present state of our society, I think 
it is too much to presume that there will be enough men possessing 
these qualifications to be made Judges, What is it that we are going 
to lose if we do not invest these Courts with criminal jurisdiction? 
Therefore, personally I think the mover. of the Bill can very well 
agree to have this provision. Mr. E. P, Varghese referred to the 
Chief Justice of India. Everyone of us really feel that it is too early 
to invest these courts with. criminal jurisdiction. At any rate we 
are not sure when these courts will begin to function properly, As 
things stand now, it is too early to presume that these courts will 
function satisfactorily. In respect of certain cases the punishment ~ 
that these Judges can inflict is only fne. Then Sir, he has to declare 
that a man has been guilty however trivial it may be. That is a matter 
. which has to be done with very great care. Animosities will certainly 
develop particularly when the Judge, without any special qualification, 
without any special equipment, so far ay the accused can see, condemns 
any of his neighbours. These things will lead to all manner of diffi- 
culties in village life. Village life itself will be ruined. We can 
_ know how factions arise as a result of elections. Hereafter we are 
going to have contested elections throughout the State. Elections 
will be conducted in a narrow sphere throughout these Village Pan-._ 
chayats. - It will necessarily create faction. Party cliques will spring 
up. There might be cases in which a-particular person is involved 
and then the Judge may belong to the rival party. Then he might 
want to wreak vengeance on the person. We will not be able to 
meet people who can be expected to rise above all these feelings. 
All these will create unnecessary. faction and animosities in the village. 
And then, I.am afraid, it will bring great discredit on the administra- 
tion of justice. If any part of administration of justice is discredited, 
that will have its repercussions up to the highest courts. I have not 
«made deep study on the matter; but I do not think it is necessary at 
present to invest the Village Courts with criminal jurisdiction: | 
agree with Mr. E. P. Varghese when he'said ‘let us wait’. Let us not 
commit ourselves and then make it necessary for us to recede, Let 
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us stop and see how these courts function. Let us not take a lead in 
this matter. The mover of the Bill will see his way to desist from 
this step and wait to see how things are done. Let us see whether 
the civil jurisdiction is properly exercised. Then we will take the 
question of investing these Courts with criminal jurisdiction.

Shri A. J. John : ‘Provided that notice of the dedication 

is given in the prescribed manner to the licensing officer’ 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I also support the intro- 
duction of the Bill and in doing so, I would like to point out one or 
two facts. The definition of ‘‘bull’’ includes a buffalobull. There 
are provisions for compulsory castration and the licensing of bulls 
which have attained a certain age. By implication it may mean that 
if a bull is to serve as a sced bull, it will have to be licensed. The 
provisions for licensing and compulsory castration in the Bill indicate 
to a large extent the purport of the Bill is for the breeding of good 

* cattle and thus increase the cattle wealth of the country. That seems 
to be the whole purpose of the Bill as far as 1 understand the matter. 
In this context, | would like Government to consider the feasibility 
of extending the scope of this Bill. Since the Title of the Bill is 
called the Travancore-Cochin Live-stock Improvement Bill and the 
Preamble says, ‘‘whereas it is expedient to provide for the improve- 
ment of live-stock in the State of Travancore-Cochin,” the acknow- 
ledged object is improvement of cattle wealth. So I would ask the 
Government to take into consideration whether the scope of the Bill 
cannot be further. extended to help the improvement of live-stock 
in all its aspects in this State. Especially in view of the directive 
principles contained in the Constitution under which we are function- 
ing [refer to Article 48 which says, 
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“The State shall endeavour to organise agriculture and 
animal husbandry on modern and scientific lines and 
shall, in particular, ‘take steps for preserving and 
improving the breeds, and prohibiting the slaughter of 
cows and calves and other milch and draught cattle.”” 

I would request the Select Committee and the Government to 
think seriously whether they cannot extend the ambit of, this legisla- 
tion so as to bring it in consonance with the directive principles laid 
down in the Constitution to which we have solemnly sworn adherence. 
That is an aspect which cannot be lost sight of. We should not only 
provide for the improvement of the breed of cattle but also for 
preserving the existing breeds and for increasing the cattle wealth 
in the country. That is the principle which has been accepted. 
For an agricultural country like India, one of the primary duties of 
Government is to preserve cattle and encourage animal husbandry. 
Therefore it legitimately falls within the scope of the Select Committee 
to think about it. Now the Bill has been introduced and this is the 
best opportunity to consider the matter. The definition of the 
bull is a clear pointer. The title of the Bill is labelled as live-stock 
improvement. These aspects must be taken in the fullest sense of 
the terth. Improvement should be an all-round improvement for 
bringing about a better condition in animal husbandry in the State. 


Then there are certain provisions in the Bill as pointed out by my 
friends which require a cldse examination. . . 


Mr. Speaker : Is it to be understood that according to the 
directive principles laid down in the Constitution, some clause is to 
be introduced for prohibiting the slaughter of cows and calves ? 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: 1am not at the present moment 
at that point. What I said was the Select Committee should apply 
their mind to that aspect of the matter. 

Mr. Speaker : In that way, let us be clear about the work of 
the Select Committee ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That also is aimed at. The 
Preamble reads, ‘whereas it is expedient to provide for the improve- 
ment of live-stock’’ etc. Nowhere do we find legislation having been 
undertaken for seed bulls. This is the first attempt of the kind. 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Will it not further 
implement the aims of the Constitution if goats are also included ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 just referred Art. 48 of the 
Constitution for consideration by the Select Committee and Goyern- 
ment and wanted them to apply their minds to this particular aspect 
of the matter. Provisions of the Live-stock Improvement Bill have 
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to be thought of in the light of the Article pointed out by me. -have | 
_ not yet exercised my mind on that. I have no definite proposition 
to lay before the House on this aspect now. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: May I ask the 
Member whether inclusion of goats also would not further implement 
the object of the Constitution ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I am for extending the scope 

_of the Bill as outlined under Art. 48 of the Constitution. 
ae" Mr. Speaker : Is not goat an animal ? 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: But it is not a bull which alone 
is defined in the Bill. Art. 48 refers to animal husbandry and taking 
of steps for improving the cattle wealth by certain method, namely

Shri O..C. Ninan : But in the Bill nothing is said about the 
_ slaughtering of the animal. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Inever said that no cattle shall 
be slaughtered. My friend seems to be under a misconception and 
I am sorry to note that. ‘‘The State shall endeavour to organise 
agriculture and animal husbandry on modern and scientific lines and 
shall, in particular, take steps for preserving ‘ind improving the 
breeds and prohibiting the slaughter of cows and calves and other 
milch and draught cattle,’’ is the text of the provision under the 
Constitution. Nowhere is envisaged total prohibition of cow 
slaughter, and so why should we drag in that idea ? 

Shri O. C. Ninan: Is it not possible to legislate on that so 
as to be in consonance with that Article of the Constitution ? 

Shri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Preservation, protection * and 

improvement of stock, etc. come under the State List. We can.also 
legislate on expropriation of lands. 
‘. Myr. Speaker: The object of the Bill being improvement of 
live-stock, is it not possible for the Select Committee to make a 
provision for prohibiting cow slaughter and thereby improve the 
live-stock ? . : i 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Prohibition of certain classes 
of cattle from being slaughtered can be thought of. What is con- 
templated under Art. 48 is not the wholesale prohibition of cow” 
slaughter. Slaughter as a whole is not envisaged. What is envisaged 
is to control live-stock so as to improve its breed and organise animal 
husbandry in the State. Prohibition of slaughter of cows is also 
mentioned. ; 


Mr. Speaker : The purpose of the Bill is to improve the 
breed of cattle, The Select Committee can provide a clause for 
prohibition and bring about an improvement in the breed. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That can be. With my limited 
knowledge, what I wish to point out is,. there is the Vechur breed 
of cattle now becoming extinct. Government will be right in 
saying that cows and bulls of that breed shall not be slaughtered. 
My idea is whether this bill cannot be remodelled as to fall in line 
with the directive ptinciple contained in Art. 48 of the Constitu- 
tion, That is my suggestion, 


There is the penalty clause which says that when a person served 
with a notice fails to inform the contents of the notice to the owner 
of a cow, he shall be liable to indemnify the owner against any loss the 
owner may sustain by reason of such failure. That is hard. That 
requires modification. - . 


Another fundamental defect which I found was absence of pro- 
vision for grazing. grounds. Pasture lands should be provided for. 
The Select Committee can bestow attention on that matter and 
provide for pasture lands in villages and other details connected with”, 
it. That will go’a great way for improving the condition of live-stock _ 
in the comntry. a . 

. [have next to refer to the comments that my friend from Kalloo- 
para made in the House. He referred to section-21 of the Bill and 
suggested the grant of license for dedicated bulls. Very often points 
are suggested which will cut against the fundamental rights of the 
Citizen and-that in relation to religious matters. ‘Clause rg of the 
Constitution says that ‘‘subject to public order, decency or. morality, ~ 
all persons are entitled to freedom of conscience, of the right to 

-profess:religion,”” and so on. According to the Bill, Clause 21 says 
that nothing shall apply to a. bull dedicated in good faith. 


Shri O. C. Nainan: May I inform the Member’ that-I.did 
not say a word about religious usage or about fundamental right. 


~ Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The suggestion of licence: is 
itself a. curtailment of fundamental rights. 
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Mr. Speaker : That was not his line of argument. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : From what I have understood, 
that curtails a religious right, that is my point. Section 21 clearly 
says : : . 


‘‘Nothing contained in this Act shall apply to a bull dedicated 
in good faith to a religious purpose in accordance with 
any religious usage or custom, provided that notice of 
the dedication is given in the prescribed manner to the 
licensing officer.”’ 


According to me, no restriction can be placed on such right. The 
suggestion, coming as it does from a senior Member of the House and 
a lawyer.of standing, and also because the hon. Member is occupying 
an important place in the executive of the Ruling Party, surprised © 
me, and I cannot agree. in that view. Iam afraid he has been callous 
in suggesting that and adopting that line of argument. When he 
transacts business on behalf of Government, he has come up with a 
specific suggestion to restrict a religious right by legislation. At 
any rate I do not see eye to eye with that point of view. I did not 
expect it from him. I welcome this Bill and commend the motio: 
for referring it to the Select Committee. :

use mong the members or open to the public or public museum 
and galleries of painting and other works of art, collection of natural 
history, mechanical and philosophical inventions, instruments or 
designs. 

An Act for this purposes already exists on the Statute Book of 
India, It is Act XXI of 1860. A similar Statute existed on the 
Statute Book of Cochin which was the Cochin Act Il of 1080, In 
Travancore there is no similar legislation. The result is that in. 

. Travancore, if a group of people want to register an association for 
any social, philosophic, scientific, literary, artistic or other purposes, 
they are to register such association under the Companies Act of 
today, That was found to be a lacuna and it was considered desirable 
by Government that there should be on the Statute Book of Travan- 
core~Cochin a law for the registration of such societies. In preparing 
the Bill, however, the provisions of the Cochin Act have been closely 
followed. The Cochin Act of 1080 was almost a reproduction of 
the Indian Act, But in the year 1118, certain amendments were 
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introduced in the Cochin Act. It is therefore necessary to consider 
how far those amendments should be incorporated in the Travancore- 
Cochin Act as well, because there is wide departure from the Indian 
Act, I therefore propose that the Bill be referred to a Select 
Committee consisting of the following Members :

The House rose for lunch at 1 p.m. and re-assembled at 
2 B, M, with Mr. Speaker. in the Chair, 
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The Travancore-Cochin Public Service Commission 
(Consultation) Regulations, 1952. 


Mr. Speaker : Now the House will start discussion on the 


2P.M Travancore-Cochin Public Service Commission (Consulta- 
"“" tion) Regulations, r9¢2. 


The discussion shall end at sO’ Clock. At 5 O’ Clock these 
Regulations will stand adopted by the House, of course, subject to 
the amendments that may be accepted by the House. I have received 
‘a number of amendments and, therefore, it will be convenient if 
hon. Members come to some sort of agreement and carry on the 
discussion. . 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair : Suppose we do not 
exhaust all the amendments ? 


Mr. Speaker: The rest will lapse. 
Do you move the first amendment, Mr. R. Gangadharan ? 
Shri R. Gangadharan : Yes, Imove : a 
‘*The Travancore-Cochin Public Service Commission 
(Consultation) Regulations 1952, be repealed,” 
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Shri E, P. Varghese : 1 support the motion before the 
House; that is, The Travancore-Cochin Public Service Commission 
(Consultation) Regulations 1952, be deleted. I do so with all the 
earnestness, with all the sincerity and with all the emphasis that 
"can command. This Public Service has been a burning question 
for the past several years. Twenty years ago, when I entered the 
Legislature this was the main subject of controvercy.’ Then I remem. 


ber, the hon. Chief Minister was second to none in the advocacy for. 


the appointment of a Public Service Commission. Public Service 
should not be left to the whims and fancies of the executive was the 
contention of the minorities; Not only the hon. Chief Minister, 
but the former Chief Minister, Shri C. Kesavan, was also one of the 
prominent members who strongly advocate the cause. Since then 
the Constitution has come. As a result of continued agitation for 
years the Public Service Commission came into existence in Travan. 
core. It was the first Public Service Commission. 1 too had the 
ood fortune to join hands with the Chief Minister and others in that 
demand. The hon. Chief Minister was then very alert on the subject, 
Now Sir, he has become the Head of the Executive and I have remained 
of the. earth, earthy. So he has changed his views, but my views 
yemain the same. I find, that what he once advocated for, he does 
not now support. He feels that. the executive must have enough 
ower and patronage in their hands. They must have power i 
their hands in the matter of appointments, promotions, etc. But | 


hold a different opinion. 
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If there is any salutary provision in the Constitution, excluding | 
Part I][—Fundamental Rights—it is this provision regarding Public 
Service Commission, contained in Part XIV. It is a Constitution 
which we have given to ourselves. However awkward or however 
’ irksome or however inconvenient some provisions of the Constitution 
we may find, when we come to power, we are still bound to honour 
that Constitution by observing its provisions to the very letter and 
spirit. Sir, [have also a great doubt whether this regulation, as it is,” 
is within the Constitution, because | find that in article 320 (3), it 
is stated that ‘‘The Union Public Service Commission or the State 
Public Service Commission, as the case may be, shall be consulted, 


‘*(a)_ on all matters relating to methods of recruitment to 
civil services and for civil posts ;’’ etc. 


In all the sub-clauses, clauses (a) to (e), we find the expressions, 
‘civil posts and civil services.’ But when we come to the proviso under 
which this regulation is made, we find 


“Provided that the President as respects the All-India’ 
services and also as respects other services and posts 
jn connection with the affairs of the Union, and the 
Governor or Rajpramukh, as the case may be, as 
respects other services and posts in connection with 
the affairs of a State, may-make regulations specifying 
the matters in which either generally, or in any parti- 
cular class of case or in any particular circumstances, 
it shall not be necessary for a Public Service Commission 
to be consulted.’’ 


There is no mention “‘civil services’’ in that proviso. It is only 
stated ‘other services and posts in connection with the affairs of a 
State,’’ etc. So, } doubt whether under that proviso, civil services 
can be exempted from the purview of the Public Service Commission,. 
because’ that word, ‘‘civil services’? mentioned in all the sub-clauses 
(a) to (e) of article 320 (3), is not found in the pioviso. That is 
one of my objections. I have got a serious doubt whether if we enact: 

this regulation, it will not be ultra vires of the Constitution. 


Secondly, looking at the provisions of this Regulation we find 
. they practically nullify the very purpose of the Public Service Com- 
mission. As I said, the Commission is one of the great safeguards 
against the vagaries of the executive. Democracy has come in, and 
it has to function as a party Government. It is necessary, therefore, 
that the Public Service should be above parties and politicians. , There- 
fore it is that a Public Service Commission has been provided for 


‘ 
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in the Constitution itself and the members of the Public Service 
Commission have been given a very high status. We may appoint 
them, but we cannot remove them. A very elaborate procedure has to 
be adopted for removing them, and in fact we may say it is well-nigh 
impossible to remove a membér of the Public Service Commission. 
So, the Public Service Commission has been placed on a very high 
pedestal. It is a sacred or sacrosanct body as it were. The Public 
Service Commission has been considered by the framers of our Con- 
stitution to be.above ordinary party politics, and that it must be 
placed outside the hands of the executive or the legislature or even 
‘the judiciary. It has been in fact handed over to a separate body.as 
high and responsible as the judiciary itself. So, we should be very 
careful in meddling with it. But what we find now is‘that the whole 
‘thing is practically scrapped. A very substantial power that has 
been given, ‘to the Public Service Commission is being taken up by 
the executive. I cannot subscribe to this, whatever might be my 
leanings towards my friends on the opposite side. We are interested 
in the running of good government—both of us, on this side and on 
the other side—and I appeal to the Members on the other side to 
see that no such inroad is made into the Public Service Commission 
and the Constitution. The Commission may be or may not be 
working well, but that is a different affair-and it may be due to the 
personnel chosen for the Commission,—but the Public Service 
Commission as.a body is a very high and responsible body. It has . 
been invested with certain powers. Why? It is in the interests 
of the public service itself as well as in the interests of the country 
as a whole, that the Public Service Commission should be above 
party politics. Otherwise, when a particular party is in power, 
it might put in its own men in power, and when another party is 
in power, it might appoint its own .men in crucial posts. It is to 
avoid these that the Public Service Commission has to be above party 
politics. But now, in all these things; many of the vital things, the 
regulation seems to take away from the Public Service Commission. 
As the hon. Mover pointed out, if we look into Annexure 2, yery 
important things are sought to be taken away from the hands ‘of the 
Public Service Commission. Why? Is it because the Public 
’ Service Comimiission is not functioning properly ? As some hon. - 
Members mentioned in the coursé of their speeches the Government 
went against the recommendations of the Public Service Commission, 
because they thought the reconumendations were not right and proper. 
Well, if that is so, what is the guarantee that the appointments made . . 
by the Ministry are right ? Anyhow, whatever may be the results, 
the Constitution has provided for a Public Service Commission, and — 
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we find now that the shadow of the Commission is kept up and the 
substance taken away, by such powers as the Government have for- 
mulated in the regulations. There may, of course, be some cases 
in which it may not be or will not be possible for the Government to 
consult the Public Service Commission owing to the exigencies of 
the service, lack of time, and so on. There are also, of course, one 
or two appointments mentioned here which may be taken away from 
the purview of the Commission, namely, the private Secretaries of 
the Ministers. But I do not think that they have ever been appointed 
on the recommendations of the Public Service Commission. But 
most of the cases-90 per cent. of the cases-of appointments which. 
are sought to be excluded from the purview of the Public Service 
Commission are certainly not appointments which have to be taken 
away. It may be that the Public Service Commission might be 
_ erring, but that is not our look-out. We have to stick to, the Constitu- 
tion and if we find that the provisions of the Constitution cannot be 
worked, then it will be time for us to think of amending the Constitu- 
tion. Because the Ministers have not got sufficient patronage for 
appointments they should take this step, is not reasonable. I do not 
think that is the reason, and the Ministers will say so. Still, when 
we see that Ministers desire to have sufficient patronage in respect of 
appointments, they will say that it is not easy to appoint persons to « 
’ such and such posts after consulting the Public Service Commission, 
and the powers must be given to them, There is the Constitution 
under which we have to work and which we have given to ourselves. 
If we take up the responsibilities under that Constitution, we must 
be prepared to take all that is in it, whether we like them or not. 
So it is that I object to this regulation being passed, I know what the 
Service Commission has done and should do. I have got 20 years- 
experience in the legislature and many of my friends on the opposite 
. side know it. They know, and everybody knows, that public service 
has been the apple of discord in the State. It has been the cause of a 
lot of communal bickerings, if I may say so, and with the coming of 
democracy and with the constitution of the Public Service Commission 
we thought we will be free from all this trouble. For 20 years, the 
agitation has been there for taking away the powers of appointment 
from the executive and giving them to.an impartial body, That has 
been done, and the safeguards liave been guaranteed by the provisions 
in the Constitution, through the constitution of a Service Commission. 
Now, why should we be parties to nullify the effect of that salutary 
provision in the Constitution ? I,won’t go into the details now, 
because, most probably amendments may be moved. There was this 
morning a good gesture, and there was a good precedence set up by’ 
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the Treasury Benches. The hon. Minister for Home Affairs accepted 
the atnendment for deletion of the criminal jurisdiction clause from 
the Village Courts Bill, Well, Sir, there was considerable volume 
of opinion in the House in favour of the amendment and the general 
view of the. House was that it would not be good, The Minister 
agreed. That ts the way, Sir, democracy should work, not by 
numbers alone but by yielding to reason, come from any side-opposi- 
tion or otherwise. So, Sir, I think we must follow the salutary pro- 
visions of the Constitution. . 


Now, let us look at the history of the Public Service in the State. 
Even now, we find that the backward communities are not satisfied 
with the provisions that we have made. Government have gone 
outside the Public Service Commission’s recommendations many a 
time, I find out of 2,800 appointments made, 1,897 went to the 
forward classes, 827 to the backward classes and 77 to the scheduled 
castes, whereas it should have been only 1,120 to the forward classes, 
1,400 to the backward communities and 280 to the scheduled castes. 
In spite of the Public Service Commission, the Government have gone 
on their own way. They have been doing perhaps unconstitutional 
things. Anyhow, now they want to do it with the sanction of law 
behind them. I ask hon. Members in this House, without any - 
difference of party, whether it will be in the interests of this State 
to proceed on the lines which are a negation of the provisions of the 
Constitution ? Sixty per cent. of the population of this State is 
composed of backward communities and scheduled classes. Should 
the Public Service Commission rules as modified by this regulation 
be allowed to undermine their interests ? I would appeal to the 
Government not to press this regulation. It is provided for in the 
Regulation to appoint the private secretaries of the Ministers without 
consulting the Public Service Commission, Does it nican that till 
now they have been appointing their Secretaries in consultation with 
the Public Service Commission—I do not think. Well, we can under- 
stand that. But what about the other things—there are SO many 
appointments which they want to exclude from the consultation of 
the Public Service Commission. They are very important appoint- 
ments, J think this House will be, strictly speaking, going against 
the Constitution and would become a party to undermine the Con- 
stitution, and the salutary provisions contained in it, for the welfare 
of the State, for the welfare of all concerned, especially the backward 
communities. I, Sir, as one belonging to the backward communities 
(Latin Catholics), know what the Public Service Commission have 
been doing for the backward classes, and I have to say something on 
that, After 20 years of constant cry we do not find conditions better, 
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We find that it is communal rivalry that is going on. The Public 
Service Commission also is, so to say, an abridged cdition of the 
Cabinet. To me, it seems that the. Public Service Commission 
should have, as Members, men from the backward communities, sa 
a Muslim, a Latin catholic and a Scheduled class. ven with their 
sense of fairness, they will err. Human considerations and failings, 
there will be, But if the Comimission is composed of the backward 
classes even their”partiality will only advance the cause‘of the poorly 
represented clesses in the service.. But, now, Sir, we find that the 
backward classes are still in the same position as before. Perhaps 
one community numerically stronger than the others has perhaps 
been able to come up a bit, but others still remain where they were. 
Should that be ever so? If the powers of the Commission are 
reduced we will suffer. I support the motion for the deletion, 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : I would also support the motion 
of my friend Mr. Gangadharan. In doing so, I may say that the 
Public service is the backbone of the administration. Adiminist- 
ration will depend upon of the integrity and the capacity of the 
Public Service. Sir, in the Constitution, the Public Service 
Commission, like the Judiciary, is given a very important position, 
It is considered to be an institution above all party: politics, above 
all influence, and an institution that is independent. The Service - 
Commission is entitled to act on the basis of the rules that may be 
Jaid down and it is expected to be strictly impartial and independent. 
There is a salutary provision in the Constitution that when a State 
Government finds it impossible to accept the recommendations of the 
Public Service Commission, they will have to record their reasons 
for*so doing and place them before the House for public criticism, 
The activities of the Commission in the form of Report are also to 
be placed before. the House for discussion. At the same time, if 
the Government have deviated from, or disagreed with their re- 
commendations,’ Government have to record their reasons for such 
a step and place them before the House. These two provisions co 
hand in hand to ensure the irnpartiality and independence of the 
Commission and to secure public confidence for it. Unifortunately, 
let us see what is happening in our country on that matter. It has 
been admitted that the report of the Commission for 192° has been 
_received by Government but the report and the review on tht has 
not been: placed before the House. - It was conceded by Members of 
the Tréasury Berich that they have disagreed with the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission. The Government have acted against the 
recommendations of the Commission and have made their own appo- 
intments, What does that show? The Government are not following 


+ 
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the recommendations of the Commission. On the other hand, they 
are compelled by necessity to veto their recommendations and as a 
consequence make their ewn appointments, But they ‘have not 
recorded their reasons for it nor have they placed. them before the 
House. What does that indicate? That clearly indicates a kind 
of want of respect towards the_activities of the Commission, The 
executive should not to take up such an attitude. With this in 


‘mind, let us examine the present Regulations placed before the House, 


The first sentence reads ; 


“In supersession of the Regulations published under Noti- 
fication No. S. 2-18634-s1-C. 8, dated the 27th 
October 1951 and Notification No. CP 2-54,90-52-D.D, 
dated the roth June 1952, His Highness the Rajpramukh 
of Travancore-Cochin hereby makes the following 
regulations,”’ 


Sir, the Members of the House may remember that on rst July 1952 
Regulation dated the roth June was placed before the House and the 
House discussed it: Does any hon. Member of the House remember 


_ that the Regulation which was passed in 1951 was ever placed for 


discussion here in 1951? <I find from a perusal of the records that it 


_ was placed before the House on 30th October 1952. The regulation 


passed on 27th October 1951 was placed before us on yoth October 
1952. It has taken a full year for placing it here for discussion. 
Regulation passed in 1951 was placed’ before the House in 1952. 
Even now I have my own serious doubts, whether in view ‘of the 


. phraseology of the Article that Regulations passed under the Proviso 


should be placed before the House as soon as may be, those are the 
words used—the 1951 Regulation is valid in law, I ask, ‘whether 
the Government are justified in withholding for one year the regula- 
tions that were passed, from placing thern for the consideration of 


“the House. In the meanwhile two sessions of the legislature had 


intervened, Is it justifiable ? That is the approach of Government 
towards the working of the Commission. That is the kind of power 
exercised hy Government on the working of the Public Service 
Commission. Regulation dated the 27th March 1951 reads : 


_ “Tt shall not be necessary for the Commission to be consulted 
in regard to the making of any appointment to any post 
the terms of which are to be governed by contracts ;’’ 


Sir, appointments by contract is placed outside the jurisdiction of 
the Commission. All right, I ask, has that been intimated to this 


’ 
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House ? The mere fact that necessity arose for Government to make 
- a regulation of this nature shows that theré were differences of opinion 
between the executive and the Public Service Commission. The 
matter is one relating to the terms of contract and the selection of 
personnel. There might have been difference of opinion between 
the executive and the Commission. But advantage was taken of the 
proviso contained under Art. 320 of the Constitution, to promulgate 
_the regulation and to make it beyond the purview of the Commission 
‘and the Government secured the right of making appointments, | 
am forced to come to the conclusion that the attitude of the exe- 
cutive towards the commission and the rights exercised by the com- 
mission are not conduce of the growth of the convention,namely, that 
appointments in the services should be vested in the Public Service 
Commission. On the other hand, what we have been able to under- 
stand so far, is that there is a tendency on the part of the executive 
to secure the power of appointments and deprive the Commission 
of their legitimate duties in this matter. I endorse all’that has been 
said on the point by my friend Mr. E. P. Varghese. Iam also con- 
vinced that in the matter of communal representation in public service 
the Government did not agree with the opinign of the Commission. 
Somehow or other, a genuine feeling of confidence has to be created 
among the public in this matter. The framers of the, Constitution 
provided that there should be in existence an independent Public 
Service Commission, That body alone should be responsible for 
service recruitment and to the well being of the service at large. 
There may be situations in which the public or the Government may 
not have that confidence in the Commission and its working in the . 
matter of recruitment to appointments. Such occasions will be very 
rare. But if there are things radically wrong with the Commission, 
there is no necessity to hide matters. That position must be faced. 
But the situation here is different. Gentlemen at the helm of affairs 
of the Public Service Commission are expected to be fair and above. 
suspicion. They must do things with a due sense of responsibility. 
People who had experience in the judiciary ate occupying such 
offices. If anything goes wrong, there are remedies for that. When 
such difficulties arise, there are provisions in the Constitution to 
rectify it. But the power of the Commission should not in any way 
be reduced. The Government have done that. It is unreasonable 
. and unwise according to me. I agree with the opinion of Mr. E. P. 
. Varghese in thinking that the proviso does not give power to Govern- 
ment to include the Civil Service appointments in these Regulations,. 
The wording is very clear. It reads’ :. ° 
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‘Provided that the President as respects, the All India 
Services and also as respects other services and posts 


in connection with the affairs of the Union... .’’ etc. 


When that refers to the Rajpramukh or the Governor, the wording is: 


**And the Governor or Rajpramukh, as the case may be, as 
respects other services and posts in connection with 
the affairs of a State, may make regulations. ..,”” etc, 


So, as respects the All India Services, the power is vested with the 
President but also of other services as well. The Governor, or the 
Rajpramukh has,powers over other services but not over civil services. 
_ For there is no specific mention of powers regarding the Civil services. 
Considering all the circumstances involved in the. matter, I am of the 
view that the regulations passed by Government are quite unnecessary 
and as such, regulations of this nature cannot be accepted. 


Shri T. K. Krishnan : Sir, [ support the amendment. When 
I read the regulation, my natural reaction was “‘The Public Service 
Commission is dead; long live the Public Service Commission.’’ 
These regulations virtually strangulate the spirit of the Public Service 
Commission. Sir, the Public Service Commission was instituted 
_with the purpose of safeguarding the interests of the services. That 
is why the Commission was elevated to such a high status. It is as ‘ 
independent of the Executive as the High Court of the State. The 
framers of the Constitution meant that the Commission should be 
above party politics because the services must be safe from spheres 
of influence and political wire-pulling. The services must feel a 
sense of security and they must be free to discharge their responsi- - 
bilities without fear or favour. And a body like the Public Service 
Commission was invented to act as their guardian angel. - 


But these regulations, Sir, cut at the very root of this noble 
purpose. These’ regulations strip the Commission of most of its 
powers. Hereafter, most of the coveted appointments will be made 
‘ by the Ministers and their minions. Thus, bereft of all its salient 
features, it willremain a shadow without a substance. 


If the regulation are adopted, the services will be thrown to the 
mercy of these ‘‘Sultans of the Secretariat.’’ If the regulations are 
adopted the services will have to bow to the whims and fancies of the 
ministerial henchmen. It will be a sorry state of affairs if our services 
are to dance to the tunes of these Ministers. According to me, the 
appointments are to be made by Ministers and others only in extra- 
ordinary circumstances. In the normal course all the appointments 
must be made by the Public Service Commission, 


No 
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Sir, when I refer to the Public Service Commission, I have no 
illusion about the present Public Service Commission. 1 know what | 
it is, and every one knows what a servile role it plays. The present 
Public Service Commniission is a willing tool in the hands of a Minist 
for its nepotism and jobbery, When I say that the Public Service 
Commission should not be shorn of its powers, I have in mind q - 
Public Service Commission as it should be and not as it is. Sir, the 
‘regulations clothe the Ministers with so many powers as do not obtain 
in any other State. I had the occasion to go through similar regula- 
tions of Madras and Bombay. For example, according to the Madras 
regulation, only the appointments of the Secretary to the Legal 
Department and Remembrancer of Legal: Affairs, .temporary post 
of the Assistant Secretary of the Central Road Traffic Board and 
Under Secretary to the Government in the Legal Department are 
brought outside the purview of the Public Service Cormmission. But 
here all Secretaries are to be appointed without consulting the Public 
Service Commission, 


If these regulations are adopted, the Public Service Commission 
will be just like-a body recruiting the lower officers, say, recruiting 
coolies to the Assam Labour Unit. So I appeal to the good sense of 
the House to veto the regulations. : 


(Shri K, J. Thomas rose to speak) 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I move that the question be 
now put in view of the fact that you have allowed only three hours 
for full discussion of the matter, and so that there may be time for 
discussing the rest. 


Mr, Speaker : But nobody from this side has spoken, 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Ifso, another day may be allotted for 
this purpose, There are a large number of amendments to be dis- 
cussed. - 

Mr. Speaker: The business has to be closed ‘within the.

Regulation 3 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : Sir, my amendment is as follows : 


‘In clause (b) of Regulation 3, omit the words ‘and other

3 Le to the Commission.’’ 


Sir, clause (b) reads as follows: 


‘fas respects any of the matters mentioned in sub-clauses 
(a) and (b) of clause (3) of Article 320 of the Constitution 
in the case of posts specified in Annexure II to these Regu- 
lations and other posts in respect of which the State Govern- 
ment may, with the concurrence of the Commission, 
direct that appointments may be made without reference 
to the Cominission.”’ St 


Sir, the latter portion does not enumerate the posts whith do 
not require the selection of the Public Service Commission, That 
is'a wide authority that is being taken by Government. It is not 
known which all appointments are being made directly by the Com- 
mission or directly by the Government. The purpose of the proviso 
itself is for specific mention of the class of services which are excluded 
from the jurisdiction of the Public Service Commission. The 
posts. that are to be recruited by. the Public Service Commission - 
and the places thac will be recruited by the Government, should be 
enumerated so that the public may judge which classes of appointments 
are made by Government and which classes are made by the Public: 
Service Commission and there may be public criticism if the authority 
is not properly exercised. Now, an omnibus provision is put in 
that in respect of certain posts, with the concurrence of the Public 
Service Commission the power of appointment is to be vested with 

_ Government. The public are not in the. know of things. It will 
_heyer come to the notice of the public. That is a deprivation 
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of the rights of the public. The public have a right to know which 
class of appointments are being done direct by the Executive and 
which class of appointments are made by the Public Service Commis- 
sion. If we accept this clause as it is, Government may make 
appointments without reference to the Public Service Commission 
and say that they have the concurrence of the Commission. There- 
fore, it is absolutely necessary. that this portion should be omitted. 
So I move this amendment. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Sir, I have also tabled a similar amend- 
ment, I support the amendment, because as put by the hon. Mover 
here, it is an omnibus clause. Hereafter they can say. that the 
Public Service Commission has agreed. ‘‘Other posts in respect 
of which the State Government may, with the concurrence of the 
Commission, direct that appointments may be made without reference 
to the Commission.’’ So the provisions in section 320 (3) (a) to 
(e) are nullified. I cannot understand how one can agree to that, 
As and when Government are making regulations, let us at least 
be told what it is and be given an opportunity to express our views 
on the matter, however ineffective it may be. If we. pass this clause 
3 (b) as it is, without this amendment, I think we will be completely 
giving up the whole right to the Government to do what they like 
in Public Service. It is enough if they get the concurrence of the 
Public Service Commission. 


Mr. Speaker : According to the Member, is the Public 
Service Commission ready to concur with anything ? 


Shri E. P. Varghese : It may be, or it may not be. Sometimes, 
if they do not concur, Government have got the powers to override, 
as they have been doing hitherto. Here it is said ‘‘with the con- 
currence of the Commission.’’ Sometimes, they may not concur, 
But still, my submission is that it is not the concurrence of ‘the 
Commission that should be the deciding factor but it is concurrence 
of this House. ‘ 

On these grounds, I support the amendment. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair :. Sir, I also support the amendment. 
If the amendment suggested ‘by Mr. Nataraja Pillai is not accepted, 
it will be giving great .powers to the Government. For all 
other appointments which the Public Service Commission have 
concurred with, to delegate their powers to the Cabinet or the. - 
executive, the Government will have power to make those appoint- 
ments. That is what is stated-in the Regulations, Under the 
provisions’ of the Constitution, the: Public Service Commission is 
' to-consist of members of whom af least two- are nominated by the 
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Government and who had also held office under the Government 
for about a period of ten years, That means the Public Service Com- 
mission as it stands at present, is one which will be subordinate 
to the Executive, and to be more precise, to the Cabinet in power. 
At present, the Public Service Commission consists of persons 
appointed by the party in power which had been in power for the 
last five years. The party’s nominees are occupying places of vantage 
in the Public Service Commission and they will continue to occupy 
that position, because under the Constitution their position is secure 
for 6 years. The question for consideration is whether they have 
by their appointment or elevation to the Public Service Commission 
got that status, that dignity and independence which we expected 
of them when the Constitution was framed. Of course, what the 
framers of the Constitution wanted, was an independent Public 
Service Commission, free from political or party affiliations. But 
unfortunately, our experience has been that this Public Serv ce Com- 
mission is neither free from party affiliations not independent nor 
even honest, 

Mr. Speaker : Since the appointment of this Commission, 
a general election took place, and some other party came into power. 
Is it the argument of the hon. Member that the Public Service Com- 
mission should be disbanded ? 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair : Unfortunately in India, when the 
British Imperialists left this country, they gave a heaven-born 
service—I.C.S. They are neither heaven-born nor. independent. 
Till the Britishers left this country, the I.C.S. men were regarded 
as persons who were very subservient to the British. They were 
persons supporting the British Government and. condemning the 
Congress that was trying to wrest power from the British. What 
happened after that was the very same heaven-born civil service 
became the worshippers of the Congress Government after the 
Congress came into power. So, whatever party that is in power, 
that party appoints the Public Service Commission, and so long as 
this provision is there; they will only be subservient to the Cabinet 
or the Executive. My point is that the Legislature should have some 
_ control. If the Legislature has not got the power, it is as good as 

_ giving a blank cheque to the Executive. 

Mr. Speaker : All these remarks will be out of place in thi. 
context. . ; . 
Shri M. Gopalan Nair : ‘Already much harm is done by 
the Constitution. We are for changing the Constitution. There 
is alarge body of opinion in favour-of effecting amendments to the 
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[Shri. M. Gopalan Nair} 
Constitution. The number of amiendments will be quite large, 
If the proposed conjunction between the Socialists and the Congress 
failed, it was because of the non-adoption of certain changes in the 
Constituion itself. But we are doing what we want to avoid. We 
want to see that the Public Service Commission has got some integrity, 
some impartiality, that it is free from the turmoils of party strife, 
But unfortunately, the present Government wants to see that it 
should be taken from out of the pale of discussion. We are not 
even allowed the privilege of knowing- what a particular appointment 
is, whether it requires the concurrence of the Public Service Com- 
mission alone, or whether it is a matter in which the qualifications, 
the terms of service, the terms of agreement must be settled by 
_ acompetent authority, or whether it is to be decided by the Legis- 
““fatare or by the Executive ? Even that power is deprived. That 
_ isthe position... So, I support the amendment. ; 
Shri J. T, Morzes :~-It-is stated.: ‘‘and other posts in respect 

of which the State Government may, with the concurrence of the 
Commission, direct that appointments may be made without reference 
to the Commission.’’ Supposing such a -thing is done. Cannot 

-this House question such appointments ? 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair : That is exactly what I wanted to 
explain. How can we discuss it? In what effective manner can 
we check it ? That is what I want my hon, Friend on the other. 
side to explain, | 
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“Other#posts in respect of which the State’ 

», Government may, with the concurrence of the 
Commission, direct that appointments may be made 
without reference to the Commission.” 
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Shri A. J. John: «The State Government may, with the 

concurrence of the Commission, direct that appointments 
may be made without reference to the Commission.””

In the clause, Annexure IT is mentioned, There are amendments 
to Amnexure II, But by putting this amendment to vote, those 
amendments should not be prejudiced. co 

Myr. Speaker : The Member should have pointed out this 
before we started discussion. IF this amendment is put to vote 
and lost, the other amendments will not be allowed to be moved. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Ihave to make one submission 
with regard to that. ;

(a) and (e) of Clause (3) of Article 320 of the Constitution 
in the case of officers of the Armed forces of the Union 
holding posts in connection with the affaixs of the State; —

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Shri E. P. Varghese : In spite of this, we can consider 
Annexure IL, ° 


Mr. Speaker : There is some contusion of ideas, I suppose. 
Annexure If contains 21 sub-clauses. If the amendment regarding 
the deletion of one sub-clause is defeated, the other amendments 
will not go. That is what I think, 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : -This amendment alfects only 
cone sub-clause. 


Mr. Speaker : So you press your amendment ?: 
‘Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. . 
The amendment was put and lost, 
Shri T. K. Krishrian : Sir, I move : 
“Omit Clause (c) of Regulation 3.” 
Regulation 3 reads : 
“It shall not be necessary for the Commission to be consulted :— 


(c) in regard to the suitability of candidates for promotion 
within the same service.” 

Sir, promotion is one of the’ incentives for the efficient func- 
tioning of our Government servants. I the promotions are lef 
to the vagaries of the Ministers, efficient people will suffer. Only 
the lackeys of Ministers can aspire for promotion. However efficient 
_a man miay be, if he is not in the good books of the Minister, he stands 
no chance of a promotion, In the same way a man who does not 
deserve any promotion is also likely to be elevated. People who 
deserve promotion must get it in consultation with the Public Service 
Commission. I ‘would like to bring to the notice of the House 
an example of a promotion that was given in a cavalier fashion by 
an ex-Chief Minister where the whole mischief was done. -One 
Mr. Prabhakaran Nair was appointed as Private Secretary to the 
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Chief Minister. He had no previous Government service. He 
was taken on the grade of Rs, roo—125 ‘and was confirmed in that 
grade by that Minister.” There were several clerks in the Secretariat 
at that time who were confirmed and who were officiating in the 
same grade. Those people who were affected by this confirmation 
put in a petition to the next Chief Minister who stayed the promotion. 
That petition was referred to the Public Service Commission. Then 
the Public Service Commission, after keeping it pending for three 
years gave the advice that Mr. Prabhakaran Nair should be considered 
as juniormost in the same grade. . But the Ministry rejected that 
advice and held that the confirmation by the’ ex-Chief Minister must 
be upheld. Again the Secretariat people petitioned to the present 
Chief Minister and it is now pending with the Chief Minister, 
If the Public Service Commission had been consulted before the. 
first order of confirmation, much mischief could have been avoided. 
What I want to bring to the notice of the House is that the Public 
Service Commission should be consulted before such confirmation 
and promotions are made. I-want to impress upon the Government 
that promotions must be given only after consulting the Public 
‘Service Commission. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, 1 have a word to say on this 
amendment. So far as Iam concerned I do not object much to 
the State Government having the power with regard to. promfotion. 
But I do object to the classification of service as laid down in the 
schedule, It is a classification not based on any principle or logic. 
If the grouped services are. interchangeable it will cause a lot of 
difficulty. Ido not know whether the..Government have bestowed 
sufficient attention on this matter. Ihave my own doubt about it, , 
If the promotions are in the ratio of 1: 2: 3-and if the Departments 
concerned are the Secretariat and the minor Departments, by 
patronage it will lead to a lot of suffering and hardship to the serivce 
personnel, I, for one, do not think that the right to promote 
should-be vested: with the Public Service Commission. Certainly - 
a grouping of departments like the one proposed will have so many 
loopholes for undesirable results. I request the Treasury Benches 
to bestow sufficient attention to this matter. Ido not think there 
is provision anywhere which enables the Government to change the 


grouping as and when they like. With these words, I support the 
amendment. oS , 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: I support the amendment moved 
by Mr.-Krishnan, The amendment says that the whole of Clause (c) 
must be omitted. Here is a case where real difficulty will arise. 
In regard to the selection of suitable candidates to the same service - 


\ 
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there is scope for fayouritism which is ‘rampant in our ‘country. 
I shall cite one instance which has come to my knowledge. We - 
have got the Ayurveda Department where there are a number of 
posts which are held by persons possessing the same qualifications. | 
Promotion of these persons is left to the discretion of the executive. 

The persons may be equally qualified. But the question is whether 
these grades and posts are interchangeable, Is it to be done by 
the Public Service Commission or the executive ? That is not clear. 

There may be instances like that in other Departments also, Per- 

sons with same qualification may be holding posts with different 

names. So far as promotion is concerned, the’ question of seniority 

comes in—the date of first entertainment and all that. So far as 

that is concerned there is no provision. If that is left like that, 

Government is the ultimate authority so far as interchangeability is 

concerned. That, I submit, will work hardship. 1 shall cite another 

‘instance in which it has worked hardship. There is a case in which 

Government have decided the seniority of one, particular Assistant 

Vaidyan and Curator in the Ayurveda Department in 1942. But 
later on, after the lapse of nine years, that order was changed and 

‘another man was declared senior. It so happened that the Minister 
concerned and the person belonged to the same community. . That 
happened when Mr. E. K, Madhavan was in charge of the Ayurveda 
Department. There were so many appeals and memorials. But 

when those memorials came to the Secretariat, the Secretary who 

was in charge of these papers made certain alterations by which 

certain people belonging to his community were benefited. . The 

person who was really. aggrieved did not get any benefit. But 

others got it. That is how things are being managed within the so-- 
called’ Secretariat. If no provision is made it will be interpreted 

by Government that they have got the power, and cases arisitig 

will not be referred to the Public Service Commission. They will 

not be consulted on these points. ‘When the Ayurveda College 

was started a number of people were promoted on very big salaries 

as Professors and Lecturers while their colleagues remained on their 

old scale of Rs. so or Rs. 60. While those people avho were in the 

good books of Government got promotions and higher pay, these 

people who entered service long before are even now getting only 
trivial salary. That is the sort of difficulty that will arise if this 

amendment is not accepted. Therefore, I support the amendment 

moved by Mr. Krishnan, 
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“The Union Public Service Commission or the State

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Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai : Sir, I may be permitted to move 
amendment No, 12 also along with amendment No. ro. 

Mr. Speaker : No. Your amendment No. 12 is: “Insert 
the following as Clause (e) in Regulation 3: ‘When filling a post 
by a specialist appointed on contract fora period not exceeding 
five years ; provided that the specialist ‘to be appointed on contract 
is selected after open advertisement by a selection committee’.”’ 
There is already Clause (e) in Regulation 3. 


Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai: If I introduce the above clause 
as clause (ce), the existing clause (e) may be renumbered as clause (f) 
and soon. 

Mr. Speaker: That is not the way in which it should be done. 
The hon. Member should have settled it earlier and substituted the 
above clause as Clause (¢) and renumbered the remaining clauses. 
You ought to have sent the amendment in this way. Now it is not 
possible. 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai : Can I not do it now ? 
Mr. Speaker : No. 


Shri P. 8S. Nataraja Pillai : Unless I get permission to move 
. amendment No. 12 no purpose can be served by moving « amendment 
No. 1o alone. 

Mr. Speaker : No. [e.cannot be permitted. oo 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 wanted to omit (d) and sub- 
stitute it by another Clause (¢) which I have given notice of. But 
the hon. Minister has adopted the same wording for some other 
purpose. My proposed Clause (e) is: 


‘When filling a post by a specialist appointed ot on contract for 

' a period not exceeding five years. Provided that the 
Specialist to be appointed on contract is selected after 
open advertisement by a slection committee.’ 


Substituting this as Clause (e), the remaining clauses may be 
renumbered. 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair : { support the amendment of Me.

Mr. Speaker: Mr. T. K. “Krishnan, do you move your 
amendment ? 

Shri T. K. Krishnan : : No. ; 

Shri A.J. John: ‘The original Clause is: “It shall not be 
necessary , for the Commission to be consulted in regard to the making 
of any appointments to any honorary post; or any post the- terms of 
which are to be governed by contracts,’ . 
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[Shri A, J. John] 
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The amendment was put and lost,’ 

Mr. Speaker : Now it is not necessary for the hon. Mem- 
ber to move amendment No. 12. 

Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai: [move : 

“Omit Clause (¢) in Regulation 3.” 

Clause (¢) is this ; 

“In regard to the re-employment in any service of a person 

who has retired on a civil pension or gratuity.”’ 

This power should not be given .to the executive. There is 
public dissatisfaction in the. country that people who are retiring 
are being re-entertained. A lot of favouritism has been shown in 
this matter. Government ought not resort to this method. There 
is a lot of complaint and agitation all over the country. 
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Shri T. K. Krishnan : I support the amendment, In these 
days of great unemployment, when thousands of educated youths 
are roaming about the streets without a job, the appointment of 
pensioned officers is never to be encouraged. Of course there 
may be occasions when some of the superannuated people are to be 
re-employed, but, this has become a regular practice nowadays, 
and we have already many complaints from various quarters about 
this practice. So, even in such extraordinary situations, the Public 
Service Commission has to be consulted. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair : I support this motion on. the ground 
that there is an employment exchange, and the Government are 
spending a lot of money on it. ° Whenever Government. are in 
need of hands, why should they go in for pensioned people ? They 
must apply to the local employment exchange, or, let us stop the 

_ exchange, and take pensioned officers. Either the Government 
must apply to the employment exchange, or the clause may suitably 
be amended. Sometimes, éven the employment exchange finds 
it difficult to provide suitable hands, and in’ such cases, of course, 
Government may appoint superannuated persons, but not do so as 

 arule. 
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The amendment was put and adopted.

Shri RB. S. Nataraja Pillai: I move : 
“Omit clause (ii) in Regulation 4.” 
Clause (ii) is this ; 
‘Where it is necessary to fill a short vacancy in the post and 
* the appointment of the person who is entitled to appointment 
under the rules applicable to the service would involve 


excessive expenditure on’ travelling allowance or ex- 
ceptional administrative inconvenience. ” 


Sir, regulation 4 says that it shall not be necessary to consult 
the Commission regarding the appointment of a person temporarily 
for a total period not exceeding three months in the case of each 
individual to a post borne on the cadre of a service to which appoint- 
ment has to be made after consulting the Commission—(i) wheré 
it is necessary in the public interest owing to an emérgency which 
has arisen to fill immediately a vacancy in the post and there would be 
undue delay in’ making the appointment after such consultation. 
That, I think, will satisfy all the necessities, Clause 2 (ii) occurs . 
in the’ Madras Service Commission Regulations also, but here, in 
a small State like Travancore, the travelling allowance is not going 
to be so excessive. If there is a short vacancy to be filled in, the . 
procedure outlined in clause (i) could be well followed. Because, 
to fill immediately a vacancy in the service is the point, and there 
would be undue: delay if it is done by the Service Commission. 
That is the only valid reason for the Government to exercise the 
right of appointment without consulting the Service Commission.

Mr. Speaker: There may be cases where the persons may 
not like to be disturbed for such vacancies, and for short periods, 


‘Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. Clause (ii) says that if 
it is ‘highly excessive travelling allowance, or exceptional inconveni- 
ence ;’’. then that means exceptions will be three, One, to fill 
immediately the vacancy ; second, undue delay to get the advice 
of the Public Service Commission ; and three, it will be excessive 
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travelling allowance, Then we may have the fourth reason, namely, 
exceptional inconvenience, So, under these four cases this exception 
will work, but if clause (ii) is deleted, it will stand with the exceptions, 
urgency and delay in getting the advice of the Service Commission, 
Therefore I think it would be better to limit the latitude of the exe- 
cutive in this matter, but at the same time, not to affect the efficiency 
of the administration. oe 


Shri T. K. Krishnan ; T support the motion, 
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The amendment was put and lost. 


Shri O. C. Ninan: I move: 


In sub-clause (ii) add at the end “and in all such cases the 
person entitled to the appointment shall be informed in. writing 
that his claim for promotion to. the appointment ‘shall not be 
affected in any way by filling up the short vacancy as afore- 
* said.” mo a 
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Mr. Speaker: Mr. E. P. Varghese, you can move your 
‘amendment, so that the House may be given the opportunity to have 
a comprehensive discussion on the two remaining. amendments 
under this Regulation—Regulation 4. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : J move: 


“Add the following proviso at the end: ‘Provided that such 
- appointments shall not be a claim for the post when the

question ofa permanent appointment arises’. 


The intention is the same as of the previous amendment, but 
the previous amendment, as it is, added on to clause (ii), would 
look as if it cannot be applied to the whole section. So I thought 
that I should put in this as proviso at the end of the section. The 
intention is that such appointments shall not affect the claim of the 
real claimant. But my friend Mr. Ninan’s amendemnt is an addition 
to clause (ii) only. My amendment, I do not think will seriously 
affect the powers of Government which they seck to get by this 
regulation. It is only because that Government’s intentions should 
not be defeated, that I tabled this amendment. We find in our 
State service that persons who have been temporarily appointed. 
to certain posts, continue tempoyrarily in those posts, for years’ 
and afterwards they put in a claim that ‘‘I have been there for so 
many years. I must be preferred to others in the matter of permanent 
appointment to the post, I[ have a lot of experience,”’ and all these 
4PM. things. gf the Government’s intention is not to make 
such temporary appointments a sort of stepping- 
stone for some particular person to get a permanent appointment, 
my amendment will serve the purpose and make that position clear. . 
I have tabled my amendment so as to avoid possibilities of attempts 
being made against this intention.

The amendment moved by Shri E. P. Varghese was adopted, 
Regulation 6. 


Shri T. K. Krishnan : Sir, I mover ar: 
“To omit Regulation 6.”’ 
Regulation 6 reads like this ; 
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“It shall not be necessary for the Commission to be consulted 
on any disciplinary matter affecting’a person serving in 
connection with the affairs of the State except where the 
State Government propose to pass an original order or 
an order in appeal or jg revision imposing any of the 
following penalties, namely :— 


(i) reduction to a lower rank in the seniority list or to a 
lower post-or time-scale, or to a lower stage in a 
time-scale ; 

(ii) recovery from pay of the whole or part of any pecuniary 
loss caused in the Government or to a local body 
by negligency or breach of orders ; 

(iii) compulsory retirement. 

Explanation—Requiring, under the Service Regulations 
for the time being in force, an officer to retire after 
his completing 25 years of qualifying superior service 
or any shorter period of such service, where under 
the said Regulations such shorter period is prescribed 
for any class of officers, shall not be deemed to be 
compulsory retirement within the meaning of this 
sub-clause, 


-(iv) removal from service ; or 
> 
(v). dismissal’? 


Thus, according to this Regulation, a suspension of an officer 
can be effected without consulting the Public Service Commission. 
When we know the histdry of suspensions in this State, it is highly 
necessary that before suspensions are effected, the Service Commission 
should be consulted. We know that very often suspensions are 
being made in a cavalier fashion. 1 know of instances where officials 
have been suspended most wantonly. I know of a magistrate who 
received order of suspension while he was in the court dispensing 
justice. Another map was suspended in such an unceremonious 
manner that he took poison’ attempting at suicide. Another man 
was so much shocked by the suspension order that he left for an 
unknown destination without inforniing anybody. 

. Mr. Speaker : Suppose a serious defalcation case was detected 
against a Treasury Officer ? 

Shri T. K. Krishnan : Then he must be arrested, a it is 
acrime, It is criminal misappropriation. :

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Mr. Speaker : Supposing a Police Inspector is alleged to. 
have taken somebody into the lock-up and tortured him there, 
Whether -he should be suspended or not, should that question be 
»yeferred to the Public Service Commission ? . 


Shri T. K. Krishnan: He mav be transferred to another 
place. But the funny thing about all this is that all of them were 
reinstated as the allegations against them were found baseless. 


Mr. Speaker : So, without doing any work, he gets all the 
emoluments as if he were in service. 


Shri T. K. Krishnan: Yes, why should we be paying for 
his idle hour ? We have also to remember the worry and anxiety 
and agony they experience during the* period of suspension. So 
I submit that suspension should be effected only after formal con- 
sultation with the Public Service Commission, 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: I support the amendment. Here 
is article 311 of the Constitution which says, : 


“*(1) No person who is a member of a civil service of the Union 
or an all-India service or a civil service of a State 
or holds a civil post under the Union or a State shall 
be dismissed or removed by an authority subordinate. 

to that by which he was appointed:”’ , 


Under article 320, the Public Service Commission may be con- 
sulted on all disciplinary matters. Therefore, it is clear that by 
this Regulation, we’ are taking away the right of the civil servants 
in article 311 of the Constitution. Therefore, the regulation 
is not in accordance with article 311 of the Constitution. Of course, 
it may be stated that there are identical provisions in other States— _ , 

' Madras, Hyderabad, or in some other North-Indian State. Even 
so, there are certain provisions inserted in this regulation 6 to show 
that it is indefensible. [ say that a right of the citizens has béen 
taken away by promulgating certain regulations under Article 320. - 


Again what article 311 says ig that “no such person sh’ be dis- 
missed or removed or reduced in rank until he has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of showing cause against the action proposed 
to be taken in regard to him.’ So, whatever be the cause, before 

. Government passes final. orders, the Public Service Commission 
has to be consulted. The explanation of the officer has to be obtained 
and ‘that explanation must be submitted to the Public Service Com- 
mission. Something. of this nature may happen, Sir. An’ officer 
may be appointed to conduct an “investigation and he may have 
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submitted his report. On that, an explanation might be got from 
the party concerned, This explanation, along with the investigation 
report of the officer, should be submitted to the Public Service Com- 
mission. The Public Service Commission will look into them 
and see whether a revision by them is necessary. On the other hand, 
the executive authority might think that a revision. by the Public 
Service Commission is not necessary and might dispose of the case 
by itself, while actually it would require revision by the Commission, 
under Article 311 of the Constitution. Such things might happen 
if this regulation is allowed. ; 
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Regulation 6 is this : 

“It shall not be necessary for the Commission to be consulted 
on any disciplinary matter affecting a person serving 
in connection with the affairs of the State except where 
the State Government propose to pass an original order 
ox an order in appeal or in revision”... ........etc., 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, in Regulation 6.... 


Mr.-Speaker : You are speaking on the amendment to delete 
Clause 6 ? . 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai.: No, Sir. fam moving amendment 
No. 25. . a 
Mr. Speaker : Please wait ; Lam putting Shri T. K. Krishnan’s 
amendment to vote. , 
The amendment moved by Shri T. K. Krishnan was put and lost. 
Shri P. 8. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, | move : : 
Insert the following as sub-clause (b) Clause (2) in Regulation 6: 
‘*(b) velating to the termination of the serivces of an officer 
* on probation if the termination is on grounds arising 
out of the specific conditions laid down by he 
appointing authority, e.g., want of a vacancy, failure 
to acquire prescribed special qualifications or to- pass 
prescribed tests.””

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Mr. Speaker :. So, what is to be done with the existing 
sub-clause (b) ? ; 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : It goes automatically. 


Mr. Speaker : 1 appreciate the audacity of the hon. Member. 
-Laughter). But the amendment should have been to substitute 
your new sub-clause for the existing. OF course, with the per-. 
mission of the Speaker, you can move your amendment, 


Shri P. $. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, in its present form, the 
regulation will vead like this : 


‘*(b) relating to the termination of probation of any petson 
before the expiry of the prescribed or extended 
period of probation or to the discharge of a person 
after the expiry of such period on the ground that 
he is unsuitable for full membership of the service;...”’ 


In place of that, my amendment reads like this : 


“(by relating to the termination of the services of an officer 
on probation if the termination is on grounds arising 
out of the specific conditions laid down by the 
appointing authority, @g., want of a vacancy, failure 
to acquure prescribed special qualifications or to pass 
prescribed tests.”’ 


According to’ the regulation, if the appointing authority thinks 
that a person is unsuitable to full membership of the service, the 
probation can be terminated; the only conditions is that if, in 
the opinion of the appointing authority, a probationer is unsuitable 
for. full membership of the service he will be discharged. So a 
discretion -is given to the appointing authority. On the other 
hand, 1 provide that the appointing authority can dispense with his 
services on probation, only on certain- definite conditions,—if 
there is no vacancy, his failure to acquire prescribed special quali- 
fications or to pass prescribed tests. On these three grounds, the 
probation period may be terminated. This will give a Government 
servant a certain amount of confidence in his tenure and his right 
to hold his office, without depending upon the goodwill of the 
appointing authority. According to the existing regulation, the 
probationer will have to depend upon the goodwill of his superior, 
But according to my amendment, he will “be standing on his own 
right. Therefore, if there isa vacancy, if he has the required quali- 
fications and if he successfully completes the prescribed tests, the 
public servant need not be afraid’ of losing his place. He will not 
turn a sycophant, 
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The amendment was put and lost. 

. Shri K. Bhanu: Sir, I move : 
a “In clause 6, omit sub-clause (2) (g)’”” 
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Shri E, P. Varghese : Sir, I support the amendment 


Shri O. C, Ninan: Sir, I move ‘In sub-clause (2) (g)’ add 
at the end ‘accepting the advice of the Commissioner or 


Commissioners.’ 
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“Where the State Government Pass orders on the adivce 
of the Commissioner or Commissioners appointed from time to 
time for holding departmental enquiries’. 
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“Where the State Government pass orders on the advice of 
the Commissioner or Commissioners appointed from time to 
‘time for holding Departmental enquiries.” 
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The amendment of Shri K, Bhanu was by leave withdrawn* 


The amendment moved by Shri O, C, Ninan was put and 
carried. 
Regulation 7, 
Shri T. K. Krishnan: Sir, I move to omit regulation 7. 
The regulation. reads : 
“Notwithstanding Regulation 6, it shall not be necessary to 


consult the Public Service Commission in any disciplinary 
matter relating to posts specified in Annexure III.”’ 


This is a clear case of discrimination. Whereas all Government 
servants have been given benefit by way of consulting the Public 
Service Commission in matters relating to discipline etc., these 
people, merely because they belong to a particular section of the 
service, are denied that opportunity. It is sheer injustice. And 
it certainly is against the provisions of Article 311 of the Constitution, 
So. I request that the clause may be deleted. 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Sir, I support the amendment 
on two grounds, It relates to Annexure Ul arid it contains a very 
offensive provision. Item 6 in the Annexure is: “‘all posts carrying 
a fixed pay of, or on a scale whose maximum pay is, Rs. 175 or less.” 
In other words, practically the whole subordinate service will be 
under the control of the executive. ! 


Mr. Speaker : That is, under the disciplinary control of the 
executive; that is all. . 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair : Yes. But these include even persons 
-who are in the Judicial service, Magistrates and others. There-is 
already a provision in the Constitution of India that the Judiciary 
should be separated from the executive.’ \ 

Shri A. J. John: May I correct the Member ? Regulation 
“ro says that these regulations shall not apply to the Civil Judicial 
Service and the Legislature Secretariat. service which will continue 
to be governed by the same rules as heretofore until new provisions. 
applicable to them are made. ; 

Shri M, Gopalan Nair ; I accept the explanation, 
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The amendment was put and lost 
Regulation 8. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Sir, I move ; 

‘Delete Regulation 8.” 

Regulation 8 says : 

“Tt shall not be necessary for the Commission to be consulted 
on any memorial or petition relating to any diseiptinary 
matter affecting a person serving in connection with the 
affairs of the State where the State Government propose 
to pass.orders rejecting such memorial or petition.” 


As I submitted earlier, the whole regulation is taking away 
one by one, the power vested in the Public Service Commission under 
Article 320 (3) (@), (6); (c), (d) and (ce) of the Constitution. Article 
320 (c) reads: ; 

‘on all disciplinary” matters affecting a person serving under 

the Government of India or the Government of a State 
in a civil capacity, including memorials and petitions 
relating to such matters,’’ ‘ 

In these cases, the Public Service Commission shall be consulted, 
Under this regulation we say that they need not be consulted in 
some cases. Thus, as I have said already, we are taking away the 
powers of the Commission. Why should we do that ? Why should 
we take away the salutary powers vested by the Constitution in the 
Public Service Commission? The Public Service Commission is 
put. in charge of all matters relating to public service. Why not 
allow.them to work ? A department working for this very purpose 
is brought into existence by the provisions of the Constitution. 
Refer all matters to them. They will see to them. It is stated 
that there will be difficulties if the Public Service Commission - 
were to be responsible for certain things. Is it contended that the 
framers of the Constitution could not foresee these difficulties ? Is 
it believed that they were ‘raw men, mere freshmen who could 
not anticipate these things ? No, they foresaw them. They saw 
from the beginning that the public service, if it must be ‘efficient, 
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should be free from the contro! of the executive. J am not moving 
these arnendments for the fun of moving amendments, _ I feel earnestly 
in my mind that we are undermining the Constitution slowly, one 
by one. Here we say that the Public Service Commission need not 
be consulted in such and such things. The excuse is that they will 
not be able to do the work well. Who said it ? The Public Service 
Commission was constituted for the very purpose of advising on 
matters telating to public service. How can it be that they cannot 

. be expected to advise on such matters? Therefore, I move my 
amendment : 
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’ 


Mr. Speaker : - Do you press that amendment, Mr. Varghese— 
deletion of Regulation 8? 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Yes, Sir. . 
The amendment was put and lost. 


Regulation 9 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : My amendment is to omit 
Regulation 9. Clause 9 reads thus :— : 
’ “Tt shall not be necessary for the Commission to be consulted 
in any case referred to .in sub-clause (d) of clause (3) of 
Article 320 of the Constitution, if the State Government 
or any subor’ dinate authori ity competent to sanction payment 
of the costs of defence purposes to admit the claim in full.” 
In the Constitution, Sir, it is said that the ‘‘Public Service Commission 
shall be consulted ; 
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‘on any claim by or in respect of a person who is serving or has 
served under the Government of India or the Government of 
a State.......... in a civil capacity, that any costs incurred 
by him defending legal proceedings instituted against him 
in respect of acts done or purporting to be done in the 
execution of his duty should be paid out of the Consolidated 


Fund of India, or as the case may be, out of the Consolidated _ 


‘Fund of the State.”’ 


If any payment is to be made from the Consolidated Fund of the State 
it has been made mandatory in the provision that the Public Service 
Commission shall be consulted. That is a statutory provision, ‘No 
charge can be created on the Consolidated Fund by a mere otder, 
Here, what is, provided in this Regulation is, it is not even Govern. 
ment that sanctions the payment. It is provided ‘or any subordinate 
authority competent to sanction payment’. A subordinate authority 
may be competent to sanction an amount. That will be a charge on 
the Consolidated Fund. Sir, with due respect to the Treasury Benches, 
I may-say that is running counter to the mandatory provisions of the 
Constitution. It is specifically provided that to meet the costs of 
the civil action, the consent of the Public Service Commission is 
necessary before the Government decides to meet the charge. It ts 
not a question of Government giving and méeting the cost. The 
mere fact that a Government servant has been subjected toa civil 
suit means that at the first stage there was something which has given 
a cause of actidn to a citizen to bring as action against the Government 
servant. After having given an opportunity to the citizen or created 
a cause of action for him, and when he defends that, if he has incurred 
‘any expenditure, if the right of paying that expenditure is to be left 
to the discretion of the Executive, it is a highly dangerous provision 
and the policy is bad. There is absolutely nothing improbable if a 
public servant fails in the case. Even then he can be indemnified by 
the competent authority or by the Government. If it is not said that 
he will not be indemnified if he fails in an action. The provision 
is that ‘“‘it shall not be necessary for the Commission to be consulted 
in any case........ . if the State Government or any subordinate 
‘authority competent to ‘sanction payment of the costs of defence 
proposes to admit the claim in full.’’ Even if he fails in the defence 
or a decree is passed against the defendant, yet the competent authority 
will be in a position to grant the costs of defence. It is so com- 
prehensive a wording, and moreover it runs counter to the specific 
provision in the Constitution itself. I for one feel that it is wrong, 
and request the Treasury Benches to consider it very seriously, 
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Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Sir, I support the amendment. 
Article 320 (3) (d) says : 


“on any claim by or in respect of a person who is serving or has 
served under the Government of India or the Government 
of a State,...... in any civil capacity, that any costs incurred 
by him in defending legal proccedings instituted against 
him in respect of acts done or purporting to be done in the. 
execution of his duty should be paid’ etc. etc.” 


I doubt very much whether under this clause certain suits instituted 
‘against Government also will not come. For example, there are a 
number of suits filed against Government for misbehaviour of Govern- 
ment servants. I doubt very much whether Government will not use 
such power’ to show favouritism twoards certain individuals whom 
they want to favour. For example, there are cases filed by a number 
of people who have retired. Certain other people’s services have 
been terminated.’ They ‘have also filed suits. 1 doubt very much 
whether such suits will not come within the competence:of this clause. 
This is a very dangerous provision. - So, this provision should be 
omitted. ; 
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Regulation 20 in Madras says :— 


“Te shall not be necessary for the Commission to be. 
_ consulted in any case referred to in sub-clause 
(d) of Clause (3) of Article 320 of the Constitution, 
if the State Government or any subordinate authority : 
competent to sanction’ payment of the costs of 
defence proposes to admit the claim in full. 


Explanation :-Nothing contained in this regulation shall 
be deemed to preclude a reference to the Commission 
being made in any case in which the State Govern- 
ment feel.a doubt as to the admissibility of a‘claim | 
in whole or in part,””*

have been taken away from the purview of the Public Service 
Commission and it will be a body without much work to do. 


Then about the Law Reporters. Most of them do not do any 
work at all. There are very. many complaints about them. Of 
late, no volume has been brought forward -by these Law Reporters. 
I do not know what action has been taken by Government against 
them. This is because they have been recruited directly by the 
executive officers. 


_As regards the appointment of the Secretaries to Government 
and Additional Secretaries to Government, even in the Madras 


: Regulation only three Assistant Secretaries. are appointed without 


consulting the Public Service Commission. Here, all the Secretaries 
to Government and Additional Secretaries to Government can be 
appointed by the Ministers. 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Is Madras the authority in all 
thesc matters ? 
. Shri T. K. Krishnan : No. But the Chief Minister seems 

to ‘attach some sanctity to that’ 


Mr. Speaker : Those who have sent amendments 38 to 46 
can speak on them if they so desire. 

Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai : Sir, a word with regard to the 
categories mentioned in Annexure IJ. It shall not be. necessary 
for the Commission to be consilted (a) as respects any of the 
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* [Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai] 
matters mentioned in sub-clauses (a) to (e) of Clause (3) of Article 
320 of the Constitution. Article 320 of the Constitution says 
that the State Public Service Commission shall be consulted :— 


(a) on all matters relating to the methods of recruitment 
to civil services and for civil posts. ; 

_ (b) on the. principle to be followed ii making appoint- 
ments to civil services and posts and in making promotions and 
transfers from one service to another and on the suitability of 
candidates for such appointments, promotions or transfers ; 


In Annexure II here we find that the Secretaries to Govern- 
ment, Members of the Board of Revenue, Collectors and Heads of 
Departments are ‘all inchided. For appointment to all these high 
posts, the Public Service Commission need not be consulted not 
even on matters relating to the methods of recruitment or on the’ 
principle to be followed in making these appointments. Govern- 
ment have taken upon themselves the responsibility of filling up 
the most important posts in the State civil service in their own 
hands. They can determine the principle and the method by which 
people can be recruited to fill these posts. I think it is very un- 
wholesome and the very purpose of the Public Service Commission 
will be defeated. I, for one, want to maintain that the Public 
Service Commission should function well to secure the confidence 
of the public. It should be recognised as a body above suspicion. 
Nothing should be doné which would cast a reflection on the 
members of the Public Service Commission. It is better that these 
first Class posts are filled up on the recommendation of the Public . 
Service Commission so that it will be recognised by the Public that 
the people who fill these places are really efficient and deserve 
them. That must be the principle that ought to guide Gov..rn- 
ment. Therefore, I think that these items should be deleted from 

the annexure,

Though this is a compilation of 
the two Acts now existing in the two portions of the State, still, 
there are certain amendments made, as can be seen from the statement 
of objects and reasons. ‘‘It is proposed to enact a uniform law 
which will apply to the whole State for the assumption of superint- 
endence of the person and property of persons incapable of managing 
their affairs and to repeal the Court of Wards Acts now in force in 
the Travancore and Cochin areas.’? ‘There are also some changes 
proposed, This is it. “It is also proposed to constitute the Board 
of Revenue as the Court of Wards and to make suitable provisions 
to cure ‘certain defects found in the working of the existing Acts.” 
I think in fairness to this House it should be sent to a Select Committee 
and.considered. Though most of the 76 sections are found in the 
existing Acts, it is a very important Act and there are some substantial 
changes made. So, J feel that this Bill should be sent to the Select 
Committee, and its report may be got and then the Bill may be 
considered and passed. Further, there is no hurry about the Bill, 
because such Acts exist in both portions of the State. 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : 1 support the motion of Shri 
E. P. Varghese . I think a Bill of this nature which involves substan- 
tial rights, the right of administration of properties of the minors 
by the court of wards, etc., should receive the serious deliberation 
and consideration of the House. When it is also proposed to have 
the novel arrangement to make the Board of Revenue the Court 

‘of Wards, it is all the more necessary that the Bill should be 
teferred to the Select Committee.
